and  foretell  to  the  pledge  the  binding  and  lasting  step 
she  is  to  take  by  initiation  into  her  chosen  fratemit)\ 

The  owl  seems  to  have  his  eyes  shut,  thus  signify- 
ing not  to  pry  into  other  people's  affairs.  The  letters 
on  the  arch  of  the  pin,  P  B  Y  H  S,  would  seem  to 
echo  the  keynote  of  a  sisterhood — "Please  Be  the 
Helping  Sister." 

Thus  do  I  decipher  a  little — a  very  little — of  what 
I,  in  the  dark  Land  of  Pledgedom,  have  thought  Chi 
Omega  holds  for  its  chosen  members,  and  greater  and 
greater  the  desire  grows  for  that  time  when  I  too  can 
be  worthy  to  know  in  full — Chi  Omega  ideals!

THE  VISITS  OF  THE  S,  T.  B, 

"A  Trip  of  Investigation  and  Inspection'*  sounds 
rather  formidable  to  one  new,  as  I  am,  to  the  duties 
and  pleasure  of  a  Council  member. 

So,  last  October,  when  our  good  S.  H.  asked  me 
to  make  visits,  of  an  official  nature,  to  Epsilon,  Beta 
and  Sigma,  I  must  confess  that  I  felt  rather  helpless 
and  afraid — afraid  that  the  girls  would  not  treat  me 
as  one  of  them,  but  rather  as  some  one  to  whom 
they  must  only  show  their  most  prepossessing  side. 

But  it  did  not  take  me  long  to  find  that  Chi 
Omegas  are  the  same  everywhere — sweet,  natural, 
loyal  sisters.  I  did  discover  that,  before  my  respect- 
ive visits,  there  were  many  speculations  as  to  my 
age  and  dignity,  but  after  I  had  been  welcomed  I 
hope  these  points  did  not  matter. 
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I  left  North  Carolina,  where  I  had  spent  most  of 
the  time  since  the  Chicago  Convention,  early  in  Octo- 
ber, and  went  first  to  New  York  City.  Before  vis- 
iting the  Epsilon  girls  I  stayed  for  a  few  days  with 
some  friends  at  one  of  the  hotels,  and  on  account 
of  an  unfortunate  mixing  of  dates,  missed  a  recep- 
tion which  the  Epsilon  sisters  gave  in  my  honor  to 
the  other  fraternities  and  the  faculty  at  Barnard. 
They  laughed  not  a  little  over  having  it  without  the 
honored  guest,  and  I  think  even  considered  putting 
dainty  Jeanette  Harvey  of  Psi  in  line  in  my  stead. 
Surely  her  size  and  complexion  would  hardly  tally 
with  mine. 

I  was  sorry,  of  course,  not  to  be  on  hand  for  this 
affair,  but  it  made  the  rest  of  my  visit  none  the  less 
pleasant. 

During  my  stay  I  was  entertained  in  the  home 
of  Marian  Wilson,  '08,  in  Newark,  and  a  more  cul- 
tured and  charming  family  one  could  not  find. 
Everything  was  done  for  my  pleasure,  and  best  of  all. 
they  made  me,  a  complete  stranger,  feel  at  home. 

Epsilon  has  the  advantage  over  many  of  the  chap- 
ters of  living  in  wonderful  New  York,  where  every- 
body, sooner  or  later,  goes,  and  where  sisters  from 
other  States  so  often  find  their  way.  Emily  McEwan, 
'07,  entertained  for  all  available  Chi  Omegas  at  her 
home  in  Newark,  and  that  evening  I  met  an  Arkan- 
sas sister,  and  one  from  my  own  faraway  Mu. 

The  conditions  at  Bernard  are  hard,  and  all  the  fra- 
ternities have  to  overcome,  not  only  faculty  opposi- 
tion, but  a  sophomore  pledge  day.  This,  of  course, 
makes  it  possible  to  have  only  juniors  and  seniors  in 
the  chapters.  This  keeps  the  number  small,  but 
perhaps  it  makes  the  spirit  and  enthusiasm  even  bet- 
ter.    Epsilon,  although  in  her  infancy,  has  the  ri^j^ht 
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ideas,  and  is  determined  to  give  of  her  best  to  Chi 
Omega.  These  sisters  are  anxious  for  a  convention 
to  be  held  in  New  York,  and  in  the  meantime,  I  am 
sure  they  extend  a  most  hearty  welcome  to  any  sister 
who  travels  that  way. 

From  New  York  I  went  to  visit  Beta,  and  the 
thought  of  going  to  Maine  in  November  was  a  cold 
one,  at  least  to  me,  whose  winters  have  been  spent 
either  in  New  Mexico  or  California.  The  weather 
was  cold,  but  the  welcome  warm,  and  I  shall  never 
forget  my  visit  there.    I  hope  to  repeat  it. 

Marian  Wilson,  who  had  met  two  of  the  Beta 
girls  at  the  Silver  Bay  Y.  W.  C.  A.  gathering  last 
summer,  went  with  me  to  Waterville,  which  made  the 
trip  even  more  pleasant  for  me.  We  traveled  from 
New  York  to  Boston  by  boat,  and  I  shall  long  re- 
member our  view  of  the  great  city,  in  the  glory  of  its 
evening  splendor.  The  innumerable  rows  and  pyra- 
mids of  lights  reminded  me  only  of  a  wonderful  fairy 
land. 

We  had  selected  a  good  boat,  had  a  good  dinner, 
and  both  proved  to  be  good  sailors,  so  when  we 
reached  Boston  at  eight  o'clock  the  following  morn- 
ing we  were  in  good  spirits,  and  equal  to  the  rush 
across  the  city  to  catch  the  fast  train  to  Waterville. 
We  were  hurrying  in  order  to  be  with  the  Beta  girls 
for  their  annual  initiation  and  banquet. 

Waterville  is  a  pretty  town,  built  on  the  banks  of 
the  beautiful  Kennebec  River.  In  every  way  it  shows 
that  it  has  long  been  the  seat  of  learning  and  culture. 

The  college  grounds,  with  their  wide  lawns  and 
immense  trees,  are  centrally  located  and  each  street 
in  the  place  is  bordered  with  the  same  tall  trees. 

It  must  be  a  beautiful  spot  in  summer  when  every- 
thing is  green  and  everywhere  there  is  shade. 
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I  was  entertained  in  a  most  sisterly  fashion  by  Mrs. 
Bessey,  one  of  Beta's  many  strong  alumnse  members. 
She  was  a  cliarter  member  of  Beta  Phi,  the  local 
which  was  adopted  by  Chi  Omega,  and  her  ready  en- 
thusiasm and  good  judgment  are  still  felt  by  the 
chapter. 

Marian  Wilson  stayed  with  the  active  girls  at  the 
dormitory,  where  I  went  for  a  part  of  each  day,  and 
I  was  glad  of  this  chance  to  see  something  of  dor- 
mitory life. 

The  way  the  girls — so  many  of  them — live  to- 
gether in  peace  and  good-fellowship  was  new  to  me, 
as  I  spent  my  college  days  in  the  chapter  house  at 
Berkeley,  and  I  found  this  different  college  life  very 
interesting.  Colby  is  certainly  a  stronghold  for  Chi 
Omega.  The  chapter  there  is  well  organized  and 
large,  and  yet  shows  no  signs  of  the  much  dread- 
ed clique  within  the  Fraternity.  The  girls  are  so  de- 
lightfully enthusiastic  and  seem  ever  glad  to  be  Chi 
Omegas. 

That  is  the  proper  spirit,  and  if  any  chapter  lacks 
it  I  hope  they  may  forthwith  use  Beta  as  an  object- 
lesson.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  be  there  for  initiation, 
as  it  showed  me  that  the  "model  initiation"  at  Con- 
vention was  bearing  good  fruit,  as  well  as  giving 
me  an  opportunity  to  see  the  well  appointed  chap- 
ter room.  After  the  ceremony  was  over  we  all — 
forty  Chi  Omegas — went  to  one  of  the  hotels  for  the 
banquet.  There  for  the  fortieth  time  in  that  even- 
ing I  thanked  my  stars  that  I  am  a  Chi  Omega.  So 
many  of  the  alumnae  members  were  present. 

Beta  is  especially  fortunate  in  having  them  live 
in  and  near  Waterville.  It  was  one  of  these  same 
alumnae  who  told  me  later  that  before  my  arrival  the 
girls  were  so  afraid  that  I  would  stay  a  week.    I  can't 
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imagine  my  being  feared  by  any  one,  and  I  hope  the 
terror  was  all  caused  before  they  saw  me  and  that 
they  were  not  truly  thankful  when  the  week  was  up. 
l"or  we  did  tarry  nearly  that  long,  and  even  so,  it 
was  with  many  regrets  that  we  raced  for  our  train 
in  the  morning  set  for  our  departure. 

Mrs.  Bessey  went  with  us  as  far  as  Augusta,  where 
we  met  another  one  of  the  Beta  girls.  Together  they 
showed  us  the  sights  of  their  capital  city  and  saw 
us  safely  on  board  the  boat  bound  for  Boston. 

I  shall  never  forget  the  afternoon  trip  down  the 
river  and  the  moonlight  on  the  Atlantic.  We  sat 
on  deck  to  enjoy  it,  until  it  was  far  too  cold,  running 
indoors  every  few  minutes  to  warm  up,  and  show  our 
tied-up  heads,  and  frozen  noses  to  the  interested  pas- 
sengers. 

Our  stop  in  Boston  was  much  too  short,  although 
in  the  three  days  we  were  there  we  managed  to  see 
much  of  interest.  We  went  to  Wellesley,  Harvard, 
Boston  University,  and  Tufts  College.  At  Tufts  we 
were  most  cordially  entertained  by  some  of  the 
students. 

But  best  by  far,  was  the  meeting  with  the  different 
Chi  Omegas,  who  live  in  Boston.  We  dined  with 
Mrs.  Hill,  Beta,  who  graciously  welcomed  us  in  her 
Wellesley  home;  lunched  and  afterwards  went  to 
Harvard  with  Jessie  Schindler  of  Nu ;  and  had  a  most 
delightful  automobile  ride  with  Lelia  Harwood  of  Xi. 

I  wish  that  we  might  have  stayed  longer  in  Boston, 
for  it  is  truly  an  historic  spot,  and  one  that  all  good 
Americans  should  visit. 

As  I  journeyed  southward,  I  regretfully  left  Marian 
Wilson  at  her  home  in  Newark,  N.  J.  She  had  been 
a  splendid  traveling  companion,  as  well  as  a  good  Chi 
Omega  friend. 
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I  came  directly  to  Lynchburg,  Va.,  and  there  I  felt 
quite  at  home,  as  I  had  spent  a  day  with  Sister  Mattie 
Craighill  last  summer.  It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  be 
in  her  home,  and  I  was  there  for  one  night  before 
going  out  to  Randolph-Macon. 

The  college  is  three  miles  from  the  city,  but  the  car 
service  is  good,  and  the  trip  easily  made.  Two  of  the 
Sigma  girls  piloted  me,  and  I  was  soon  housed  in  the 
famous  "Randolph-Macon  guest  chamber." 

The  college  buildings  are  beautifully  located,  over- 
looking the  mountains,  and  here,  as  at  Colby,  I  found 
the  highly  developed  dormitory  life  on  a  larger  scale. 
Here,  in  three  great  halls,  400  girls  live  and  grow 
wise;  coming  from  all  parts  of  the  cotmtry,  and  show- 
ing that  they  are  girls  of  good,  serious  purpose. 

Here,  six  sororities  flourish,  and  Sigma  no  longer 
escapes  the  trials  of  rushing,  as  in  the  old  days. 

But  she  has  held  her  own,  and  her  members  are  Chi 
Omegas  to  be  glad  of.  They  entertained  me  in  true 
Southern  fashion.  Unusually  pretty  was  the  after- 
noon reception  in  their  artistic  chapter  room. 

During  my  stay,  Sigma  held  her  first  initiation  of 
the  year,  and  it  seems  an  indication  of  good  spirit  in 
this  Southern  chapter,  that  three  of  the  four  initiates 
are  New  York  girls. 

They  are  all  earnest,  enthusiastic  and  loyal,  and 
made  my  stay  so  pleasant  that  I  have  already  made 
my  second  visit  there. 

Ever  at  hand  is  the  help  and  advice  of  the  Lynch- 
burg Alumnae  Chapter,  which  gave,  while  I  was  visit- 
ing Sigma,  one  of  its  regular  parties  for  the  active 
chapter. 

"Sister  Mat"  asked  me  to  write  a  short  account  of 
my  trip.     I  fear  it  has  already  been  made  too  long, 
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but  it  is  hard  to  tell  of  so  many  places,  and  so  much 
that  I  enjoyed,  in  a  briefer  letter. 

But  do  let  me  add  that  my  trip  was  a  delight  in 
every  way,  and  I  shall  always  remember  it  most  pleas- 
antly. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune,  in  my  travels,  to  meet 
Chi  Omegas  from  many  chapters.  I  wish  each  one  of 
you  might  have  that  pleasure. 

And  now  it  is  my  New  Year's  wish  that  I  might 
be  sent  to  visit  every  chapter.

A  PLEA  FOR  EXAMINATIONS 

From  a  few  suggestions  made  at  our  last  Conven- 
tion, during  the  discussion  of  fraternity  examinations, 
one  might  think  there  was  growing  up  a  sentiment 
for  abolishing  what  ought  to  be  one  of  our  most  eflFect- 
ive  means  of  unification  and  cooperation,  as  a  frater- 
nity. 

No  doubt,  it  does  seem  like  an  elementary  school 
practise,  to  many  of  the  older  Chi  Omegas,  to  have  to 
take  examinations  when  they  have  advanced  to  alum- 
nae chapters.  But,  if  it  is  true  that  "once  a  Chi 
Omega,  always  a  Chi  Omega,"  why  should  we  not 
be  just  as  well  informed,  and  held  just  as  responsible, 
in  regard  to  knowledge  pertaining  to  our  organization 
then,  as  when  we  were  active  members  of  our  home 
chapters?  We  are  still  fraternity  women,  meeting 
alumnae  wherever  we  go.  And  if  we  keep  ourselves 
posted  on  contemporary  fraternity  matters,  no  surer 
way  have  we  of  finding  some  bond  of  sympathy.  For 
college  days  in  Chi  Omega  may  not  have  meant  to  one 
chapter  what  it  meant  to  members  of  another.    The 
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charm  of  memories  of  the  past  is  a  personal  one,  and 
although  its  appeal  in  many  cases  is  wholly  sufficient, 
it  is  the  fraternity  as  a  national,  an  active,  living  or- 
ganization of  the  present  that  can  never  fail  to  attract 
every  one  of  its  members. 

For  the  active  Chi  Omegas,  there  is  no  alternative 
but  to  learn  what  is  embodied  in  fraternity  examina- 
tions. No  doubt  they  all  realize  the  necessity  of 
knowing  of  their  Fraternity,  if  they  have  ever  experi- 
enced the  embarrassment  of  not  being  able  to  tell, 
when  asked,  who  is  our  Grand  President,  or  how 
many  chapters  we  have.  At  such  times,  when  we  find 
some  one  who  can  discuss  with  us  Greek  letter  so- 
cieties in  general,  what  better  advertisement  is  there 
for  ours,  comparatively  speaking,  so  young,  than  to  be 
able  to  give  full  information  on  the  aims,  workings, 
and  extent  of  Chi  Omega?  And  what  poorer  adver- 
tisement, than  the  times  we  display  to  outsiders  the 
lack  of  interest,  energy,  or  cooperation  (whichever 
it  may  be),  that  keeps  us  from  knowing  these  few 
facts? 

In  an  attempt  to  solve  the  problem  of  "fraternity 
ignorance,"  we  of  Eta  are  planning  to  devote,  at 
every  fourth  chapter  meeting,  ten  or  fifteen  minutes, 
for  writing  the  answers  to  questions  characteristic  of 
fraternity  examinations,  previously  announced  as  ma- 
terial for  study.  This,  it  is  hoped,  will  bring  more 
satisfactory  results  than  trying  to  learn  in  the  space 
of  one  or  two  days,  all  that  is  expected  of  us,  just 
before  the  examination;  it  will  make  us  better  in- 
formed, broader  fraternity  women ;  and  will  help  to 
secure  for  Chi  Omega,  a  firmer,  closer,  more  fully 
recognized  bond  of  union.

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THE  WOMAN'S  LEAGUE  OP  THE  UNIVERSITY 

OF  COLORADO 

I  thought  perhaps  our  girls  would  be  interested 
in  knowing  about  an  organization  which  we  have 
in  the  University  of  Colorado.  It  is  known  as  "The 
Woman's  League,"  and  is  an  organization  to  which 
all  the  women  of  the  University  belong. 

It  was  founded  about  ten  years  ago  by  the  wife  of 
our  worthy  president,  Mrs.  James  H.  Baker. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  league  is  to  bring  all  the 
women  together  to  make  them  acquainted  with  one 
another,  and  to  add  to  their  social  life.  With  this 
end  in  view,  a  number  of  Saturday  afternoon  parties, 
entirely  informal  in  their  nature,  are  to  be  given  this 
year.  There  are  two  functions  given  every  year, 
'*The  Freshmen  Initiation,"  and  "The  Masque  Ball," 
which  only  the  girls  attend.  The  annual  "Charity 
Ball"  is,  however,  given  for  the  women  and  their 
gentlemen  friends. 

But  there  is  another  side  of  equal,  if  not  of  greater 
importance,  and  that  is  the  raising  and  administration 
of  a  loan  fund.  This  fund  is  at  the  disposal  of  any 
woman  in  the  University  at  a  very  low  rate  of  in- 
terest, and  for  practically  an  unlimited  time.  The 
administration  of  the  fund  is  entrusted  to  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  two  members  of  the  facult}%  the 
deans  of  men  and  women  and  two  members  of  the 
board.  The  league  is  very  eager  to  help  every 
woman  who  needs  a  little  assistance  in  order  to  finish 
her  college  course. 

The  government  of  the  league  is  vested  in  an  ex- 
ecutive committee  or  board,  which  is  composed  of 
seven  members      Three  of  these  must  be  fraternity 
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girls,  and  four,  independents.  Four  ladies  of  the 
faculty,  elected  for  a  term  of  one  or  two  years  as 
associate  members,  meet  with  the  executive  committee. 
The  wife  of  the  President,  and  the  Dean  of  Women 
are  always  honorary  members. 

The  board  meets  the  first  Tuesday  in  each  month, 
and  is  annually  elected  by  all  the  women  students. 

There  is  an  annual  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  per 
active  member  and  this  money  is  used  for  the  loan 
fund. 

The  league  has  proved  such  a  success  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Colorado  that  we  hope  all  our  universities 
will  establish  similar  organizations.  Through  this 
means,  as  in  no  other  way,  the  fraternity  and  non- 
fraternity  girls  are  brought  together,  and  a  feeling 
of  good  fellowship  is  enkindled.

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RUSSIAN  EXPERIENCES 

Amsterdam,  September  6,  1908. 
My  Dear  Sisters  in  X  Q : 

I  am  to  write  you  a  letter  about  Russia,  am  I? 
Well  that  is  almost  too  great  an  undertaking,  and  I 
fear  I  am  not  equal  to  it,  so  if  you  don't  mind,  Til 
confine  this  letter  to  a  few  things  we  did  there. 

We  stopped  two  days  in  Warsaw,  en  route  from 
Vienna,  and  were  charmed  with  the  place.  It  is  a 
little  run  down  at  the  heels,  I'll  admit,  but  then  that 
makes  it  all  the  quainter.  Of  course  we  did  not  know 
a  word  of  Polish,  and  every  urchin  doesn't  speak 
English  there  as  they  do  here  in  Holland,  so  there 
were  obstacles,  plenty  of  them,  but  we  always  got 
around  them  somehow.  One  afternoon  we  went 
driving,  and  before  we  left  the  hotel,  we  were  per- 
suaded that  the  hulking,  loose-mouthed  fellow  on  the 
box  understood  that  he  was  to  conduct  us  to  the 
Sobieski  Palace.  Hopefully  we  set  out,  and  hopefully 
we  drove  all  over  the  city  and  into  the  suburbs.  When 
the  road  became  rocky  and  deserted,  we  grew  sus- 
picious, and  gave  the  driver  a  judicious  poke  in  the 
ribs  with  an  umbrella.  "Sobieski?"  He  nodded 
stupidly  and  turned  the  horses'  heads.  Evidently  he 
had  forgotten  where  we  were  going,  but  now  he  un- 
derstood— ^there  could  be  no  doubt  of  that.  At  length 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  city  he  drew  rein  before  a 
long,  low  red  brick  building.  It  fell  far  short  of  our 
picture  of  the  Sobieski  Palace,  but  then  we  were  used 
to  surprises,  so  we  got  out  and  went  in.  Six  or  more 
doors  opened  into  the  small  entrance  hall  and  on  each 
was  tacked  a  neat,  masculine,  unreadable  visiti:ng 
card.    We  spelt  out  the  names  with  great  difficulty 
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and  were  no  wiser  than  before.  At  length  I  chose 
a  door  and  knocked.  First  a  gruff,  unintelligible 
monosyllable  was  the  only  answer,  then  a  hurried 
movement  inside  the  room.  The  door  opened  and 
a  tall  young  Russian  officer  appeared,  fastening  up 
his  collar.  He  was  distinctly  embarrassed  at  finding 
that  his  callers  were  five  foreign  females,  but  he  bore 
it  bravely  and  explained  in  perfect  French  that  we 
were  in  an  officers'  barracks,  and  that  the  Sobieski 
Palace  was  something  like  a  mile  away.  He  went 
out  with  us  and  explained  this  fact  to  that  dullard, 
our  coachman,  and  with  many  thanks  and  apologies, 
we  left  him,  bareheaded  and  blushing,  in  the  sun- 
shine. 

Warsaw  is  crowded  with  Jews ;  not  the  sleek,  pros- 
perous Jew  we  see  in  America,  but  the  bent,  down- 
trodden, servile  creature  who  has  been  thrust  out 
wherever  he  has  sought  a  shelter,  and  forced  to  carry 
burdens  till  his  back  is  bent  like  a  bow.  They  are 
a  sad-looking  lot,  these  Polish  Jews,  but  indeed  all 
the  Poles  look  sad;  there  is  hardly  a  happy  face 
among  them,  and  I  never  heard  a  laugh  on  the 
streets.  We  were  glad  to  reach  Moscow,  where 
things  and  people  wore  a  livelier  aspect,  although 
there  is  a  guard  at  every  turn,  and  every  policeman 
wears  a  sword  and  pistol. 

We  were  confident  of  finding  a  French-speaking 
clerk  in  our  hotel  here  as  we  had  in  Warsaw,  so 
were  much  surprised  when  all  our  inquiries  were  met 
with  a  stolid  "niet!  niet!"  (no!  no!).  I  had  a  Russian- 
French  phrase  book,  which  here  served  us  well.  T 
found  a  French  phrase  expressing  the  need  of  two 
rooms  and  three  beds.  I  pointed  to  the  Russian 
parallel  sentence,  and  the  clerk  understood.  But 
there  was  a  difficulty ;  we  were  five,  and  could  hardlv 
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accomodate  ourselves  to  three  single  beds.  An  idea 
struck  me  and  I  seized  pen  and  paper,  drew  two  pig- 
pen arrangements  to  represent  our  rooms,  with  the 
requisite  number  of  beds  ranged  neatly  along  the 
walls.  The  clerk  laughed  till  I  became  doubtful  of 
his  sanity,  but  we  got  the  beds!  We  soon  made 
friends  with  a  French-speaking  Russian  lady  in  the 
hotel,  and  she  was  invaluable  in  teaching  us  the 
things  one  ought  to  know.  We  acquired,  under  her 
tutelage,  the  delightful  Russian  habit  of  lying  in  bed 
till  nine  or  ten,  and  then  ordering  a  Samovar  in  our 
rooms.  This  came  in  always  with  the  water  boiling 
and  the  coals  glowing,  and  we  made  our  tea,  and  no 
one  knows  what  tea  really  is  who  has  not  tasted 
the  Russian  brew.  The  native  bread  is  heavy,  sour, 
dark  and  unpalatable,  but  we  found  delicious  loaves 
generously  puctuated  with  raisins  at  a  near-by  bakery, 
and  the  erstwhile  scorned  European  breakfast  be- 
came a  delight. 

Our  constant  companion,  the  phrase  book,  served 
us  well  on  more  than  one  occasion.  One  day  I 
found  this  sentence  and  showed  it  to  the  clerk :  "Send 
me  a  laundress  to-morrow."  An  intelligent  nod. 
"Can  I  have  my  linen  in  three  days?"  Another  affirm- 
ative. I  should  like  to  shake  hands  with  the  con- 
siderate person  who  wrote  that  book.  It  happened 
that  we  were  to  leave  Moscow  four  days  from  the 
one  on  which  I  asked  this  question.  Can  you  not 
see  the  difficulties  that  would  have  arisen  to  con- 
front us  if  the  book  had  given  the  laundress  five  days 
instead  of  three?  There  would  have  been  nothing 
for  it  but  to  wait  in  Moscow  till  our  clothes  should 
come;  the  laws  of  that  book  were  as  unchanging 
as  those  proverbial  ones  of  the  Medes  and  the 
Persians.    I  wanted  cream  in  my  after-dinner  coffee. 
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but  the  book  called  for  coffee  "without  cream  or 
sugar,"  so  without  cream  or  sugar  I  had  to  drink 
it.  It  was  quite  cold  here,  but  the  book  contained  no 
phrase  expressing  the  need  of  covers,  so  I  rang  for 
the  chambermaid  one  day,  got  in  the  bed,  and  began 
to  shiver.  The  chambermaid  departed  with  squeals 
of  laughter,  and  soon  returned,  bearing  a  heap  of 
comforts,  quilts  and  things  that  would  smother  an 
Eskimo.  One  day  I  ordered  a  bath  through  the  ever- 
ready  book,  and  then  sat  half  an  hour  in  my  kimona 
with  many  misgivings.  The  clerk  might  have  read 
the  sentence  preceding  or  following  by  mistake,  and 
there  was  no  telling  what  might  be  forthcoming. 
Finally  there  was  a  knock  and  a  valet  de  chambre 
in  Russian  blouse  and  top  boots,  beckoned  to  me  to 
follow  him.  I  did  so  tremulously,  and  he  led  mc 
down  a  flight  of  stairs  into  a  lovely,  big  bath  room. 
The  big  marble  tub  looked  like  one  of  the  sarcophagi 
in  the  museums;  there  was  a  fresh  white  couch  on 
which  to  rest  after  my  lavations;  and  even  a  rough 
fiber  mat  was  furnished,  to  serve  the  purpose  of  a 
wash  cloth.  I  picked  this  up  wonderingly,  and  the 
Russian,  who  stood  by,  waiting  to  see  that  all  was 
right,  took  it  and  gave  active  demonstrations  of  its 
use.  He  then  tested  my  bath  with  a  Centigrade  ther- 
mometer, and  handed  it  to  me.  When  I  saw  that  it 
registered  26®,  I  shivered  and  looked  for  ice,  but 
when  I  put  in  my  hand,  which  is  my  thermometer,  I 
found  the  water  sizzling  hot.  This  was  soon  reme- 
died and  at  last  my  giggling  attendant  left  me  alone. 
It  is  easy  to  see  from  the  function  Russians  make  of 
a  bath,  that  with  them  it  is  a  rare  occurrence. 

On  Sunday  morning  we  went  to  church — ^that 
wonderful,  inspiring  edifice.  Saint  Sauveur,  which 
was  built  about  1850  as  a  native  offering.     The  five 
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wonderful  golden  domes  are  visible  from  all  parts  of 
the  city^  and  had  always  been  our  greatest  admira- 
tion. We  found  the  church  crowded  at  half  past  nine, 
the  congregation  all  standing,  for  there  are  no  seats, 
and  the  service  was  about  to  begin.  A  handsome 
strip  of  carpet  had  been  laid  from  the  chancel  almost 
to  the  middle  of  the  church,  where  there  was  a  small 
platform.  (This  platform  is  present  in  every  Russian 
Cathedral.)  On  the  platform  stood  the  Archbishop, 
or  Metropolite,  in  a  wonderful  embroidered  robe,  and 
along  both  sides  of  the  carpet  were  ranged  the  six 
or  eight  bishops  and  priests,  who  were  to  officiate 
at  this  especially  elaborate  service.  The  priests  wore 
rich  robes,  and  were  bareheaded,  but  the  bishops 
were  dressed  more  simply  in  black,  and  they  wore 
high  brimless  black  hats.  All  had  hair  from  six 
inches  to  a  foot  long. 

Three  Russian  youths  were  first  led  along  the 
carpet  to  the  Metropolite,  as  if  for  the  sacrifice,  and 
when  I  saw  their  white  faces,  I  pitied  them;  but  it 
turned  out  that  the  only  sacrifice  demanded  of  each 
was  a  lock  of  his  hair.  Each  knelt  in  turn  and  the 
Archbishop,  who  was  a  gentle-faced  old  man,  cut  off 
the  long  wavy  lock  with  the  same  regretful  tenderness 
a  young  mother  might  have  shown  in  giving  up  her 
son's  curls.  After  this  ceremony  the  Metropolite 
washed  his  hands  in  a  fine  silver  bowl  (it  did  not  seem 
\ery  tactful,  did  it?  But  as  he  repeated  the  action 
several  times  in  the  course  of  the  morning,  I  suppose 
it  was  not  meant  to  be  pointed.)  Then  the  three 
young  men,  who  were  to  enter  the  priesthood,  by  the 
way,  were  dressed  in  shining  white  and  gold  and  dis- 
missed. All  this  time  the  most  enchanting  music 
was  going  on,  simply  men's  and  boys'  voices  without 
accompaniment.    There  were  two  choirs,  one  on  each 
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side  of  the  chancel,  and  they  sang  antiphonally,  and 
even  the  magnificent  music  at  the  beatification  cere- 
mony in  Rome  did  not  rival  it. 

I  couldn't  begin  to  tell  you  of  all  the  doings  at  that 
service,  indeed  I  could  hardly  see  it  all  at  once,  and 
I  was  so  interested  that  I  quite  forgot  my  usual  lazi- 
ness and  stood  for  three  hours  indifferent  to  fatigue. 
One  interesting  detail  was  the  method  of  buying 
candles.  You  know  every  Russian,  rich  or  poor,  lights 
a  taper  at  every  service,  even  though  he  cannot 
afford  more  than  a  ten  kopeck  one,  and  so  there  is 
always  a  little  table  in  every  church  where  candles 
are  for  sale.  At  Saint  Sauveur  this  table  was  near 
the  side  altar,  and  as  the  large  crowd  made  it  almost 
impossible  for  every  one  to  get  theirs  and  buy  their 
own  candles,  the  small  copper  or  nickel  coins  were 
usually  passed  along  the  line.  At  first  it  was  a  little 
startling  when  an  old  Russian  in  a  leather  coat, 
tapped  my  arm  and  handed  me  ten  kopecks^  but  I 
tapped  the  arm  in  front  of  me  and  so  it  went,  and  in 
a  moment  a  taper  was  passed  back  in  its  place.  At 
the  end  of  the  service  it  was  raining  hard,  so  a  heavy 
carpet  strip  was  laid  on  the  outer  steps  for  the  Metro- 
polite  to  walk  over  to  his  carriage.  He  had  a  smile 
and  nod  for  every  one  as  he  hurried  down,  pulling  his 
long  gray  curls  out  from  under  his  overcoat  collar. 

In  a  few  days  we  had  a  long  dreary  trip  to  St. 
Petersburg.  I  can't  imagine  anything  lonelier  look- 
ing than  this  part  of  the  Russian  country — ^all  flat 
and  uncultivated  and  uninteresting.  There  was 
nothing  to  do  but  sit  in  the  dining  car  and  drink 
seltzer  lemonades.  St.  Petersburg  was  delightful  in 
spite  of  the  almost  constant  rain  and  the  quite  con- 
stant cold.  We  were  in  a  charming  Russian  hotel 
on  the  famous  Nersky  Prospect,  and  there  was  no 
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end  of  amusement  before  our  windows.  It  took  eight 
visits  simply  to  see  all  the  things  in  the  great  Her- 
mitage Museum,  and  we  have  not  seen  its  gold  and 
jewels  rivalled  anywhere  in  Europe.  The  churches 
are  magnificent;  in  them  such  beautiful  stones  as 
porphyry,  malachite,  lapis  lazuli,  and  manganite  are 
as  common  as  are  bricks  and  mortar  at  home.  Of 
course  we  went  to  the  Winter  Palace,  the  largest  in 
the  world,  and  as  the  Czar  and  his  family  were  away, 
we  were  granted  cards  of  admission.  There  were 
unending  suites  of  rooms,  each  more  gorgeous  than 
the  last ;  the  floors  were  inlaid  with  more  than  twenty 
kinds  of  wood,  and  their  polished  surfaces  reflecting 
the  painted  ceilings  and  ornamented  walls  made  a  very 
fine  effect. 

One  afternoon  we  went  out  to  the  Summer  Palace, 
Peterhof,  which  was  fitted  up  in  exquisite  taste  for 
the  young  Czarina  Alexandra.  From  every  window 
the  view  of  flowers  and  lawns  and  trees  is  lovely,  and 
in  front,  towards  the  Gulf  of  Finland,  are  the  mar- 
velous fountains,  probably  the  finest  in  the  world. 
From  the  marble  terraces  are  broad,  multi-colored 
stone  steps  leading  down  to  the  gardens ;  water  flows 
over  them  in  brilliant  cascades  and  they  are  orna- 
mented with  occasional  gilded  statues.  At  the  foot 
begin  the  fountains,  of  all  shapes  and  sizes,  mingling, 
parting,  spraying,  in  the  most  fantastic  manner. 
Finally  they  become  less  frequent  and  continue  in 
periodic  spouts,  along  a  canal  which  runs  out  into 
the  gulf.  We  followed  this  canal  and  sat  on  benches 
along  the  beach,  watching  the  tempestuous  waters  of 
the  Finnish  Gulf,  and  way  out  on  the  horizon  we 
thought  we  distinguished  the  yacht  on  which  the 
Czar  was  cruising,  a  white  speck  in  the  distance. 
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We  were  very  anxious  to  go  to  the  Douma,  even 
if  only  to  see  the  building,  but  we  had  heard  that  it 
was  very  difficult,  even  for  the  irrepressible  American, 
to  penetrate  beyond  those  formidable  doors.  Worse 
still,  a  law  had  been  lately  passed,  forbidding  women 
in  the  visitors'  gallery,  and  we  feared  the  law  was 
inviolable,  but  we  were  determined  to  make  at  least 
an  effort.  We  found  that  a  Douma  member  was 
staying  in  our  hotel,  so  we  looked  him  up,  learned 
that  he  spoke  English  a  little  and  French  well,  and 
boldly  mentioned  our  desire  to  him.  He  was  not 
encouraging,  said  he  could  do  nothing,  but  would 
give  us  the  name  of  Baron  Somebody,  who  alone  had 
the  power  to  grant  us  entrance  to  the  presence  of 
that  august  body,  the  Douma.  Furnished  only  with 
this  name  and  our  passports,  we  set  bravely  forth  one 
Monday  morning  a  little  before  the  hour  at  which 
the  Douma  convened.  When  we  dismounted  from 
the  car  to  transfer,  we  had  no  idea  which  way  to 
go,  until  a  huge  Russian,  who  had  heard  our  pain- 
ful efforts  to  convev  to  the  conductor  that  we 
wanted  to  go  to  the  Taurida  Palace,  came  up  and 
offered  his  services  in  fluent  German.  We  got  into 
the  bus  under  his  guidance,  and  found  ourselves  in 
the  midst  of  Douma  members,  of  whom  our  friend 
was  one  himself.  He  was  much  interested  in  us,  and 
asked  if  we  were  going  to  the  Douma,  and  if  we 
knew  any  one  there.  We  told  him  our  story  with 
great  eagerness,  but  he  was  a  little  suspicious.  "If, 
as  you  say,  you  speak  no  Russian,"  he  asked,  "why 
then  do  you  want  to  go  to  the  Douma?"  We  told  him 
how  much  the  Douma  was  talked  of  in  America,  and 
how  fine  it  would  be  to  tell  our  friends  at  home  that 
we  had  seen  it  in  session,  so  he  turned  to  his  fellow- 
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members  and  explained  it  all  to  them.  Then  followed 
a  short  discussion  in  Russian  at  the  end  of  which  five 
tickets  were  produced  from  somebody's  pocket,  our 
passports  looked  over,  and  our  names  inscribed  in 
Russian.  When  we  got  out  in  front  of  the  grand 
Taurida  Palace  in  which  the  Douma  now  holds  its 
sessions,  our  kind  friend  went  in  to  have  our  tickets 
signed  by  the  proper  officials,  and  then  took  us  around 
to  the  visitors'  entrance.  We  were  required  to  leave 
our  wraps,  and  even  our  hats  downstairs,  and  every 
purse  was  felt  by  a  careful  attendant,  before  we  were 
finally  allowed  to  go  upstairs,  and  were  assigned  to 
seats  of  honor  nearest  the  Speaker.  We  were  fur- 
nished with  a  little  book  containing  the  name  and 
photograph  of  every  Douma  member,  so  it  was  easy 
to  pick  out  many  of  the  men,  and  our  friend,  whose 
name  I  couldn't  spell,  even  if  I  could  pronounce  it, 
came  up  to  see  us  during  the  intermission,  and 
pointed  out  the  more  prominent  ones.  Many  long- 
haired, long-robed  priests  from  the  provinces  were 
among  the  representatives,  and  there  were  some 
rough,  simple-looking  peasants  too.  You  may  think 
we  were  bored  by  speeches  which  we  could  not  un- 
derstand, but  on  the  contrary  our  interest  in  the  novel 
scene  never  waned,  and  when  a  speaker  said  some- 
thing clever  or  funny,  we  joined  in  the  applause  as 
enthusiastically  as  any,  although  quite  ignorant  of 
what  had  been  said.  When  occasionally  a  number 
was  mentioned  or  some  one  said  yes,  no,  or  where,  we 
beamed  appreciatively  and  tried  to  look  intelligent — 
we  had  learned  that  much  Russian. 

I  should  love  to  tell    you    about    the    Peter- Paul 
Prison,  where  General  Stoessel  is  now  twirling  his 
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thumbs;  about  Peter's  great  monument,  and  St. 
Isaac's  Cathedral,  but  it  is  late  and  I  am  sleepy,  and 
in  Holland  one  must  get  up  for  breakfast,  so  good- 
night and  good  luck.

THE  CARLISLE  INDL\N    INDUSTRIAL    SCHOOL 

Carlisle  is,  first  and  foremost,  historic,  and  when, 
in  1876,  Gen.  Richard  Henry  Pratt,  then  Major  Pratt, 
became  intensely  interested  in  the  industrial  education 
of  the  Indian,  and  besought  the  President  for  per- 
mission to  organize  an  Indian  Industrial  School  in 
the  East,  there  seemed  no  more  suitable  spot  than 
the  ground  where  a  detachment  of  General  Wash- 
ington's army  had  been  quartered  in  1776.  This  land 
lies  about  one-half  mile  north  of  Carlisle,  and  was 
at  once  granted  for  General  Pratt's  purpose. 

There  was  but  one  building  on  the  place — a  little, 
low  Hessian  guardhouse,  built  by  the  Hessian  pris- 
oners of  1777,  firm  and  secure,  with  its  walls  five  feet 
in  thickness,  ready  to  withstand  any  attack.  It  was 
of  necessity  a  small  beginning.  But  to-day  there  are 
some  twenty  buildings — large,  substantial,  and  sur- 
rounded with  beautiful  lawns.  From  the  center  of 
the  campus  floats  a  magnificent  United  States  flag, 
emblem  of  the  patriotism  which  prompted  the  found- 
ing of  the  school,  and  which  is  now  the  inspiration 
of  all  who  are  connected  with  it. 

In  the  winter  season,  when  school  is  in  session, 
more  than  700  Indians  make  their  home  here,  and 
they  love  it,  for  it  is  indeed  a  real  home.     They  are 
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trained  from  childhood  to  be  industrious.  I  say  "from 
childhood"  because,  until  very  recently,  there  has 
been  no  age  limit.  And  it  is  no  unusual  thing  to  see 
tiny  little  fellows,  just  large  enough  to  don  trousers, 
peeping  at  you  from  behind  a  tree,  or  running  like 
true  descendants  of  their  proverbial  fleet-footed 
ancestors  when  you  try  to  wheedle  them  into  con- 
versation. 

Would  you  like  to  go  through  the  buildings?  The 
studio  really  comes  first  as  we  enter  the  grounds,  but 
that  is  so  fascinating  that  if  we  stop  now  I  fear  we 
shall  consume  all  our  time  and  get  no  farther.  Let  us 
begin  at  the  laundry.  They  do  all  the  school  laundry 
here.  The  laundry  is  busy  each  day,  and  each  day 
a  new  working  force  is  on  duty,  for  you  see  how 
weary  those  girls  seem  to  be  with  their  ironing,  even 
now.  This  afternoon  they  will  be  obliged  to  go  to 
school  and  study,  and  they  will  be  more  than  willing 
to  spend  to-morrow  morning  in  the  sewing  room  or 
kitchen.  You  are  right;  those  blue  gingham  dresses, 
loose  and  ungraceful,  are  extremely  unbecoming. 
But  if  the  girls  happen  to  earn  or  possess  any  money 
of  their  own  they  may  buy  what  they  wish,  and  wear 
it.  Perhaps  the  next  one  you  see  will  be  covered  with 
frills  and  furbelows,  pompadours  and  puffs. 

That  building  just  opposite  is  the  Girls'  Quarters. 
In  it  are  also  the  music  rooms.  For  some  of  the 
Indians  are  excellent  pianists  and  violinists,  and  if 
they  show  any  talent  in  these  directions  it  is  promptly 
cultivated.  Besides  this,  we  are,  of  course,  all  familiar 
with  the  world-famous  Indian  Band. 

Just  back  of  the  Girls'  Quarters  we  see  the  G)mi- 
nasiimi,  which  is,  perhaps,  the  most  interesting  of 
all.  The  corridor  is  lined  with  pennants — ^trophies 
of  famous  athletic  victories.    The  rooms  at  each  side 
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are  also  filled  with  pennants,  and  cups  and  medals, 
tributes  to  the  fleet-footed  runners.  The  Gymnasium 
itself  is  large  and  splendid  in  its  appointments.  Here 
are  held  the  Indian  School  Commencements,  famous 
all  through  the  East,  and  gymnastic  exhibitions,  in 
which,  I  assure  you,  the  Indian  girls  are  by  no  means 
forgotten. 

Are  you  interested  in  the  shops?  You  will  find  the 
Indian  boys  learning  almost  every  conceivable  trade. 
Each  of  them  carefully  makes  his  choice,  and  is  then 
required  to  abide  by  it.  All  the  uniforms  are  made 
by  the  boys  in  the  tailor  shop.  All  the  shoes  are 
made  and  mended  in  the  shoe  shop.  The  tinware  is 
made  over  in  the  tin  shop.  Of  course,  they  make 
much  more  than  can  be  used  at  this  school,  and  the 
remainder  is  sold  to  the  Government  and  sent  to  the 
reservation  schools  in  the  West.  You  wonder  what 
is  done  at  the  blacksmith  shop?  The  Government  has 
bought  three  farms,  the  products  of  which  are  to 
be  used  at  the  Indian  School.  These  arc  managed  and 
worked  exclusively  by  the  Indian  pupils.  The  wagons 
and  harness  are  made  by  the  boys,  the  horses  shod, 
the  land  cultivated,  and  the  crops  gathered  solely  by 
the  son  of  the  red  man.  Industrious?  Yes  indeed. 
There  is  no  time  for  them  to  learn  to  be  idle,  or  to 
turn  their  minds  to  the  mischief  which  h  found  for 
idle  hands  to  do. 

But  we  will  cross  over  to  the  school-rooms  now. 
You  will  be  interested  in  the  specimens  of  work  on 
exhibition  in  the  corridors.  That  drawing  of  the  fleet 
of  Columbus  was  made  by  a  Mohawk  who  had  been 
here  just  eight  months,  and  over  here  is  a  wee  com- 
position on  "Com"  by  an  Apache  who  had  been  in  the 
East  not  quite  a  year.  To  be  sure,  some  of  the  words 
are  misspelled,  but  the  penmanship  is  very  fair,  and 
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the  work  painfully  neat.  These  children  learn,  as  a 
rule,  very  slowly.  I  once  saw  a  tiny  Eskimo  girl  toil 
desperately  for  ten  minutes,  trying  to  write  the  letter 
a  to  her  fancy.  Across  the  hall  is  the  manual  training 
room,  where  the  most  exquisite  rug  and  basket  weav- 
ing is  done.  And  some  of  the  clay  modeling  and 
beadwork  is  by  no  means  ordinary. 

But  we  must  hurry,  for  I  want  you  to  see  the  750 
assembled  in  the  dining  hall.  However,  you  must  not 
miss  the  sewing-room,  on  the  second  floor  of  the  same 
building.  Up  in  this  airy,  light  hall  the  girls  are  given 
daily  lessons  in  needlework  of  various  sorts.  They 
make  all  the  garments  worn  by  the  g^rls,  and  the  shirts 
for  the  boys.  The  smallest  girls  are  set  to  darning 
stockings.  And  how  the  lively  little  tots  do  chafe 
and  squirm  under  their  rigid  discipline !  But  the  darn- 
ing! 'T would  often  put  us  more  enlightened  maids 
to  shame,  I  fear.  It  is  absolutely  perfect.  No  other 
word  is  adequate.  The  embroidery  done  here  has 
taken  prizes  at  all  sorts  of  exhibitions,  and  well  it  has 
deserved  them. 

Now,  just  a  few  minutes  in  the  studio.  You  can 
buy  any  souvenir  you  wish.  A  great  part  of  the  work 
has  been  sent  from  the  West.  That  wampum  and 
those  dreadful  head  ornaments,  and  that  huge  buck- 
skin coat,  with  its  dozen  scalp-locks,  have  no  real 
association  with  the  Carlisle  Industrial  School,  be 
assured.  Nor  do  those  charming  Navajo  rugs.  But 
the  immense  picture  of  the  renowned  football  team 
that  hangs  above  the  window,  and  these  lovely  baskets 
and  posters,  and  those  hand-carved  boxes  have  all 
been  made  by  the  pupils.  Here  is  an  exact  likeness  of 
a  young  man  "before  and  after  taking''  a  course  at 
the  Carlisle  School.  He  has  discarded  his  blankets 
and  feathers,  and  advanced  several  stages  in  civiliza- 
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tion.  The  aim  of  the  school  is  to  keep  its  graudates 
in  the  East,  and  to  persuade  them  not  to  return  to  their 
respective  tribes,  and  to  the  temptation  of  reverting  to 
their  former  uncivilized  condition. 

But  I  hear  the  gong,  and  you  must  see  them 
marching  in  to  dinner,  two  by  two.  It  scarcely  seems 
possible,  does  it,  that  those  rosy-cheeked,  wavy-haired 
girls  should  belong  to  the  dark-hued  race  ?  But  Indian 
blood  courses  in  their  veins,  and  it  is  their  great  pride 
to  boast  of  it.  You  needn't  mind  watching  them. 
They  are  accustomed  to  it,  and  are  probably  discuss- 
ing us  with  quite  as  much  freedom  as  we  are  speaking 
of  them.  You  see,  they  are  no  better  than  their  white 
brothers,  for  there  is  a  naughty  boy  who  has  given 
you  a  second  glance,  and  a  sly  smile. 

They  come  in  laughing  and  talking,  but  at  the  tap 
of  the  gong  there  is  immediate  silence,  and  it  makes 
you  thrill  to  hear  their  clear  voices  sing  with  real 
reverence,  "Praise  God,  from  Whom  All  Blessings 
Flow,''  and  again  to  see  them  enjoy  so  evidently  the 
blessings  which  are  just  now  set  before  them.  The 
china  is  earthenware,  and  the  silver  is  heavy  steel,  and 
the  glass  is  often  cracked ;  but  they  have  worked  hard, 
and  such  insignificant  facts  are  to  them  of  no  concern. 

We  haven't  seen  half  of  it.  There  are  the  Large 
Boys'  Quarters,  and  the  Little  Boys'  Quarters,  and 
the  splendidly  equipped  Infirmary  that  we  haven't  even 
looked  inside.  The  old  Hessian  guardhouse  that  we 
spoke  of  is  now  used  as  a  place  of  solitary  confinement 
for  the  really  incorrigible  boys  when  all  else  fails. 
But  we  are  glad  to  say  that  it  is  being  used  less  and 
less  frequently. 

Each  year  there  go  forth  from  this  school  twenty 
.  to  fifty  young  men  and  women  equipped  with  an  edu- 
cation more  than  equal  to  that  of    our    elementary 
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schools,  a  proficiency  in  some  trade,  a  thorough  relig- 
ious training,  and  a  knowledge  and  feeling  of  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  American  citizenship 
which  is  indeed  to  be  envied. 

Do  you  wish  to  know  more  of  the  Carlisle  Indian 
Industrial  School?  Come  to  Carlisle  and  see  for 
yourself — and  a  score  of  sister  Chi  Omegas  will  be 
vying  with  each  other  to  make  your  visit  a  success.

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A  MOUNTAIN  TRAMP  IN  JANUARY 

On  the  last  day  of  "Semester  exam"  week  a  group 
of  tired,  nervous  girls  sat  down  to  luncheon  at  the 
Chi  Omega  House  in  Boulder,  Colo.  Excitement — 
that  of  a  dreaded  duty  done — reigned  supreme.  Girls 
were  wondering  out  loud  whether  they  passed  in  their 
examinations.  Sighs  of  a  burden  lifted  were  heard 
from  every  member  of  our  depressed  family.  Sud- 
denly, as  if  lacking  for  a  cheerful  subject  of  conversa- 
tion, one  care-free  lass  piped  up  with,  "Oh,  wouldn't 
you  like  to  go  to  the  hills  to-day !"  Almost  before  the 
speech  was  uttered,  two  others  who  wanted  something 
to  do  to  forget  the  arduous  morning  labor,  sang  out, 
**Yes;  let's  go."  Much  to  the  consernation  of  the 
chaperon,  we  decided  to  go  just  as  soon  as  we  could 
get  ready.  Well,  we  three  youngsters  donned  our 
mountain  clothes  (you  would  have  laughed  could  you 
have  seen  us)  ;  put  up  a  lunch,  and  started  off  in  the 
mist  to  climb  Flagstaff.  (Flagstaff  is  one  of  the 
highest  hills  near  the  town,  up  which  the  classes  used 
to  have  their  flag  rushes.) 

There  was  snow  on  the  hills  and  the  mist  and  snow 
flurries  blinded  us  so  that  we  could  hardly  see  a  hun- 
dred feet  in  front  of  us;  but  come  what  might,  we 
were  determined  to  climb  Flagstaflf. 

We  told  the  girls  not  to  worry;  that  we  would 
come  home  safely,  but  when,  we  did  not  know.  The 
first  thing  that  happened  came  very  soon  after  we 
left  the  house.  We  have  started  on  the  wrong  path — 
one  which  led  us  to  some  one's  pasture :  so  there  was 
nothing  to  do  but  climb  a  barbed-wire  fence.  It  was 
huge  fun  watching  each  other  climb  over  gracefully. 
Who  ever  saw  a  woman  climb  a  barbed-wire  fence 
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Otherwise  than  gracefully!  That  done,  we  had  to 
jump  a  stream ;  but  finally  we  got  on  the  right  road. 
Triumphantly  we  set  out  with  a  characteristic  Western 
vim,  perfectly  oblivious  of  the  dangers  our  dear 
mothers  at  home  would  have  felt  sure  impended. 
On,  on  we  went,  slipping  in  the  snow,  breathing  hard 
at  the  ascent;  happy,  but,  best  of  all,  forgetting  the 
examinations  that  had  haunted  us  for  weeks. 

The  road  we  were  following  was  built  on  the  side 
of  the  hill  that  was  exposed  to  the  town  and  early  sun. 
We  climbed  on,  stopping  occasionally  to  draw  a  long 
breath  and  to  take  a  view  of  the  town ;  but  lo !  a  thick 
foglike  mist  was  upon  us,  and  we  could  see  just  the 
edge  of  the  road.  This  did  not  discourage  us,  for  we 
felt  sure  the  fog  would  rise  soon ;  so  on  we  went,  bent 
on  gaining  the  summit.  A  little  farther  on,  at  a  bend 
where  a  big,  soldierly  pine  tree  stood,  we  were  sur- 
prised to  find  the  end  of  the  road.  We  knew,  then, 
that  we  were  on  what  is  called  the  "Old  Road" — one 
that  is  now  out  of  use.  This  added  excitement.  We 
knew  that  if  we  climbed  up  the  hill  a  short  distance  we 
would  (as  mountaineers  say)  hit  the  new  road ;  so  up 
we  went,  over  slippery  rocks  and  saucy-looking  bushes 
which  looked  as  if  they  were  just  sitting  there  to  be 
in  our  way. 

Happy  and  laughing,  we  plodded  on  in  the  snow, 
which  clung  to  our  boots  as  if  it,  too,  were  thinking 
seriously  of  going  up  Flagstaff.  We  did  not  sec  much 
scenery,  for  the  mist  was  like  thick  clouds  and  came 
beating  in  our  faces. 

There  is  a  little  beggar  who  always  goes  on  every 
mountain  trip ;  his  name  is  "Hunger,"  and  whether  or 
not  you  have  anything  to  give  him,  he  is  always 
there.  He  was  with  us,  but  luckily  we  had  an  appe- 
tizing little  lunch  for  him;  so  we  thought  we  might 
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just  as  well  feed  him.  We  were  cold,  but  we  would  be 
colder  if  we  sat  down  to  eat  unless  we  had  a  fire. 
We  had  iM'Ought  paper  and  matches,  and  the  next 
thing  was  to  find  a  place  sheltered  from  the  snow, 
where  there  were  dry  pine-cones  and  sticks.  We  sep- 
arated and  scrambled  around  over  the  side  of  the 
mountain  to  search  for  the  proper  place.  It  seemed 
almost  hopeless ;  but  suddenly  there  came  a  victorious 
"Whoo-whoo"  and  we  knew  that  a  place  had  been 
found.  We  built  a  nice  fire  between  two  sheltered 
rocks  and  sat  down  with  what  seemed  like  dozens 
of  little  Hungers;  but  really  there  were  only  three. 
Well,  the  six  of  us  ate  nearly  all  the  lunch.  Finally 
the  three  uninvited  guests  left  and  we  were  ready  to 
go  on;  but  first  we  had  to  put  out  our  fire.  We 
thought  once  that  we  would  rest  and  wait  for  the  fire 
to  burn  out;  but  darkness  and  a  heavy  snowstorm 
were  rapidly  becoming  masters  of  us  and  told  us  that 
if  we  wanted  to  get  up  Flagstaff  before  dark  we  must 
not  tarry  idly  by  that  cozy  fire. 

The  climb  from  here  on  was  steeper  and  harder 
on  account  of  the  storm's  coming  in  our  faces  and 
taking  our  breath.  I  wish  you  could  have  seen  us! 
Frost  and  snow  were  covering  us.  Our  caps  were 
snow-caps;  our  hair  was  changed  to  "dingly-dangly" 
icicles  of  snow  and  frost ;  our  sweaters  were  veritable 
gray  beards;  little  balls  of  ice  and  frost  had  taken 
possession  of  our  skirts ;  in  fact,  we  hardly  recognized 
each  other,  for  it  seemed  as  if  we  had  changed  in  a 
twinkling. 

Oh,  so  light-hearted  were  we!  Were  we  thinking 
of  examinations?  Never!  We  were  singing  college 
songs,  when  suddenly  we  thought  we  heard  the  echo. 
We  listened.    No ;  it  could  not  be  an  echo,  for  it  was 
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a  different  song  we  heard.  We  were  still,  almost 
frightened;  but  we  went  on  to  discover  where  the 
song  came  from.  In  a  moment  we  heard  the  swishing 
of  feet  in  the  snow,  the  mumble  of  voices  not  fem- 
inine— then  the  misty  figures  of  three  college  men. 
Unfortunately,  this  is  a  true  story,  so  I  cannot  make 
heroes  of  the  men,  but  must  let  them  pass  with  just 
a  word.  One  of  the  girls  knew  one  of  them  merely 
to  speak  to.  Perhaps,  if  they  had  seemed  inclined  to 
tarry,  we  would  have  been  easily  persuaded  to  go 
back  with  them ;  but  they  were  homeward  bent  with 
a  speed  that  dazed  us.  I  imagine  they  realized  that 
it  was  getting  late  and  this  was  no  place  for  children. 
We  sat  on  a  rock  by  the  road  and  looked  after  the 
strangers  until  we  could  see  them  no  longer,  ate  our 
"sandwich  apiece,"  and  looked  up  the  road  and  de- 
bated. Shall  we  go  on  and  be  able  to  say  truthfully 
that  we  had  reached  the  top,  or  shall  we  turn  back 
now  and  fix  up  a  tale  of  wonderful  adventure  and 
excitement  to  tell  the  girls,  whom  we  knew  must  be 
worr3dng  about  us  and  wondering  why  we  did  not 
come  home  to  dinner?  Is  it  necessary  for  me  to  say 
which  we  did?  We  turned  back — defeated  by  snow 
and  darkness — conquered  by  hunger  and  common 
sense. 

It  was  then  about  six  o'clock ;  the  clouds  were  lower- 
ing and  were  getting  black.  We  were  about  three 
miles  from  home,  so  we  started  out  at  the  rate  of  the 
men  who  had  passed  us.  For  a  while  we  were  silent, 
each  disappointed  at  not  reaching  the  top  of  Flag- 
staff; but  we  had  the  consoling  thought  that  there 
were  more  days  coming  and  Flagstaff  would  be  there 
for  centuries.  We  fixed  up  a  thrilling  tale  to  tell  the 
girls — one  we  knew  they  would  not  believe.     That 
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done,  we  spent  our  energies  in  reaching  home.  We 
had  visions  of  a  nice  fire  in  the  fireplace,  of  a  good 
dinner,  of  the  girls  gathered  round  us,  all  excitedly 
calling  for  tales  of  the  adventure,  of  their  taking 
us  in  their  arms  and  weeping  as  a  mother  whose  boy 
has  returned. 

We  reached  home  at  last.  It  was  inky  dark,  and 
snowing  madly.  We  were  cold,  we  were  tired — ^too 
far  gone  to  know  what  there  was  for  dinner,  too 
feeble  to  tell  our  stories ;  beyond  the  point  where  jests 
from  unfeeling  sisters  could  arouse  any  emotion  what- 
ever. But  even  if  the  excursion  had  not  been  fun  all 
of  the  time,  we  felt  it  to  be  worth  the  delight  of  sink- 
ing into  blissful  repose  in  soft,  warm  beds.

Conditions  here,  it  is 
true,  are  not  just  the  same  as  those  existing  in  the 
family,  but  after  all^  the  same  laws  govern  a  success- 
ful home,  no  matter  what  kind  of  a  home  it  may  be. 
Comfort  follows  only  when  the  household  is  run  on 
principles  of  system  and  order ;  the  esthetic  sentiments 
are  satisfied  only  when  the  furnishing  of  the  house 
is  refined  and  artistic;  peace  and  happiness  prevail 
only  when  the  inhabitants  of  the  home  are  consid- 
erate of  each  other,  are  kind  and  unselfish — only  when 
a  spirit  of  gentleness  and  love  rules  in  the  atmosphere. 

So  let  us  make  our  College  homes  a  training  in  the 
principles  that  alone  can  make  a  home;  let  Order, 
Beauty,  and  Love  be  the  great  trinity  that  shall  govern 
the  chapter-house  life. 
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NU  AT  HOUSEKEEPING 

(WISCONSIN) 

Following  so  closely  upon  Omicron's  well-written 
article  on  housekeeping,  we  feel  that  we  have  very 
few  new  ideas  to  suggest,  but  still  there  are  always 
several  different  methods  of  solving  every  household 
problem  that  arises,  and  we  hope  that  our  story  will 
be  of  as  much  interest  and  help  to  others  as  Omicron's 
was  to  us. 

We  elect  our  officers  in  the  spring  for  the  follow- 
ing year,  so  that,  when  the  girls  come  back  in  the 
fall,  each  one  understands  exactly  what  her  fraternity 
duties  for  the  year  are  to  be  and  has  plenty  of  time  to 
plan  her  work  accordingly. 

The  president,  as  is  inevitably  the  case,  has  all  the 
responsibility,  and  the  office  requires  a  strong  mind  and 
a  firm  hand.  Realizing  this,  we  all  try  to  make  her 
work  as  light  as  we  can  by  working  with  and  for 
her  as  much  as  possible. 

The  house  treasurer  collects  the  room  rent  and  fra- 
ternity dues  from  the  girls,  and  with  this  money  she 
pays  the  fraternity  bills,  the  house  rent,  coal  and  elec- 
tric bills,  and  other  house  bills.  The  stewardess  col- 
lects the  board  money  from  the  girls  and  superintends 
the  kitchen.  Once  a  week  she  has  an  interview  with 
the  maids,  at  which  time  she  makes  all  her  sugges- 
tions and  regulates  affairs  for  the  following  week. 

The  librarian  has  charge  of  the  fraternity  library. 
Each  girl  is  requested  to  present  two  books  a  year  to 
the  library,  and  these  books  are  recorded  by  the 
librarian,  arranged  and  catalogued. 

The  courtesy  committee  keeps  a  calling  list,  and 
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each  week  the  g^rls  report  the  calls  they  have  made 
on  our  town  members  and  patroneses.  In  this  way 
we  keep  in  touch  with  these  people,  and  as  they  are 
all  very  interested  in  our  work  and  what  we  are  doing 
we  enjoy  our  visits  with  them  very  much. 

We  also  have  an  inspection  committee,  whose  duty 
it  is  to  make  a  critical  report  every  week  on  the  man- 
ners and  the  personal  appearance  of  the  g^rls,  or  on 
any  other  thing  that  may  need  criticising. 

With  all  these  offices,  besides  the  entertainment  and 
rushing  committees,  almost  every  girl  has  some  special 
work  to  do  and  each  one  enters  into  it  with  such  spirit 
and  good  will  that  her  duties  never  seem  like  real 
hard  work,  and  we  all  enjoy  doing  everj'thing  in  our 
power  to  make  things  systematic  and  harmonious.

THE  CHAPTER.HOUSE  PROBLEM 

The  sorority  has  the  distinct  advantage  of  her 
brother  organization  in  that  she  may  not  only  select 
and  imitate  at  will  the  good  results  of  his  pioneer 
days,  but,  also,  reject  his  mistakes.  Thus,  she  is  able 
to  push  forward  more  rapidly  and  accomplish  much 
more  in  the  same  length  of  time.  While  the  fraternity 
is  more  than  fifty  years  the  senior  of  the  sorority, 
yet,  in  the  establshment  of  chapter  houses  the  fra- 
ternity is  probably  less  than  ten  years  in  advance  of 
the  sorority. 

Two  causes  probably  led  to  the  establishment  of  the 
fraternity  house:  first,  the  desires  of  the  members  for 
a  more  centralized  social  life:  and,  second,  an  escape

from  the  isolated  boarding  houses  into  a  more  suitable 
home  and  a  happier  environment. 

As  the  experiment  proved  to  be  a  success  it  spread 
rapidly  and  the  lone  chapter  room  gave  way  to  the 
rented  chapter  house.  Next,  the  happiest  feature 
of  all  was  added — ^the  boarding  department.  Later, 
the  fraternities  bought  or  built  their  own  lodges — 
many  of  them  beautiful  and  luxuriously  furnished. 

At  the  present  time  the  chapter  house  has  become 
so  firmly  established  that  most  of  the  stronger  fra- 
ternities urge  their  chapters  to  work  toward  this  end ; 
others  refuse  to  enter  fields  where  chapter-house  life  is 
forbidden.  So  important  to  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  the  fraternity  has  this  problem  seemed  that  in 
many  cases  the  best  eflForts  of  the  fraternity  have  been 
directed  toward  internal  development  rather  than 
toward  rapid  extension.  A  few  fraternities  and  one 
or  two  sororities  have  established  a  National  Chapter 
House  Fund  to  be  loaned  to  individual  chapters  that 
are  buying  houses.  This  is  very  commendable,  as 
the  difficulty  in  buying  a  sorority  house  does  not  lie 
in  the  paying  of  the  debt,  which  may  be  extended 
over  a  period  of  fifteen  or  twenty  years.  The  most 
difficult  thing  is  to  make  an  initial  payment  large 
enough  so  that  security  upon  the  property  will  be 
accepted  as  a  collateral  in  securing  a  loan  large  enough 
to  complete  the  purchase.  Once  the  title  of  the  prop- 
erty is  secured,  the  rental  paid  by  the  active  chapter 
and  the  contributions  of  the  alumnae  can  be  relied  upon 
to  pay  the  indebtedness. 

It  IS  not  certain  that  a  hasty  payment  of  the  pur- 
chase price  is  desirable.  It  is  probably  better  to  let 
the  chaper  house  pay  for  itself.  That  is,  let  the  title 
of  the  property  be  vested  in  the  alumnae  association 
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of  the  chapter,  and  this  chapter  bear  the  relation  to 
the  active  chapter  of  landlord  to  tenant  The  money 
usually  paid  to  private  parties  as  rent  would  be  paid 
to  the  alumnae  association,  and  would  be  used  to  pay 
the  interest.  The  contributions  from  graduates  and 
friends  wouM  constitute  a  sinking  fund  to  reduce  the 
indebtedness. 

It  should  be  emphasized,  even  at  the  cost  of  repeti- 
tion, that  the  initial  payment  is  the  most  difficult  to 
make,  and  no  chapter  should  neglect  to  take  steps 
immediately  to  collect  a  fund  for  this  purpose,  how- 
ever slowly  the  fund  may  grow.  This  is  particularly 
true  of  young  chapters,  as  experience  has  proven  that 
the  charter  members  are  ever  more  willing  to  sacrifice 
and  contribute  than  the  younger  sisters  that  have  been 
initiated  in  the  days  when  responsibilities  are  lighter. 
The  establishment  of  a  national  fund  for  chapter 
bouses  might  be  a  good  work  in  which  to  interest  the 
alumnae  chapters.  An  annual  contribution  of  even 
a  small  amount  from  each  chapter  would  increase  the 
fund  rapidly.  Alumnae  chapters  whose  active  chapters 
are  forbidden  by  the  faculty  to  live  in  houses,  might 
object;  but  anything  which  strengthens  the  individual 
chapters,  strengthens  the  fraternity  as  a  whole.  We 
are  no  stronger  than  our  weakest  link.

The  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly  has  recently  been  con- 
ducting a  very  interesting  work,  and  one  for  which 
the  Greek-letter  world  should  feel  deeply  grateful. 
Last  summer  Mr.  William  O.  Miller,  Managing  Editor 
of   this   publication,    sent   to   each    fraternity   editor 
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printed  pamphlets  containing  a  thoughtful  article  bear- 
ing the  title,  "The  Chapter-house  and  Its  Effect  on  the 
Fraternity,"  written  by  Edward  Eugene  McDermott 
(Northwestern  '85),  Professor  of  Elocution  and  Ora- 
tory at  the  University  of  Minnesota,  previous  to  his 
death  on  February  25,  1908.  The  article  was  copy- 
righted and  all  journals  forbidden  to  publish  it  until 
A  Y  should  give  permissi(»i.  The  intention  was  to  get 
expressions  of  opinion  on  the  chapter-house  problem 
from  various  fraternity  workers.  These  were  to  be 
gotten  together  into  a  S)rmposium,  and  copies  of  this 
to  be  sent  to  each  fraternity  magazine.  This  work  has 
now  been  completed.  The  Eleusis  has  received  a 
copy  of  this  interesting  symposium,  with  permission 
to  print  it  and  Professor  McDermott's  article. 

We  give  Chi  Omega's  thanks  very  heartily  to  Delta 
Upsilon  for  so  great  a  courtesy,  and  in  this  surely 
we  will  echo  the  sentiment  of  the  entire  fraternity 
world. 

We  should  like  to  print  the  article  in  toto,  but  we 
have  room  for  only  a  part  of  it — though  certainly  it  is 
an  injustice  to  any  article  to  quote  merely  sections. 
However,  we  have  selected  the  following  passages  as 
what  we  believe  to  be  the  most  helpful  food  for  thought 
to  Chi  Omegas: 

Has  this  home  life — which  has  undoubtedly  come  to  stay — 
been  beneficial  or  harmful  to  the  fraternity  as  a  whole  and  to 
its  individual  members?  Let  us  see.  To  gather  facts  for  an 
intelligent  answer  to  this  question  a  circular  letter  was 
addressed  to  members  of  eleven  different  fraternities,  and  to 
the  presidents,  deans  and  registrars  of  numerous  leading 
universities. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-two  answers  were  received  to  the 
question:  What  are  the  chief  benefits  of  student  life  in  the 
chapter  house? 
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The  answers  are  varied,  but  a  vast  majority  mention  inti- 
mate and  lasting  friendship.    To  show  the  general  sentiment 
a  few  may  be  read. 
First,  from  the  students: 

"Subordination    of    selfish    and   personal    interests   to   the 
general  good." 
''Close  fellowship  and  sense  of  chapter  responsibility." 
"Executive  work  in  management  of  fraternity." 
"Sense  of  responsibility  placed  upon  upperclassmen. " 
From  the  presidents  and  deans : 

"Means  of  reaching  students  in  matters  of  discipline." 
"A  good  chapter  house  is  a  fair  substitute  for  home  life." 
''Oversight  by  older  men — especially  by  jroung  graduates." 
"Comradeship,  cooperation,  group  tradition  and  responsi- 
bility; fairly  good  board  and  room." 
"College  loyalty." 

"Good  manners;  close  friendship  with  some  men  worth 
knowing;  national  fraternity  better  than  local  clique;  experi- 
ence in  handling  business  affairs  and  avoiding  collective  dis- 
grace." 

Now  let  us  look  at  the  other  side.  One  hundred  and  forty- 
eight  answers  were  received  to  the  question:  What  are  the 
chief  dangers  to  be  guarded  against  in  the  chapter  house? 

One  hundred  and  ten,  or  seventy-five  per  cent.,  placed  waste 
of  time  first.    Other  answers  are  scattering  but  interesting. 

From  students:

"Snobbishness,  particularly  in  underclassmen,  shown  in 
emphasizing  fraternal  spirit  to  detriment  of  college  loyalty." 

"Running  into  debt,  over-exclusiveness,  snobbishness  and 
misconduct ' ' 

"Growth  of  dannishness  and  fraternity  selfishness  and  con- 
sequent loss  of  college  spirit ;  control  by  sporty  element ;  free- 
dom from  restraint." 

' '  Non-observance  of  *  house  rules. '  '  * 

" Exdusiveness  and  extravagance." 

From  presidents  and  deans: 

"Waste  of  time;  dissipation  of  energy;  dannishness;  the 
evils  of  politics." 

"To  much  of  a  good  time  and  its  results." 
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Clannishness ;  house  denegrating  into  a  loafing  place;  un- 
dertaking cause  of  poor  students  and  securing  concessions, 
if  possible;  feeling  of  independence  of  university  restraint 
socially. ' ' 

''Danger  of  being  drawn  into  narrow,  selfish  and  shallow 
interests  and  thus  losing  the  larger,  more  democratic  influ- 
ence of  the  college  as  a  whole." 

"Bad   society  and  exclusiveness. " 

'  *  Over-emphasis  of  social  life ;  lack  of  responsible  executive 
to  carry  out  house  niles." 

''The  low  intellectual  tone — when  uninfluenced  by  alumni — 
tends  to  pass  from  generation  to  generation." 

"Cultivation  of  social,  athletic  and  snobbish  attitude,  and 
general  lack  of  seriousness." 

' '  Substitution  of  social  life  for  hard  study. ' ' 

' '  Lazinesss. ' ' 

It  becomes  very  apparent  after  reading  all  these  letters  that 
there  are  benefits  and  there  are  dangers.  But  whatever  the 
benefits  and  dangers,  we  may  be  sure  of  one  thing:  The  fra- 
ternity is  here  to  stay  and  whether  it  grows  better  or  worse 
will  depend  upon  our  treatment  of  it. 

Legislators  and  other  enemies  who  would  destroy  it  by 
statute  might  just  as  well  acknowledge — ^what  all  history 
proves — that  wherever  men  are  drawn  together  into  large 
bodies,  as  they  are  in  the  modem  universities,  they  are  sure 
to  break  up  into  smaller  groups.  This  being  true  and  inevi- 
table, we  are  bound  to  have  the  fraternity  or  some  similar 
organization. 

The  article  states  as  the  result  of  some  statistical 
investigation  that  "scholarship  is  declining  and  social 
life  rising  in  the  fraternities.*'  Bearing  on  this  we 
quote  the  following: 

Is  it  not  possible  that  a  third  and  contributory  cause  of  the 
decline  in  scholarship  is  found  in  the  modem  chapter  house, 
which  furnishes  such  a  comfortable  home  life  among  con- 
genial spirits  and  offers  such  abundant  opportunity  for  dissi- 
pation of  time  and  energy? 

At  any  rate,  we  have  a  problem  in  the  decline,  and  the  ques- 
tion arises  as  to  whether  the  modem  fraternity,  through  its 
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chapter-house  system,  can  assist  the  university  in  solving  it, 
for  at  least  this  one  of  the  university's  problems  is  the  fra- 
ternity's problem. 

To  determine  this  the  question  was  asked,  in  the  circular 
letter  referred  to: 

"What  does  the  present-day  fraternity  need  most  in  order 
to  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  its  members?"  The  answers 
are  all  worth  perusal.    We  have  space  for  but  a  few  of  them. 

From  presidents  and  deans: 

"A   return   to   the  best   traditions   of   the   early  days   of 
fraternities  and  a  recognition  of  other  present-day  responsi- 
bilities by  themselves  and  the  governing  bodies  of  institu 
tions." 

"More  breadth  of  view;  less  of  the  spirit  of  clique  and 
exdusiveness. ' ' 

"A  quickening  of  the  earlier  literary  interest;  a  larger 
sense  of  the  primacy  of  college  over  fraternity  interests — or 
rather  of  the  dependence  of  fraternity  interests  on  a  whole- 
some college  life." 

"First,  simplicity  of  living;  second,  the  intellectual  ele- 
ment thrust  to  the  front  in  the  weekly  meetings  of  the 
chapter;  third,  a  high  sense  of  honor  and  moral  ideals  which 
would  lead  to  the  ejection  of  an  unworthy  member." 

"Active  interest  and  a  sense  of  responsibility  on  the  part 
of  resident  alumni.  There  is  too  much  loafing  in  the  chapter 
parlors;  there  is  almost  no  serious  conversation;  the  men  as 
a  whole  do  not  study  enough  and  have  not  serious  ideals." 

"Higher  ideals  of  what  constitutes  manliness;  a  better  and 
more  serious  notion  of  the  effects  of  beer  and  tobacco  on 
future  effectiveness;  a  higher  regard  for  the  value  of  time;  a 
rigid  scholarship  committee  in  the  university  which  will  not 
hesitate  to  send  home  all  who  do  not  do  a  man 's  work. ' ' 

"Right  kind  of  undergraduate  headship  to  insure  a  healthy 
moral  tone  and  to  exalt  ideals  of  work;  friendly  comradeship 
and  oversight  on  the  part  of  faculty  and  other  alumni  mem- 
bers; wise  but  vigilant  supervision  by  the  university  authori- 
ries."

Intelligent  sympathy  on  the  part  of  college  officers,  and 
close  relations  between  active  and  graduate  members." 

"Attention  of  their  alumni." 

"Progress  along  the  lines  which  mark  its  development  for 
the  last  twenty-five  years  and  a  fuller  realization  that  the 
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prosperity   of   the    fraternity   is  one   with   the   institution   in 
which  it  is  situated." 

"The  effective  influence  of  alumni  members.  Undergrad- 
uates yield  to  temptation  to  enjoy  the  'house.'  They  need 
the  stimulus  of  resident  graduates  and  of  earnest  and  schol- 
arly upperclassmen. " 

*'To  be  represented  more  generally  in  all  departments  of 
college  life,  by  the  best  men,  of  course,  in  each  kind  of  work.'* 

*'To  keep  more  closely  in  touch  with  faculty  affairs  and 
support  the  best  interests  of  college." 

'*To  become  more  a  part  of  the  university." 

From  students: 

"Better  ideals.  Fraternities  are  too  often  exclusively  dan- 
cing and  smoking  clubs." 

"More  true,  unselfish,  good  fellows  and  less  of  the  men 
who  make  success  pure  and  simple  their  aim." 

"Strong  men  with  old-fashioned  ideals  of  college  life  and 
work;  less  of  the  feeling  of  smartness  and  fast  life  of  a 
fraternity;  the  inculcation  of  principles  of  purity  and  earnest 
purpose. ' ' 

' '  Individuality  of  members ;  the  fraternity  is  now  too  much 
of  a  mill  through  which  all  men  are  ground  out  after  the 
same  type." 

"In  general,  a  man's  scholarship  may  deteriorate  as  a 
result  of  the  chapter  house,  but  he  gains  something  intangible, 
vastly  more  valuable." 

"Better  men — men  of  strong  personality  and  firm  prin- 
ciples. There  is  here  too  much  effort  to  get  good-fellowshio 
and  harmony  at  the  expense  of  anything  and  everything  else. ' ' 

' '  A  definite  standard  of  excellence  in  all  branches  of  college 
activity  with  a  system  of  alumni  and  upperclassmen  supervi- 
sion to  keep  the  undergraduate  body  as  far  as  possible  up  to 
the  standard  set." 

"More  unity  in  national  fraternity  and  more  attention  to 
ideals  just  now;  we  are  becoming  commonplace  and  losing 
all  sense  of  dignity  and  high  purpose." 

"Strict  adhesion  to  a  policy  embodying  high  ideals,  culti- 
vating friendship  between  all  fratenity  men;  a  policy  disap- 
proving of  underhand  and  base  methods — which  must  weaken 
the  men  who  permit  such  things;  an  aggressive  policy  of 
mental   improvement  to  its  members   and  the  university  or 
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college,  and  the  making  the  fraternity  a  greater  factor  for 
good  in  the  developent  of  men  and  of  our  national  life." 

*'To  be  let  alone." 

Several  things  become  apparent  to  one  who  reads  all  these 
responses.  The  fraternity  chapter  house  is  a  potent  factor 
for  good  or  for  evil.  Whether  it  develops  into  the  one  or 
the  other  depends  upon  how  it  is  handled.  The  fact  that 
the  answers  are  so  frequently  diametrically  opposed  shows 
that  conditions  vary  widely  in  different  chapters  of  the 
same  fraternity  and  proves  that  no  man  can  safely  judge  a 
fraternity  as  a  whole  who  knows  but  a  single  chapter  in  a 
single  university. 

The  fact,  then,  that  the  ch^ter  house  is  a  force  lor  evil  as 
well  as  for  good  ought  to  discourage  no  true  reformer.  The 
further  fact  that  some  chapters  have  gone  wrong  and  have 
died  a  violent  death  in  their  own  sins  or  have  had  their 
charters  revoked  is  no  valid  argument  against  the  fraternity 
system  or  the  modem  chapter  house.  Every  factor  in  civiliza- 
tion— the  church  not  excepted — ^is  open  to  the  same  criti- 
cism.

We  cannot  say  definitely  when  the  book  can  appear 
now.

Nevertheless  we  will  do  our  best  and  get  the 
book  out  as  soon  as  possible— certainly  before  the  end 
of  the  present  school  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  various 
directories  in  the  Manual  may  be  of  service  to  Chi 
Omegas  in  meeting  other  Chi  Omega  sisters  during 
summer  vacation  travels. 

The  Manual  will  be  published  by  Geo.  E.  Howard, 
of  Washington,  D.  C,  our  Eleusis  printer,  and  he 
promises  us  his  best  work.  The  price  of  the  book  will 
be  $1.50,  even  should  its  publication  cost  the  national 
treasury  more  money  than  will  be  made  up  by  selling 
the  book  thus.  This  was  a  provision  made  by  the 
Chicago  Convention. 

The  sale  of  the  Manual  will  be  in  the  hands  of 
Elizabeth  Risser,  Psi,  of  Fayetteville,  Ark.,  who  has 
consented  to  accept  the  appointment  of  Distributing 
Agent  at  the  request  of  the  S.  H. 

Chi  Omega's  Manual  is  going  to  be,  we  believe,  a 
publication  of  which  we  shall  be  justly  proud,  and 
we  hope  it  will  be  a  pleasure  and  inspiration  to  Chi 
Omegas  for  all  time  to  come.  We  hope  also  that  it 
may  be  in  the  hands  of  many  of  our  members,  for  It 
will  contain  all  the  information  concerning  Chi  Omega 
and  Chi  Omegas  that  any  of  us  could  possibly  desire. 
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A  cut  of  the  seal  which  the  Chicago  Convention 
adopted  was  given,  you  will  remember,  in  the  August 
Eleusis^  along  with  those  of  the  official  flag.  Great 
dissatisfaction  was  expressed  in  various  quarters  over 
the  head  of  Demeter  used  thereon — "her  hair  was  not 
arranged  in  a  classic  manner,  nor  was  her  nose  Gre- 
cian." In  short  the  verdict  was  that  she  was  not 
sufficiently  beautiful  to  be  the  pictorial  representative 
of  Chi  Omega's  noble  Patron  Goddess.  Now,  then, 
let  those  whom  this  matter  has  worried  worry  no  more. 
We  are  going  to  try  again.  The  drawing  for  the  seal 
last  summer  was  not  made  by  our  Chi  Omega  artist. 
Founder  Ina  Boles  Morton,  to  whom  we  usually  refer 
matters  of  this  kind,  because  she  was  in  Europe  at  that 
time  studying.  She  returned  to  her  home  in  New 
York  only  at  Christmas  time,  and  being  now  once  more 
at  our  disposal  we  hope  soon  to  have  a  truly  beautiful 
and  classic  Demeter  for  our  seal. 

The  seal  will  be  of  two  sizes — one,  a  two-inch 
diameter,  designed  especially  for  the  charters;  the 
other,  one  inch,  for  the  membership  certificates,  sta- 
tionery, place  cards,  etc.  Mr.  Howard,  the  Eleusis 
printer,  will  keep  the  dies. 


The  November  Eleusis  asked  that  chapter  letters  be 
mailed  for  the  February  number  on  January  i.  We 
call  your  attention  to  the  dates  on  the  letters. 


Some  chapter  letters  came  in  this  time  written  on 
both  sides  of  the  paper!!!  Really,  it  is  time  we  all 
learned    that    any     material    submitted    for    printing 
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should  be  written  on  only  one  side  of  the  paper.  This 
is  just  one  of  those  ordinary  conventions  that  all 
grown-up  people  are  supposed  to  know — in  the  class 
with  sticking  a  postage  stamp  in  the  upper  right  hand 
corner  of  an  envelope,  keeping  to  the  right  in  driving, 
or  standing  in  line  to  buy  theater  tickets. 


The  editor  rejoices  at  the  comfortable  store  of  arti- 
cles that  came  in  on  or  near  December  i.  So 
many  are  acceptable  that  a  choice  for  this  issue  of 
the  Eleusis  was  difHcult.  The  following  chapters  are 
credited  with  their  required  quota  of  three :  Chi,  Tau, 
Sigma,  Rho,  Pi,  Omicron,  Xi,  Nu,  Theta.  Eta,  Zeta, 
Delta,  Beta,  and  Phi  Alpha.  What  is  the  matter  with 
the  rest  of  you,  please? — Psi,  Upsilon,  Mu,  Lambda, 
Kappa,  Iota,  Epsilon,  Gamma.  Suppose  you  hurry 
up  and  send  in  those  articles,  for  the  Eleusis  needs 
them  more  than  the  S.  N.  V.  needs  your  fines.  If 
you  will  get  them  in  by  about  March  i,  we  will 
promise  not  to  place  you  in  the  legal  hands  of  the

Alumnae  chapters  each  owe  one  article  annually 
to  the  Eleusis,  so  says  the  constitution.  None  of 
these  have  put  in  an  appearance  yet,  either. 


Just  as  one  last  word  of  exhortation — remember  to 
make  your  Founders'  Day  celebration  this  year  as 
much  of  an  Eleusinian  Festival  as  you  can.

We  hope  that  each  of  you  had  a  delightful  Christmas,  and 
send  our  love  to  you  all.

* '  At  the  time  that  the  Lexington  Public  Library  was  making 
its  initiative  effort  to  reach  the  communities  lying  too  far 
away  to  reach  the  library,  by  establishing  little  stations  for 
consignments  of  books,  our  committee  of  two  paid  its  first 
visit  to  Irishtown,  under  the  conviction  that  there  lay  an 
opportunity.  We  have  never  abandoned  that  conviction, 
but  we  did  abandon  the  effort,  for  the  time  being,  in  that 
especial  locality,  for  the  cogent  reason  that  we  could  get 
no  one  to  take  charge  of  the  books,  and  this  was  a  source 
of  much  regret.  To  find,  therefore,  the  problem  is  to  be 
unexpectedly  solved  affords  a  double  delight.  We  feel,  I 
imagine,  something  as  a  stranger  in  a  foreign  land  would 
feel  to  come  suddenly  upon  his  country's  flag  waving  in  an 
unexpected  place.  For  be  it  known,  it  is  not  the  Lexington 
Public  Library  this  time,  putting  in  a  little  station  work  at 
Irishtown,  but  the  enterprise  is  due  solely  to  the  inspiration 
and  energy  of  an  association  of  young  girls,  the  Alumnae 
Chapter  of  the  Chi  Omega  Society  of  Transylvania  Univer- 
sity. That  a  college  sorosis  should  take  itself  thus  seriously, 
and  endeavor  to  perpetuate  the  value  of  the  association  in 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  its  alumnae  members  through  prac- 
tical good  works,  is  certainly  a  splendid  token. 

''The  enterprise,  which  its  promoters  hope  to  have  under 
way  shortly  after  the  holidays,  will  be  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  Miss  Florence  Shelby,  Miss  Vance,  and  sev- 
eral others.  But  the  whole  chapter  will  help,  even  those 
members  who  live  away  from  Lexington,  by  sending  to  the 
little  library  any  books  that  can  be  spared  from  home  shelves 
and  by  any  other  means  that  may  happily  occur.  A  com- 
mittee from  the  chapter  applied  to  the  Lexington  Public 
Library  for  advice,  and  a  promise  of  aid;  and  the  Lexington 
Library  was  glad  to  give  the  advice,  and  will  be  equally  glad 
to  give  practical  aid  wherever  and  in  whatever  way  it  may 
be  possible.

The  time  has  passed  when  a  fraternity  maintained 
its  existence  in  a  college  and  its  hold  on  its  members 
in  haphazard  fashion,  taking  little  thought  of  the 
morrow,  and  trusting  cheerfully  to  luck  for  next  year's 
members.  Little  by  little  we  have  seen  a  feeling  in 
favor  of  requiring  some  definite  scholastic  attainments 
crystallize  into  by-laws  concerning  courses  pursued 
by  Freshmen,  and  George  Ade's  famous  "three  hours 
a  week.  Arts"  no  longer  passes  muster.  Many  of  our 
exchanges  discuss  rules  adopted  or  under  considera- 
tion, all  directed  toward  the  desired  end  of  encourag- 
ing a  student  to  complete  his  or  her  course  and  take 
a  degree.  To  be  effective  any  such  rules  should  be 
most  carefully  considered  and  then  be  rigorously 
enforced.  That  this  movement  has  come  from  within 
the  fraternities  is  denied  by  some  of  their  opponents. 
In  a  few  cases  it  is  true,  faculty  regulations  loom  large, 
but  we  cannot  believe  they  were  made  necessary  by 
negligence  and  indifference  on  the  part  of  the  frater- 
nities toward  their  Alma  Mater,  and  the  opportunities 
she  was  offering  them.  To  us,  the  point  of  the  matter 
seems  to  be  not  so  much  the  law  as  the  spirit  behind 
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it — a  sign  of  organized  effort,  of  definite  and  practical 
care  given  to  the  question  of  continuing  a  chapter's 
existence  with  honor  to  itself  and  to  the  fraternity. 


Two  of  the  recommendations  of  the  recent  Conference  we 
wish  especially  to  commend.  Section  7,  paragraph  B,  urges 
the  adoption  by  local  Pan-Hellenics  of  a  rule  requiring 
definite  scholarship  attainments  in  the  University  as  a  quali> 
iication  for  eligibility  to  fraternity  membership.  We  know 
personally  of  one  Pan-Hellenic  which  has  most  successfully 
practised  such  a  rule.  An  early  pledge  day  was  the  custom, 
but  the  pledged  girls  were  not  initiated  until  after  the  first 
term  examinations,  and  then  only  if  they  had  attained  at 
least  a  fairly  good  grade.  We  would  like  to  see  every  chapter 
of  Alpha  Xi  Delta  aid  in  securing  such  a  rule  in  its  local 
Pan-Hellenic.  Failing  in  that,  a  chapter  of  our  sorority  could 
hardly  find  a  more  effectual  means  of  raising  its  scholarship 
than  by  enforcing  such  a  rule  for  itself.  The  better  way, 
however,  is  for  the  Pan-Hellenic  in  your  college  to  try  this 
rule  unitedly.  All  sororities  cherish  high  scholastic  attain- 
ments as  one  of  their  ideals,  but  these  same  sororities  hon- 
estly acknowledge  their  failure  in  this  direction.  For  the 
future  we  hope  that  a  combined  effort  will  accomplish  more 
than  have  the  efforts  of  individual  chapters  along  this  line. — 
ASA. 


The  Pan-Hellenic  at  Randolph-Macon  decided  upon  a  dif- 
ferent plan  this  year  for  pledging  new  girls.  The  ruling  is  as 
follows:  ''No  girl  shall  be  pledged  to  any  fraternity  unless 
she  be  recognized  by  the  faculty  as  a  full  Freshman.  Being 
a  full  Freshman  means  that  she  must  have  eleven  hours  lead- 
ing to  the  A.B.  degree,  which  must  include  Latin  and 
Mathematics. ' ' 

There  are  many  advantages  to  the  fraternities  in  this  full 
Freshman  pledging.  First,  in  a  college  like  Randolph- 
Macon  there  are  many  girls  who  do  not  take  the  course  lead- 
ing to  the  degree,  but  instead  take  up  some  light  work  which 
will  give  all  the  pleasures  of  college  life  without  the  hard 
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work.  During  the  year  or  two  which  they  expect  to  spend 
at  college,  most  of  these  girls  would  be  willing  to  take  more 
work,  or  studies  determined  upon  by  the  faculty,  even  though 
distasteful  to  them,  for  the  privilege  of  becoming  a  fraternity 
girl.  This  has  been  proven  this  year  for  all  the  girls  who 
would  be  considered  fraternity  material  are  full  Freshmen, 
even  though  they  came  with  the  intention  of  entering  as 
special  students. 

The  gain  to  the  fraternities  in  this  is  obvious.  The  girl 
who  works  off  eleven  hours  on  her  degree  during  her  Fresh- 
man year,  is  more  apt  to  return  for  her  second  and  her  third 
and  last  year,  for  she  feels  that  she  has  accomplished  much 
toward  the  goal  for  which  she  is  working.  The  girls  are  in 
active  chapter  work  longer,  they  are  more  studious  and  more 
ambitious,  and  at  the  same  time  it  gives  the  fraternity 
girls  a  better  standing  with  the  faculty. — Themis  o^  Z  T  A. 


By  this  time  the  rush  in  most  of  our  colleges  is  over  and 
our  active  members  will  do  well  to  turn  from  the  field  of 
battle  and  lay  out,  each  for  himself,  a  course  which  he  pro- 
poses to  pursue  for  the  college  year.  First  of  all,  attention 
should  be  given  to  the  class-room  work  and  lectures  for  after 
all  the  main  business  of  a  student  is  study.  Let  it  not  be 
accounted  a  misfortune  if  a  Freshman  gives  almost  all  his 
time  to  study.  By  laying  the  foundation  well  more  time  will 
be  gained  for  college  activities  in  subsequent  years.  Having 
made  study  his  major,  the  student  should  add  such  electives 
as  athletics,  oratory,  debate,  music,  society,  etc.,  always  pre- 
serving the  proper  ratios.  The  product  of  such  a  course 
ought  to  be  a  well-rounded  man — ^just  such  a  man  as  we  like 
to  see  in  our  chapters. — Scroll  of  ^  ^  O. 


Some  of  the  undergraduates  have  written  us  saying  that 
they  can  do  nothing  to  lessen  the  admitted  evils  of  the  present 
fraternity  life.  They  admit  in  effect  that  the  indiscriminate 
scramble  for  members  at  the  beginning  of  each  college  year  is 
bad  and  results  in  the  choice  of  the  well-dressed,  superficial 
lad  to  the  exclusion  of  the  rough  diamond ;  the  social  activities 
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and  athletic  contests  take  up  too  much  time  and  attention 
and  cost  too  much  money.  But  they  say  pathetically,  "What 
can  we  do?  All  of  the  other  fraternities  are  similarly  sit- 
uated. We  must  do  as  they  do  or  fall  behind  in  the  race." 
The  answer  is  that  they  should  take  account  of  stock  and 
reform.  All  of  the  better  fraternities  want  to  reform.  The 
chapter  in  any  college  which  leads  a  movement  in  that  direc- 
tion is  going  to  reap  the  benefit  of  it  for  years  to  come.  A 
little  firmness,  a  little  self-denial,  is  all  that  is  necessary. — B  8  n. 


To  this  end,  as  late  a  pledge-day  as  possible,  agreed  upon 
by  all  chapters  in  a  college,  seems  to  be  the  most  desirable 
factor.  Allowing  a  new  student  a  semester  or  a  year  to 
become  acquainted  with  college  conditions,  and  with  college 
students  in  general  before  she  allies  herself  with  any  one 
group  would  make  her  a  stronger  member  for  the  fraternity 
she  chooses  by  developing  her  individuality.  This  also  gives 
the  chapters  who  are  considering  her  in  the  light  of  a  prospec- 
tive member  a  chance  to  see  what  she  can  make  of  herself; 
and  whether  or  not  she  will  add  strength  to  their  membership 
in  personality  and  popularity  as  well  as  congeniality. — To 
Dragma  of  A.  O  U. 


Every  fraternity  would  be  decidedly  better  off  if  it  were  a 
standing  and  positive  rule  never  to  initiate  a  man  until  he  had 
spent  one  full  term  in  college. — ^  X  Quarterly. 


According  to  articles  that  we  have  read  in  the  Caduceus  of 
Kappa  Sigma,  the  Journal  of  Southern  Kappa  Alpha,  and  the 
Garnet  and  White  of  Alpha  Chi  Rho,  it  seems  that  in  neither 
of  these  fraternities  is  a  vote  of  chapters  required  in  order  to 
grant  charters.  Kappa  Sigma  charters  are  granted  by  the 
supreme  executive  committee.  Alpha  Chi  Rho  charters  by  the 
national  council,  Kappa  Alpha  charters  by  the  knight  com- 
mander, who  is  the  head  officer  in  the  fraternity. — Phi  Delta 
Theta  Scroll, 
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To  a  Freshman  the  region  of  secret  societies  is  an  unex- 
plored country.  By  this  I  mean  the  average  Freshman,  and 
not  the  girl  who  has  come  from  a  school  where  the  so-called 
high-school  **  fraternities "  flourish,  nor  the  girl  who  has 
a  sister  who  is  a  member  of  a  college  Greek-letter  society. 
To  this  new-comer,  there  is  no  way  of  distinguishing 
between  the  relative  merits  of  various  organizations  except 
through  a  personal  fancy.  There  is  no  basis  for  a  reason- 
able choice,  largely  because  no  fraternity  woman  has  come 
out  fairly  in  print  as  to  what  a  fraternity  is,  cither 
from  a  morbid  fear  of  telling  something  that  she  should  not, 
or  from  the  mistaken  idea  that  anything  that  tends  to  lessen 
the  mystery  surrounding  these  organizations  militates  against 
their  power.  From  a  long  experience  as  a  fraternity  woman, 
who  has  seen  class  after  class  of  girls  in  various  colleges, 
under  many  and  diverse  conditions,  I  say  unhesitatingly,  that 
in  justice  both  to  the  fraternity  and  to  the  individual,  that 
some  statement  ought  to  be  made,  as  to  what  a  fraternity  is, 
what  it  should  bring  to  its  members,  and  in  turn,  what  its 
members  should  bring  to  it. — To  Dragma  of  J^  O  U, 


If  fraternities  would  openly  proclaim  their  aims  and 
ideals  as  set  forth  in  their  rituals,  write  their  secret 
mottoes  in  plain  English  and  keeping  the  solemn  and 
sincere,  do  away  with  the  "mystery"  (which,  unless 
it  is  symbolic,  is  meaningless),  it  would  do  more  for 
the  general  welfare  of  the  Greek  world,  and  more 
also  for  the  suppression  and  discouragement  of  the 
neo-frat  than  anything  else.  Initiations,  meetings,  the 
means  we  seek  to  teach  by  which  we  hope  to  attain  our 
chosen  aim  could  be  kept  secret.  But  why  not  tell 
what  we  believe  and  what  we  try  to  represent?  Delta 
Upsilon  is  a  * 'non-secret"  fraternity,  and  flourishes  not- 
withstanding. 
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Another  matter  commending  itself  to  my  mind  is  that  of  a 
"Peldging  Ceremony."  Not  all  our  chapters  will  feel  the 
need  of  anything  of  this  kind.  But  many  other  chapters  are 
located  in  colleges  which  forbid  the  initiation  of  new  men 
until  after  several  months  of  college  membership.  This 
necessitates  a  cosiderable  period  of  time,  during  which  the 
new  men  have  no  formal  tie  of  any  kind.  A  brief  and  simple 
ceremony,  having  just  enough  of  a  ritual  character  to  be 
impressive  and  dignified,  has  proved  of  great  value  in  some 
chapters  that  are  situated  in  this  fashion. — A  T  O  Palm.

Some  may 
specialize  in  one  or  perhaps  two  of  these  lines,  but  how 
many  of  us  really  try  to  perfect  ourselves  in  all  three f  And 
if  we  do  not  do  these  things,  what  a  farce  has  our  initiatory 
rite  become!  Far  better  would  it  be  to  omit  it  altogether 
than  to  indulge  in  hypocritical  sentiments. — A  T  Quarterly. 


Men  band  themselves  together  to  share  alike  the  burdens, 
the  responsibilities  and  the  benefits  of  their  associated  effort 
Multiplied  societies  are  formed  for  the  definite  purpose  of 
united  effort  in  a  special  direction.

A  body 
that  is  truly  one  can  have  no  interests  peculiar  to  a  single 
part  alone.  The  burdens  and  the  blessings  of  the  whole 
body  must  fall  equally  on  all,  and  the  failure  or  incomplete- 
ness of  one  member  must  work  injury  to  all.

THE  CHI  OMEGA  SEAL 

Here  is  presented  the  Chi  Omega  Seal  as  it  will 
stand  forever  hereafter.  The  cut  made  for  the  August 
Elecsis  with  a  profile  face  of  Demeter  reproduced 
badly  and  another  drawing  was  necessary. 

Founder  Ina  Boles  Morton,  Chi  Omega's  ever- 
ready  and  accommodating  artist,  made  the  drawing 
for  the  seal  which  is  here  used.  It  is  taken  from  the 
Demeter  of  Cnidos — a  statue  much  damaged,  but  by 
far  the  most  beautiful  figure  of  Demeter — standing 
now  in  the  British  Museum. 

The  large  cut  of  the  seal  is  for  the  charters,  the 
small  one  for  the  membership  certificates,  stationery, 
etc.  "Stickers"  will  be  sent  the  chapters  and  members 
for  their  charters  and  certificates. 


DEMETER 

THE  r.\TROS  GODDESS  OF  CHI  OMF.fiA 

The  budding  life  of  happy  spring, 
The  yellow  autumn's  faded  leaf, 

Alike  to  gentle  hearts  shall  bring 
The  symbols  of  my  joy  and  grief, 

—Schiller,  The  Comptaint  of  Ceres 
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It  is  "Founders'  Day" — of  all  days  surely  the  most 
fitting  in  which  to  write  of  Demeter  (Ceres),  the 
gracious  "alma  mater"  of  Chi  Omega.  The  fields  all 
about  me  are  warm  with  thousands  of  the  golden- 
hearted  poppies  our  goddess  loves,  and  with  her,  every 
loyal  Califomian.  My  heart  is  something  akin  to 
Wordsworth's,  though  it  was  a  host  of  daffodils  he 
saw.  Everywhere  the  sturdy  old  live  oaks  have  put 
on  a  new  and  soft  green;  the  little  wild  flowers  are 
hiding  because  the  sun  is  getting  too  hot  for  them. 
There  is  joy  in  mere  living.  Demeter  has  smiled  on  the 
world,  and  blessed  it.  I  feel  very  strongly^  to-day  that 
love  and  gratitude,  which  we  cannot  express  too  often, 
to  the  "Five"  who  conceived  and  brought  to  perfection 
so  beautiful  an  ideal  as  the  Chi  Omega  Fraternity. 
That  such  an  organization  is  increasing  in  strength 
each  day  is  argument  enough  that  "ideals"  have  come 
to  stay,  and  help  in  the  business  of  real  living.  Into 
Chi  Omega  has  crept  something  of  the  divinity  of 
April  when 

Every  clod  feels  a  stir  of  might, 

An  instinct  within  it  that  reaches  and  towers. 

The  promise  of  awakened  earth  is  ours,  and  as  long 
as  spring  returns  and  Demeter  rejoices  in  her  daugh- 
ter again,  so  long,  I  hope,  shall  we  forget  to  grow  "old 
and  crafty  and  wise" — ^too  wise  to  be  enthusiastic. 

But  you  are  waiting  to  hear  about  the  patron  god- 
dess of  Chi  Omega,  and  her  daughter  Persephone 
(Proserpine,  Kore,  Cora).  The  poets  have  all  been 
before  me,  and  you  have  their  versions,  and  so  I  am 
going  back  to  the  oldest  and  purest  source,  the  "Hom- 
eric Hymn." 

The  long-lost  text  of  this  h)min  was  discovered 
among  the  manuscripts  of  the  library  at  Moscow  in 
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1780;  it  is  the  central  expression  of  the  story,  and 
Grote  places  it  as  early  as  600  years  before  Qirist. 

It  is  probably  one  of  the  songs  of  the  Eleusinian 
festival.  The  interpreter  of  the  holy  places  sings  of 
"Demeter  and  her  daughter  Persephone,  whom  Aido- 
neus  (Pluto)  carried  away,  by  the  consent  of  Zeus, 
as  she  played  apart  from  her  mother,  with  the  daugh- 
ters of  the  ocean,  gathering  flowers  in  a  meadow 
of  soft  grass,  roses  and  crocus  and  fair  violets,  flags 
and  hyacinths,  and  above  all  the  strange  flower,  the 
Narcissus,  brought  forth  for  the  first  time,  to  snare 
the  footsteps  of  the  flower-like  girl.  A  hundred 
heads  of  blossoms  grew  up  from  the  roots  of 
it,  and  the  sky  and  the  earth,  and  the  salt  waves 
of  the  sea  were  glad  at  the  scent  thereof.  She 
stretched  forth  her  hands  to  take  the  flower,  then  the 
earth  opened,  and  the  king  of  the  great  nation  of  the 
dead  sprang  out  with  his  immortal  horses.  He  seized 
the  unwilling  girl,  and  bore  her  away  weeping  on  his 
golden  chariot.  She  uttered  a  shrill  cry,  but  neither 
man  nor  god  heard  her  voice,  nor  even  the  n3rmphs 
of  the  meadow  where  she  was  playing  except  Hecate 
only — sitting  as  ever  in  her  cave,  half  veiled  with  a 
shining  veil,  thinking  delicate  thoughts,  she,  and  the 
sun  also  heard  her.  The  peaks  of  the  hills  and  the 
depths  of  the  sea  echoed  her  cry.  Then  her  mother 
heard  it.  A  sharp  pain  seized  at  her  heart.  Nine 
days  she  wandered  up  and  down  the  earth,  having 
blazing  torches  in  her  hands ;  in  her  great  sorrow  she 
refused  to  taste  of  ambrosia,  or  of  the  cup  of  the 
sweet  nectar,  nor  washed  her  face.  But  when  the 
tenth  morning  came  Hecate  met  her,  but  could  not 
tell  her  who  had  borne  the  g^rl  away.    And  Demeter 
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said  not  a  word,  but  fled  away  swiftly  with  her,  till 
they  came  to  the  Sun,  who  told  her  the  whole  story." 

So  grief-stricken  was  Demeter  when  she  heard  the 
tale,  she  forsook  the  gods  and  went  to  dwell  among 
men,  hiding  her  beauty  under  a  sad  and  worn  coun- 
tenance. And  thus  she  came  to  the  house  of  King 
Celeus,  of  Eleusis.  She  sat  down  by  the  wayside  well, 
and  the  king's  daughters  with  crocus-colored  hair  fly- 
ing about  their  shoulders,  came  there  to  fill  their 
brazen  pitchers,  but  they  did  not  know  Demeter. 

"The  gods  are  hard  for  men  to  recognize,"  says  the 
hymn  simply.  But  they  were  kind  to  her,  and  at  their 
bidding  she  went  to  their  father's  house.  And  as  she 
passed  through  the  sunny  porch  where  the  mother  was 
sitting  against  one  of  the  pillars  of  the  roof,  she  saw 
that  there  was  a  young  child  in  her  arms.  Demeter 
crossed  the  threshold  and  as  she  passed  through  her 
head  rose  and  touched  the  roof,  and  her  presence 
filled  the  doorway  with  a  divine  brightness,  but  even 
so  they  did  not  know  her.  Here  it  was  she  refused 
wine,  and  drank  the  cup  of  barley  water  flavored  with 
mint.  She  became  the  nurse  of  the  child,  Demophoon 
(Triptolemus),  and  would  have  made  him  immortal 
by  putting  him  in  the  ashes  each  night,  but  the  mother 
spied  on  the  goddess,  and  in  her  anger  Demeter  would 
proceed  no  further;  yet  because  he  had  been  so  near 
to  her,  she  made  him  her  priest,  and  taught  him  the 
uses  of  the  plough,  thus  he  became  the  great  helper 
of  mankind. 

"Then  Demeter  manifested  herself ;  a  fragrant  odor 
fell  from  her  raiment,  and  her  flesh  shone  from  afar; 
the  long,  yellow  hair  descended  waving  over  her 
shoulders  and  the  great  house  was  filled  with  the 
brightness  of  lightning.  Then  she  passed  out  through 
the  halls. 
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"So  all  night  long,  trembling  with  fear,  they  sought 
to  propitiate  the  glorious  goddess,  and  Celeus,  at  her 
command,  built  a  fair  temple.  Then  Demeter  returned 
and  sat  there  regretting  the  loss  of  her  daughter. 
In  her  anger  she  sent  a  grievous  famine  on  the  earth. 
The  dry  seed  remained  hidden  in  the  soil."  George 
Meredith  paints  the  time  vividly : 

Sole  sound  the  snap  of  sapless  trees, 

More  sharp  than  sling-stones  on  hard  breastplates  hurled. 

Back  to  first  chaos  tumbled  the  stopped  world, 

Careless  to  lure  or  please. 

A  nature  of  gaunt  ribs,  an  earth  of  crags! 

Zeus  began  to  feel  disturbed,  and  finally  he  sent 
Hermes  to  the  kingdom  of  the  dead  to  persuade  Pluto 
to  suffer  his  bride  to  return  to  the  light  of  day.  That 
king  did  not  object,  but  before  his  sad  queen  left,  he 
gave  her  a  morsel  of  sweet  pomegranate  to  eat,  design- 
ing secretly  thereby  that  she  should  not  remain  always 
upon  earth,  but  might  some  time  return  to  him. 

"So  Ceres  and  Persephone  spent  the  day  in  com- 
munion and  Zeus  sent  to  them  Rhea,  his  venerable 
mother,  the  oldest  of  divine  persons,  to  bring  them 
back  reconciled  to  the  company  of  the  gods,  and 
he  ordained  that  Persephone  should  spend  two  parts 
of  the  year  with  her  mother  and  one-third  part  only 
with  her  husband.  So  Demeter  suffered  the  earth  to 
yield  its  fruits  once  more  and  the  land  was  suddenly 
laden  with  leaves,  and  flowers,  and  waving  com." 

How  mother  and  daughter  spent  that  first  beautiful 
day  Tennyson  tells  us,  and  Jean  Ingelow  in  her  dainty 
lyric  verse.  I  have  given  the  story  at  length,  because 
it  is  told  so  simply  and  sympathetically  that  whoever 
reads  it  will  find  it  lingers  in  his  memory  persistently. 
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Always  we  shall  think  of  Demeter  as  the  perfect 
mother,  who  understands  the  depth  of  sorrow  and 
the  height  of  joy  because  she  has  experienced  both. 
In  her  wanderings  she  becomes  almost  humanized, 
and  in  return  she  and  Proserpine,  alone  of  all  the 
Greek  gods,  seem  to  have  been  the  objects  of  a  personal 
love  and  loyalty.  "She  abode  among  men"  and  hum- 
bled herself  to  serve  them,  she  touched  mortals  with 
her  immortal  fingers,  and  they  loved  her  as  a  woman 
while  they  worshiped  her  as  a  divinity.  Of  the  host 
of  goddesses,  she  alone  stretched  out  the  hand  of  lov- 
ing kindness  to  her  children.  She  is  warmer,  more 
loving,  more  real  than  the  others,  and  she  makes  us 
love  her  more  because  she  touches  the  emotions  of 
love  and  pity. 

How  did  Demeter  become  so  dear  to  the  people? 
we  ask  ourselves.  Pater  has  answered  the  question 
by  indicating  how  myths  grow.  They  arise,  he  says, 
through  the  attempt  primitive  men  make  to  explain 
natural  phenomena  by  ingenious  stories  of  their  own. 
After  a  little  while  the  poets  remold  these  legends,  fix 
their  outlines  and  develop  their  situations.  In  the 
next  step  the  myth  passes  into  the  ethical  stage. 
Despite  the  steady  march  of  science  with  its  brilliant 
explanations  of  physical  processes,  there  has  ever  been 
developing  a  philosophy  of  instinct  rather  than  under- 
standing. This  may  be  illustrated  by  the  feeling  which 
comes  to  one  in  the  first  warm  days  of  spring  when 
nature  is  at  work,  when  the  blood  seems  to  be  cours- 
ing through  the  trees  as  surely  as  it  leaps  in  our  own 
veins.  A  feeling  of  strong  relationship  is  thus  estab- 
lished between  man  and  nature.  "The  sky  in  its  unity 
and  variety,  the  sea  in  its  unity  and  variety,  mirrored 
themselves    respectively    in    these    simple,    but    pro- 
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foundly  impressive  Greeks,  as  Zeus,  as  Glaucus,  or 
Poseidon.  And  a  large  part  of  their  experience — ^all 
that  related  itself  to  the  earth  in  its  changes,  the 
growth  and  decay  of  all  things  bom  of  it — was  cov- 
ered by  the  story  of  Demeter,  the  myth  of  the  earth 
as  a  mother." 

The  story  of  Demeter,  then,  was  a  gradual  growth, 
the  work  of  men  thinking  independently,  in  places  far 
distant  from  each  other,  yet  all  dealing  with  the  same 
aspects  of  nature.  It  is  not  strange,  when  this  is  con- 
sidered, how  numerous  and  varied  her  attributes  are. 
No  nation  with  less  esthetic  sense  than  the  Greeks 
could  have  developed  such  clear  and  idyllic  images 
from  mere  wondering  and  surmises.  In  the  extant 
works  of  art,  though  we  see  her  represented  in  each 
case  a  little  differently,  in  the  main  a  certain  harmony 
characterizes  all.  Her  form  is  copied  from  Juno's. 
She  has  the  same  majestic  stature,  flowing  draperies, 
and  matronly  air,  but  is  of  a  milder  character.  She 
wears  a  garland  of  poppies,  or  holds  a  bunch  in  her 
hand.  Sometimes  she  has  a  crown  of  wheat,  often  she 
carries  a  basket  of  fruit.  The  torch  is  one  of  her  fav- 
orite emblems,  and  the  homely  implements  of  the  farm, 
the  sickle,  and  the  plow,  are  often  represented  with 
her.  As  "Mother  Earth"  and  protectress  of  agricul- 
ture, she  takes  part  in  the  mowing  and  binding  up  of 
the  com,  presiding  over  all  the  pleasing  duties  of  farm 
life.  She  stands  beside  the  woman  baking  at  the 
oven,  or  prepares  the  mysterious  juices  of  the  poppy 
to  alleviate  pain.  Other  conceptions  place  her  in  a 
chariot  drawn  by  dragons.  Art,  however,  has  not  left 
as  many  monuments  of  her  as  poetry.  It  is  generally 
thought  that  she  appears  in  the  group  of  deities  on  the 
eastern  fringe  of  the  Parthenon.    But  the  most  strik- 
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ing  of  the  statues  is  that  found  by  Mr.  Newton  at 
Cnidos  in  1857.  This  is  now  in  the  British  Museum, 
where  we  may  all  see  it  some  day.  There  are  two 
other  statues  of  Ceres  in  the  Vatican  at  Rome,  and. 
one  in  the  Glypothek  at  Munich.  Many  of  the  ancient 
vases  are  decorated  with  scenes  illustrating  the  story 
of  Homeric  hymns,  but  more  frequently  these  were 
put  upon  the  tombs  of  the  young  girls  who  died. 
Probably  more  familiar  are  Bernini's  Pluto  and  Pros- 
erpine (sculpture)  ;  P.  Schobet's  '*Rape  of  Proser- 
pine" (picture),  and  the  Eleusinian  relief  Demeter, 
Proserpina,  and  Triptolemus  (at  Athens).  On  wie  of 
the  Messene  coins  is  a  head  thought  to  be  Demeter's. 
Pater  dwells  with  pleasure  on  the  "crisp,  chaste  open- 
ing of  the  lips,  the  minutely  wrought  ear-ring^,  and 
the  delicately  touched  ears  of  com,  ''and  the  fact  that 
the  old  workman  who  made  it,"  impressed  in  the  face 
all  the  purity  and  proportion,  the  purged  and  dainty 
intelligence  of  the  human  countenance." 

The  country  folk,  dreaming  over  sowing  and  reap- 
ing in  spring  and  autumn,  were  awed  by  the  mystery 
and  solemnity  of  the  season's  change  and  the  growth 
and  decay  in  nature.  Says  Pater:  "The  habitual 
solemnity  of  thought  and  expression  which  Words- 
worth found  in  the  peasants  of  Cumberland,  and  Mil- 
let in  the  peasants  of  Brittany  may  well  have  had  its 
prototype  in  early  Greece.  To  the  people  the  incidents 
of  the  yearly  labor  become  acts  of  worship ;  they  seek 
her  blessing  through  many  expressive  names,  and 
almost  catch  sight  of  her  at  dawn  or  evening  in  the 
nooks  of  the  fragrant  fields."  The  whole  ancient 
world  paid  tribute  to  her.  The  New  International 
Encyclopedia  says  that  the  worship  of  Demeter  and 
Proserpine  as  a    dual    impersonation    of    the    "com 
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Spirit"  may  be  found  in  the  customs  of  the  European 
peasants  of  to-day.  This  is  no  doubt  a  survival  of  a 
festival  the  Romans  had  in  honor  of  Ceres,  called  the 
"Cerealic."  This  was  celebrated  on  April  19.  Virgil 
has  described  the  scene.    The  translation  is  by  C.  Pitt. 

To  Ceres  chief  her  annual  rites  be  paid. 
On  the  green  turf,  beneath  a  fragrant  shade. 
When  Winter  ends,  and  Spring  serenely  shines, 
Then  fat  the  lambs,  then  mellow  are  the  wines. 
Then  sweet  are  slumbers  on  the  flowery  ground. 
Then  with  thick  shades  are  lofty  mountains  crown'd. 
Let  all  the  winds  bend  low  at  Ceres'  shrine; 
Mix  honey  sweet  for  her,  with  milk  and  mellow  wine ; 
Thrice  lead  the  victim  the  new  fruits  around, 
And  Ceres  call,  and  choral  hymns  resound; 
Presume  not,  swains,  the  ripen'd  grain  to  reap, 
Till  crown'd  with  oak  in  antic  dance  ye  leap. 
Invoking  Ceres,  and  in  solemn  lays. 
Exalt  your  rural  queen's  immortal  praise. 

The  Greeks  had  two  kinds  of  festivals.  First  the 
Eleusinia,  which  was  celebrated  in  the  spring  and  in 
the  autumn,  in  February  and  September,  respectively. 
There  was  a  difference  between  the  Festivals  and  the 
Mysteries  of  Eleusis.  The  former  were  for  all  classes. 
The  latter  were  very  serious  and  solemn,  only  the 
initiated  witnessed  the  ceremonies.  These  secrets  have 
never  been  revealed,  but  probably  they  had  to  do  with 
instructions  "in  the  nature  of  life  and  death,  and  the 
consolati(Mi  of  immortality."  (Preller.)  The  second 
festival  was  the  Thesmophoric,  particularly  for  mar- 
ried women,  Demeter  being  the  deity  of  the  discre- 
tion of  wives. 

Thus  guarding  ever  the  homes  of  men,  watching 
over  their  industries,  Ceres  becomes  the  founder  of 
civilized  order.  From  her  wanderings  she  becomes 
the  patron  of  travelers  and  the  abstract  t3rpe  of  the 
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wanderer.    Every  detail  in  her  life,  judging  from  the 
Homeric  hymn,  is  signiicant.    Even  the  robe  of  dark 
blue  which  we  are  told  she  had  on  when  she  went  to 
Celeus'  palace,  was  not  only  the  raiment  of  her  mourn- 
ing, but  also  the  blue  robe  of  the  earth  in  shadow,  as 
we  see  it  in  Titian's  landscapes;  her  great  age  is  the 
age  of  the  immemorial  earth.    The  sweet  breath  with 
which  she  nourishes  the  child  Demophoon  is  the  warm 
west  wind,  her  bosom  where  he  lies  is  the  bosom  of 
the  earth.    The  yellow  hair  which  falls  suddenly  over 
her  shoulders  at  her  transformation  in  the  house  of 
Celeus  is  the  golden  corn.    It  is  beautiful  to  trace  out 
these  meanings,  and  one  feels  well  repaid  for  so  doing- 
Few  goddesses  have  inspired,  I  dare  say,  so  many 
poets  as  Demeter.    Among  the  ancients,  Callimachus, 
in  the  third  century  before  Christ,  wrote  a  hymn  in 
celebration  of  the  procession  of  the  Sacred  Basket. 
In  the  same  age  there  was  an  idyll  of  Theocritus  in  the 
"Shepherd's  Journey."    Euripides  varies  the  story  and 
adapts  it  to  poetry.     Claudian  wrote  the  last  extant 
poems  on  Demeter.    With  the  more  modern  poets  she 
is  even  more  popular.    Milton,  Thomas  Warton,  Pope, 
Gray,  Thomson  and  Addison  have  all  mentioned  her 
with  appreciation.    Important  poems  and  articles  have 
been  devoted  to  her  by  Schiller,  Aubrey  deVere,  Tenny- 
son, Swinburne,  Walter  Pater,  Sydney  Colvin,  R.  H. 
Stoddard,  B.  W.  Proctor,  Thomas   Hood,  George  Mere- 
dith, Barry  Cornwall,  Lewis  Morris,  and  among  women 
writers  of  note,  Jean  Ingelow,  Helen  H.  Jackson  and 
Dora  Green  well.   This  forms  a  rich  storehouse  for  all  Chi 
Omegas  who  want  to  know  Demeter  better.    The  most 
interesting  and  scholarly  of  all  these,  perhaps,  and 
the  one  to  which  I  am  most  gratefully  indebted,  is 
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Mr.  Walter  H.  Pater's  article  'The  Myth  of  Demeter 
and  Persephone,"  in  the  Fortnightly  Review  (volume 
xix,  new  series,  pages  82-95,  and  260-276).  Many 
of  his  ideas  and  remarks  I  have  put  in  my  own  words, 
much  I  have  adapted,  and  I  have  quoted  from  it  freely, 
because  it  is  exceptionally  good,  and  is  printed  in  a 
form  which  makes  it  somewhat  inaccessible  to  the  ordi- 
nary reader.  This  paper  has  been  prepared  amid  the 
stress  of  heavy  college  work,  and  does  not  pretend  to 
be  finished  in  its  form.  It  is,  after  all,  simply  an  echo 
of  a  hurried  but  wide  reading  on  the  subject,  and 
especially  of  Mr.  Pater's  article,  and  it  is  with  his 
words — ^the  last  in  his  essay — ^that  I  wish  to  close, 
because  they  express  so  exactly  my  own  feeling  in 
regard  to  Demeter  and  Persephone. 

"There  is  an  attractiveness  in  these  goddesses  of 
the  earth,  akin  to  the  influences  of  cool  places,  quiet 
houses,  subdued  light,  tranquilising  voices ;  for  me,  at 
least,  I  know  it  has  been  good  to  be  with  Demeter 
and  Persephone  all  the  time  I  have  been  reading 
and  thinking  of  them;  and  throughout  this  essay,  I 
have  been  asking  myself,  what  is  there  in  this  phase 
of  ancient  religion  for  us  at  the  present  day?  The 
myth  of  Demeter  and  Persephone,  then,  illustrates 
the  power  of  the  Greek  religion  as  a  religion  of  pure 
ideas,  of  conceptions  which  having  no  link  on  the  his- 
torical fact,  yet  because  they  arose  naturally  out  of 
the  spirit  of  man,  and  embodied  in  adequate  symbols, 
his  physical  and  spiritual  life,  maintained  their  hold, 
through  many  changes,  and  are  still  not  without  a 
solemnizing  power  even  for  the  modem  mind,  which 
has  once  admitted  them  as  recognized  and  habitual 
inhabitants,  and  abiding  thus  for  the  elevation  and 
purifying  of  our  sentiments.     Long  after  the  earlier 
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and  simpler  races  of  their  worshippers  have  passed 
away,  they  may  be  a  pledge  to  us  of  the  place  in  our 
culture,  at  once  legitimate  and  possible,  of  Greek 
religious  poetry  in  general,  of  the  poetry  of  all 
religions."

ANCIENT  ELEUSIS 

Next  to  Athens,  Eleusis  was  the  most  important  city 
of  ancient  Attica.  It  was  situated  on  the  bay  of 
Eleusis,  opposite  Salamis,  and  was  connected  with 
Athens  by  the  Sacred  Road.  It  was  famous  as  the 
seat  of  worship  of  Demeter,  or  Ceres,  whose  mystic 
rites — ^the  Eleusinian  Mysteries — ^were  here  performed 
with  great  pomp  and  solemnity  from  the  earliest  times 
till  Alaric  the  leader  of  the  Goths,  destroyed  the 
famous  temple  of  the  goddess. 

Annually  those  who  had  already  been  initiated  into 
the  lesser  mysteries  assembled  at  Athens.  On  the 
sacred  day  of  the  festival,  they  walked  to  the  sea  to 
be  purified.  The  third  day  was  one  of  fasting.  Then 
came  the  procession  of  the  sacred  basket  filled  with 
pomegranates  and  poppy  seed,  and  drawn  on  a  cart  of 
oxen,  followed  by  women ;  this  took  place  on  the  fourth 
day.  The  fifth  was  the  torch  procession  to  the  temple 
of  Demeter  at  Eleusis.  On  the  sixth  day  the  initiates 
were  taken  into  the  inner  sanctuary  and  initiated  into 
the  final  mysteries.  What  the  teachings  were  that 
were  revealed  unto  them  is  unknown,  though  they  arc 
supposed  to  have  been  in  regard  to  a  future  life. 
On  the  seventh  day  they  returned  to  Athens  with 
laughter   and   music,   and  the   remaining  two   days 
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were  given  to  merrymaking  and  feasting  and  musical 
ceremonies. 

The  site  of  the  old  city  Eleusis  is  now  occupied 
by  the  little  town  of  Levsina. 


A  DAY  AT  ELEUSIS 

It  is  said  that  the  climate  of  Greece  has  undergone 
a  decided  change  since  the  great  days  of  Pericles,  and 
I  well  believe  it,  for  we  all  know  the  light  airiness 
of  the  early  Greeks  in  the  matter  of  dress,  while  the 
modem  Atalanta  wears  furs. 

So  on  a  certain  April  Fifth  I  have  in  mind,  when 
all  Athens  was  a-twitter  with  spring,  when  the  birds 
in  the  Palace  Gardens  vied  with  each  other  in  paeans 
of  praise,  we  dressed  ourselves  warmly  and  took 
steamer  rugs  to  put  over  our  knees,  even  while  we 
rejoiced  for  the  ancients  that  they  did  not  need  such 
things.  For  who  would  like  to  think  of  Helen  in  a 
shapeless  knitted  sweater? 

At  the  early  hour  of  eight  we  packed  ourselves 
neatly  into  a  wide,  roomy,  comfortable  carriage, 
drawn  by  two  strong  bays,  and  with  great  eagerness 
made  ready  for  the  long  drive  to  Eleusis.  Athens 
was  gleaming,  white  and  peaceful,  in  the  early  sun- 
light which  filtered  through  the  great,  crooked  acacia 
trees  along  the  avenues  and  dappled  the  broad  white 
streets  with  shadows,  varying  with  the  gentle  breezes 
which,  wafted  in  from  the  Piraeus,  swayed  the  closely 
leafed  branches  over  our  heads.  In  the  business  dis- 
trict all  was  astir  with  commercial  activity,  and  the 
petty  shopkeepers  were  displaying  bright  wares  before 
their  doors  on  the  very  streets  where  the  chariot  of 
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Miltiades  once  rattled  over  the  stones.  With  a  sharp 
turn  to  the  northwest  we  left  this  suddenly  behind  us, 
and  in  a  few  minutes  were  on  the  Sacred  Way.  The 
road  leads  through  green  barley  fields  where  the 
fresh  green  blades  are  so  interspersed  with  scarlet 
poppies  and  daisies  that  one  is  reminded  of  Botticelli's 
Spring.  For  a  while  the  way  follows  a  narrow  wind- 
ing stream  with  pebbly  banks,  but  soon  this  meanders 
off,  murmuring  to  itself,  and  we  are  left  again  with 
the  barley  fields  and  the  distant  mountains.  Finally 
we  come  out  on  a  broad,  high  eminence — ^and  we  are 
at  Eleusis,  the  try  sting-place.  With  exclamations  of 
delighted  surprise  and  wonder  we  rush  to  the  edge  of 
a  rocky  plateau  for  a  better  view  of  the  glorious 
panorama  which  spreads  itself  around  us.  Imagine 
a  sky  and  sea  bathed  in  the  most  celestial  blue — ^a  blue 
before  which  even  the  far-famed  Bay  of  Naples  pales 
in  comparison — on  three  sides  of  us  the  Bay  of 
Salamis  stretching  out  to  eternity,  while  before  us 
lies  the  long  island  of  Salamis,  barren,  peaceful, 
impressive,  a  gray-brown  spot  in  the  surrounding  blue. 
The  waves  gently  lap  its  rocky  coast  as  if  in  untiring 
caresses,  and  far,  far  beyond  it  may  be  seen  tall,  snow- 
capped mountains,  their  peaks  among,  or  above,  the 
clouds.  Behind  us  are  abrupt,  high,  rocky  hills, 
almost  as  impossible  to  scale  as  Parnassus,  and  here, 
right  around  us,  are  the  ruined  pillars  of  the  Temple 
to  Demeter,  once  one  of  the  architectural  glories  of 
Greece.  It  has  been  a  year  since  I  saw  Eleusis  yet  I 
remember  that  first  momentary  view  as  if  it  had  been 
yesterday,  as  vividly  as  did  the  little  boy  whose  mother 
slapped  him  to  make  him  remember  the  Coliseum. 
The  surprise,  the  delight  of  it  all,  left  on  me  an  indel- 
ible impression. 
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We  are  standing  on  a  platform  cut  out  of  the  solid 
rock,  and  from  it  we  pass  through  two  propybea  into 
the  inner  inclosure  of  the  temple  itself.  Little  is  left 
of  the  sacred  edifice;  the  vandal  followers  of  Alaric 
worked  well  its  devastation,  and  now  grass  grows 
unconfined  where  once  was  an  inlaid  floor  of  Pentelic 
marble,  and  we  strive  hard,  as  we  gaze  at  strewn  and 
hacked  bases  and  capitals  of  pillars,  to  conjure  up  in 
our  minds  the  picture  of  the  glory  as  it  once  stood. 
On  a  setting  that  would  seem  fit  as  a  favorite  resort 
of  the  immortals,  now  stands,  or  squats,  the  miserable 
village  of  Lefsino  (Acvcnua),  sprawling  even  aifiidst 
the  ruins  of  the  temple,  looking  as  out  of  place  and 
yet  as  snugly  unconscious  of  it  as  might  a  toad  on 
an  altar  of  Venus. 

The  name,  Lefsino,  is  probably  a  corruption  of 
Eleusis,  which  the  Greeks  pronounce  Elefsis.  Many 
of  the  scattered  blocks  and  tablets  <  about  the  ruins 
bear  inscriptions  carefully  cut  in  Greek  capitals,  and 
it  was  with  a  thrill  of  delighted  understanding  that 
I  spelled  out  the  word  Hierophant. 

A  t)rpical  Greek  peasant  offered  himself  as  our 
guide  and  we  engaged  him,  not  because  we  needed  a 
guide  but  because  he  evidently  needed  a  dragma.  He 
explained  to  us  the  plan  of  the  temple,  and,  as  we  had 
an  illustrated  guide-book,  we  understood  him.  He 
showed  us  two  holes  in  the  ground,  perhaps  a  dozen 
yards  apart.  These  are  connected  underground  by 
a  rough,  dark,  narrow  passage,  and  through  this 
passage  (we  gleaned  it  from  his  expressive  gesture), 
the  blindfolded  neophyte  was  dragged  by  the  feet  and 
bumped  about.  Thus  did  he  make  his  perilous  journey 
through  the  underworld,  after  which  he  was  led  into 
the  blinding  light  of  the  inner  shrine  where  he  saw — 
who  knows  what? 
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When  we  had  pryed  into  every  inclosure,  kicked 
over  every  stone,  and  kodaked  each  other  on  every 
marble  base,  we  remembered  that  it  was  late  and 
we  were  hungry,  so  our  lunch  was  produced  from 
under  the  driver's  seat  in  the  carriage,  and  we  sat 
down  on  the  rocky  ledge,  and,  watching  the  tiny, 
distant  white  sails  of  fishing-boats  blinking  lazily  in 
the  sun,  we  devoured  a  feast  of  honey  from  Hjmiet- 
tus,  dried  figs  from  Smyrna,  and  delicious  Greek 
nougat  filled  with  crispest  almonds.  For  the  others 
it  was  lunch — for  me  it  was  a  Chi  Omega  banquet! 
We  imagined  we  were  sitting  on  the  exact  spot  where 
Demeter  sat,  mourning  for  the  lost  Persephone,  and 
where  she  was  addressed  by  the  daughters  of  the 
Eleusinian  king,  Oleus ;  and  that  our  sandwiches  were 
the  pomegranate  and  the  poppy  seed  so  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  legend.  We  could  close  our  eyes  and 
fancy  we  saw  the  glad  meeting  of  mother  and 
daughter,  then  the  quickly  rewarding  harvest,  as  the 
glad  young  shoots  put  forth,  taking  their  first  peep 
into  a  glorious  new  world — sl  world  of  spring. 

Can  you  imagine  a  more  fitting,  a  more  inspiring 
spot  on  which  to  spend  Chi  Omega's  birthday  than  the 
birthplace  of  Chi  Omega's  traditions?  Except  that 
I  had  to  thrill  alone,  I  felt  that  my  celebration  was 
best  of  all.

I  am  so  fond  of  it  that  if 
I  could  letter  at  all  well  I  would  make  a  hand-illumined 
copy  for  every  chapter.  But  since  I  cannot  do  that 
I  am  sending  it  to  the  Eleusis,  with  the  hope  that  it 
may  grace  the  walls  of  one  chapter  hall  at  least. 

Keep  us,  O  God,  from  pettiness ;  let  us  be  large  in  thought, 
in  word,  in  deed. 

Let  us  be  done  with  fault-finding  and  leave  off  self-seeking. 

May  we  put  away  all  pretense  and  meet  each  other  face 
to  face — ^without  self-pity  and  without  prejudice. 

May  we  be  never  hasty  in  judgment  and  always  generous. 

Let  us  take  time  for  all  things;  make  us  grow  calm,  serene, 
gentle. 

Teach  us  to  put  into  our  actions  our  better  impulses, 
straightforward  and  unafraid.  Grant  that  we  may  realize  it 
is  the  little  things  that  create  differences;  that  in  the  big 
things  of  life  we  are  one. 

And  may  we  strive  to  touch  and  to  know  the  great  common 
woman's  heart  of  us  all,  and,  O  Lord  God,  let  us  not  forget 
to  be  kind!

Not  long  ago  the  writer  was  talking  with  a  pro- 
fessional man  who,  in  his  college  days,  was  a  member 
of  one  of  the  largest  and  most  widely  known  of  the 
fraternities.  During  the  course  of  our  conversation 
I  asked  him  a  question  of  general  interest  concerning 
his  fraternity,  and  to  my  surprise  he  laughingly 
replied :  "Oh,  I  have  been  out  of  college  twenty  years 
and  have  forgotten  there  was  such  an  organization 
as .  Fraternities  do  well  enough  inside  the  uni- 
versity, but  there  is  no  place  for  them  outside," 

Now  comes  a  question,  is  my  friend's  answer  appli- 
cable to  us  as  Chi  Omegas?  Do  we  find  no  place  in 
our  lives  for  our  Fraternity  after  leaving  college? 
Is  the  organization  merely  a  frivolous  pastime 
whereby  we  try  to  ameliorate  the  strenuousness  of 
a  stiff  collegiate  course?  Or,  do  we  feel  an 
increasing  love  as  the  years  go  on?  Do  we  appre- 
ciate what  it  has  meant  to  us  ?  Do  we  stand  ready  to 
uphold  its  honor  and  dignity  on  all  occasions?  Are 
we  of  Chi  Omega's  alumnae  lending  our  time  and  tal- 
ents to  the  upbuilding  and  furtherance  of  an  organiza- 
tion to  which  we  once  vowed  loyalty  and  obedience? 

How  glorious,  if  every  Chi  Omega  were  able  to 
answer  those  last  questions  in  the  affirmative!  But 
the  fact  that  the  percentage  of  those  attending  the 
conventions  are  for  the  most  part  college  students, 
or  at  best  out  of  college  for  only  a  year  or  two ;  and 
the  conspicuous  absence  of  articles  by  the  alumnae- 
in  our  magazine  arouse  the  thoughtful  to  consider 
whether  we  are  as  alert  as  we  should  be  in  those 
matters  pertinent  to  our  Fraternity.  Contact  with 
people  and  experience  with  the  world  have  a  tendency 
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to  broaden  interest,  increase  wisdom,  sharpen  the 
intellect,  and  endow  one  with  larger  capacity  for  use- 
fulness— ^thus,  in  the  logical  sequence  of  things  it 
follows  that  we  are  better  equipped  to  serve  our 
Fraternity  now  than  we  possibly  -could  have  done 
while  in  the  narrow  confines  of  college  walls.  As  it  is 
true  that  we  have  more  to  give  as  alumnae,  it  is  also 
true  that  we  have  no  right  to  withhold  this  larger  gift. 
Just  where  this  gift  is  to  be  bestowed  is  a  question  that 
each  one  must  decide  for  herself,  but  it  seems  to  the 
writer  that  it  is  in  the  pages  of  the  Eleusis^  and  at 
the  Conventions  that  ex-collegio  Chi  Omegas  can  do 
the  most  effective  work. 

Stop  for  a  moment  and  think  what  a  powerful 
reunion  for  good  our  next  Convention  could  be  made 
if  every  graduate  Chi  Omega  were  to  begin  now, 
planning  and  "saving"  with  the  view  of  being  in 
Lexington,  Ky.,  in  June,  1910.  We  all  believe  that 
when  a  woman  undertakes  any  venture  she  can  always 
find  the  means  for  accomplishing  her  end,  no  matter 
what  obstacles  may  arise,  and  hence  we  know  that  if 
we  are  truly  in  earnest  nothing  can  prevent  us  from 
lending  the  inspiration  of  our  presence  at  the  next  Con- 
vention. Think  what  it  would  mean  to  the  whole  Fra- 
ternity if  we  were  to  attend  with  heart  and  mind  as 
receptive  soil  for  the  seeds  of  new  ideas,  high  prin- 
ciples, and  lofty  ambition  that  would  bring  forth  the 
fruits  of  wider  usefulness,  loving  efforts  and  more 
complete  organization.  Who  can  deny  that  we  would 
each  return  to  our  homes  and  interests  imbued  with 
the  earnest  determination  to  give  faithful  and  devoted 
labor  to  Chi  Omega,  whether  we  do  it  as  one  of  an 
alumnae  chapter,  or  a  solitary  ex-coUegio  in  a  college 
town,  or  as  a  single  devotee  far  from  any  direct  fra- 
ternity influence.    Some  one  has  said  that  there  is  no 
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strength  so  vital  as  that  which  comes  in  clasping  the 
hand  of  one  whose  faith  is  the  same  as  one's  own.  If 
there  is  any  truth  in  this,  then  think  what  strengdi 
we  could  find  in  gripping  the  hands  of  hundreds  of 
women  whose  singleness  of  heart  and  purpose  bind 
us  together  in  one  great  and  glorious  sisterhood. 

Just  as  it  is  true  that  we  as  alumnae  have  an  impor- 
tant place  to  fill  at  the  Conventions,  it  is  also  true  that 
the  official  publication  of  the  Fraternity  has  a  rightful 
claim  to  our  time  and  thought.  It  would  be  hard  to 
estimate  what  the  Eleusis  might  be  made  if  we  were 
to  feel  it  our  blessed  privilege,  as  well  as  our  bounden 
duty,  to  contribute  at  least  one  article  a  year.  This 
may  seem  very  little  at  first  sight,  but  it  is  quite  certain 
that  if  we  were  to  do  even  this  much  we  would  be 
shouldering  a  great  part  of  the  burden  that  our  faith- 
ful, untiring,  and  uncomplaining  editor  now  bears 
alone;  and  we  would  be  giving  her  a  storehouse  of 
materials  that  she  might  draw  from  as  she  chose.  Our 
magazine  already  holds  its  own  with  the  best  of  fra- 
ternity publications,  and  were  each  of  us  to  contribute 
our  share  it  would  be  difficult  to  predict  to  what 
heights  the  Eleusis  might  attain  as  a  literary  produc- 
tion. We  should  ever  bear  in  mind  that  our  magazine 
doth  represent  unto  all  the  relative  position  we  hold 
in  the  fraternity  world,  and  it  behooves  us  to  exert 
ourselves  willingly  in  its  behalf,  and  through  its  pages 
give  to  others  what  we  have  found  helpful  and  inspir- 
ing in  our  out-of-college  experience.  Since  it  is  true 
that  a  great  many  of  the  alumnae  have  had  their  lit- 
erary efforts  accepted  by  the  leading  publications  of 
the  country,  it  follows  that  some  of  us  have  much  to 
give,  while  it  is  certain  that  each  one  can  contribute 
her  mite  and  make  of  the  Eleusis  a  factor  in  useful- 
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ness  and  influence  which  may  spread  in  '^concentric 
circles  of  blessing  to  the  farthest  shore." 

Let  us  watch,  therefore,  lest  the  great  bulk  of 
alumnse  work  as  well  as  its  joys  and  privileges  falls 
to  the  Supreme  Governing  Council,  and  a  few  strag- 
gling volunteers,  instead  of  being  shared  by  the  well- 
equipped  army  of  capable  women  who  compose  our 
alumnx  ranks.  Let  us  watch,  therefore,  lest  in  twenty 
years  from  now  we  shall  find  that  the  loathsome  weeds 
of  listlessness,  indolence,  and  faithlessness  have  choked 
out  the  fragrant  and  eternal  blossoms  of  loving  effort, 
untiring  endeavor,  and  increasing  fidelity  in  behalf  of 
our  Fraternity.  Let  us  watch,  therefore,  lest  we  fail 
in  a  duty  to  the  subservience  of  which  we  bound  our- 
selves in  solemn  oath  before  the  shrine  of  Qii  Omega.

THE  IDEAL  PATRONESS 

The  position  of  patroness  to  a  sorority  is  doubtless 
a  rather  difRcult  one  to  fill  effectively.  Very  few 
patronesses,  however,  seem  to  realize  that  there  is  any 
responsibility  whatsoever  connected  with  the  position. 
To  attend  an  annual  tea,  and  receive  annual  calls 
seems,  to  most  of  them,  to  constitute  the  limits  of  the 
patroness'  sphere  of  action.  Surely  the  position 
should  include  more  than  this. 

In  the  first  place  the  personality  of  the  woman  has 
as  much  to  do  with  her  success  or  failure  as  what  she 
does.  It  seems  almost  essential  that  she  be  young 
enough  to  understand  the  girls,  and  be  in  sympathy 
with  them,  as  a  much  older  person  usually  cannot  be. 
She  should  know  how  to  entertain,  and  should  be  in 
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a  position  to  do  so,  for  it  seems  no  more  than  right 
that  she  show  her  appreciation  of  her  position  by  doing 
something  in  the  way  of  entertainment  for  the  girls 
during  the  year. 

The  most,  and  perhaps  the  only  really  unpleasant 
duty  which  attaches  to  the  title  of  "patroness/'  but 
which,  alas!  is  not  often  practised,  is  that  of  playing 
the  part  of  "friend  in  need."  I  mean  by  that,  that 
some  of  the  disagreeable  things  which  are  sure  to  be 
said  about  any  crowd  of  girls  are  likely  to  reach  the 
ears  of  the  patroness;  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
most  friendly  thing  that  she  can  do  is  to  tell  the  girls 
what  she  has  heard,  that  they  may  remedy  it  if  it  is 
true,  or  disprove  it  if  false. 

Perhaps  my  ideas  are  wrong,  and  perhaps  I  am 
expecting  too  much  of  the  patronesses.  But  certainly 
if  they  are  to  help  the  chapters  we  must  find  women 
for  this  honorable  position  who  can  and  will  meas- 
ure up  to  the  standard  herein  defined.

A  SKETCH  OF  FRATERNTTIBS  IN  AMERICA 

Greek-letter  societies  had  their  birth  the  same  year 
as  the  American  nation.  On  December  5,  1776,  five 
seniors  of  William  and  Mary  College  met  in  the  room 
where  Patrick  Henry  made  his  famous  speech,  in  the 
Raleigh  Tavern,  of  Williamsburg,  Va.,  and  organized 
the  first  Greek-letter  fraternity,  *  B  K.  The  Greek 
letters  stood  for  their  motto,  "Philosophy  the  Guide 
of  Life,"  and  the  object  of  the  fraternity,  according 
to  their  minutes  was,  "the  promotion  of  literature  and 
friendly  intercourse  among  scholars."    In  spite  of  the 
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fact  that  they  were  organized  in  the  midst  of  the 
Revolution  their  purpose  was  not  political  as  is  that 
of  the  German  Burschenshaften.  The  mother  chapter 
became  inactive  when  the  approach  of  Comwallis 
closed  the  college.  However  it  had  established  two 
chapters,  one  A  of  Connecticut  at  Yale  in  1780,  the 
other,  A  of  Massachusetts  at  Harvard  in  1781. 

For  forty-five  years  this  Greek  fraternity  had  no 
rival  except  in  purely  literary  organizations  called 
Hermosian,  Philolithean,  Adelphian,  etc. 

In  1 821  X  A  0  was  founded  at  Yale  and  at  Union 
where  there  was  already  a  chapter  of  ^  B  K,  K  A  was 
founded  in  1825,  S  4»  in  1827  and  A  4»  in  1827.  These 
fraternities  bore  a  resemblance  to  ^  B  K  in  general 
outline  and  aim.  They  are  the  beginnings  of  the  mod- 
ern system. 

William  Morgan,  of  Batavia,  N.  Y.,  mysteriously 
disappeared  in  1826.  A  Masonic  order  was  charged 
with  having  murdered  him  for  violating  his  oath  and 
publishing  the  secrets  of  the  order.  The  mystery  has 
never  become  cleared.  The  excitement  became  intense 
and  the  quarrel  between  the  Masons  and  their  enemies 
became  a  political  issue  of  Jackson's  campaign. 

The  country  was  filled  with  indignation  against  all 
secret  organizations.  Fraternities  had  been  unpopular 
with  the  college  faculties  for  some  time  because  of 
their  secret  element,  and  with  the  non-fraternity  men 
for  their  exclusiveness.  Attempts  were  made  to  abol- 
ish them  then  by  both  faculties  and  students. 

It  was  during  this  agitation  that  the  Harvard  Chap- 
ter revealed  the  motto  and  secrets  of  ^  B  K,  and  the 
fraternity  took  the  peculiar  honorary  character  which 
it  now  holds. 
3 
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A  A  *  was  founded  in  protest  against  the  unfairness 
of  the  accusations,  and  some  societies  were  formed 
with  an  anti-secret  motive.  At  Williams  College  these 
latter  were  formed  into  the  anti-secret  confederation 
which  later  became  the  A  Y  Fraternity.  Their  policy 
as  anti-secret  gradually  changed,  until,  in  a  convention 
in  1881  they  called  themselves  the  non-secret  fraternity. 

After  the  anti-secret  excitement  had  abated,  frater- 
nities flourished.  Of  the  thirty-two  general  fraterni- 
ties given  by  B^ird,  eighteen  were  founded  between 
this  time  and  the  Civil  War.  During  the  war  fraterni- 
ties as  well  as  all  other  college  activities  suffered. 
After  the  war  the  establishment  became  more  sec- 
tional and  until  quite  recently  they  were  classed  as 
southern,  eastern  or  western. 

The  first  Greek-letter  sorority  founded  was  K  A  O 
at  De  Pauw  University,  Indiana,  in  1870.  In  1888 
K  K  r  was  founded  at  Monmouth  College,  Illinois, 
and  the  same  year  the  I.  C.  sorosis  at  Monmoudi 
changed  its  name  to  the  IT  B  ^.  According  to  Mrs. 
Martin's  Sorority  Hand-book,  there  are  now  eighteen 
sororities  in  class  A.  Ten  of  these  were  founded 
before  Xn  (1895). 

Sororities  of  a  national  character  are  found  in  most 
of  the  prominent  co-educational  universities;  but  in 
only  two  instances  in  distinctively  women's  colleges, 
which  are  ranked  high — in  Baltimore  Woman's  Col- 
lege, and  in  Randolph-Macon,  Virginia.  Wellesley, 
Smith,  and  Mount  Holyoke  have  not  admitted 
nationals,  although  they  have  strong  locals. 

On  the  other  hand,  of  the  big  men's  colleges  only 
Princeton,  West  Point,  and  Annapolis  do  not  have 
chapters  of  the  big  fraternities.  Unsuccessful  attempts 
have  been  made  at  various  times  by  the  faculties  of 
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most  of  our  universities  to  abolish  fraternities,  but 
Princeton,  which  became  "anti-frat"  in  1855,  is  the 
only  place  where  they  were  successful.  Here  there  are 
clubs  of  which  most  students  are  members.  Similar 
clubs  also  have  a  great  prestige  at  Harvard,  greater 
than  that  of  the  fraternities.  At  West  Point  and 
Annapolis  fraternities  are  impossible  on  account  of 
discipline.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  found  them 
there,  or  to  establish  chapters.  These  attempts  have 
been  unsuccessful,  although  Philip  Spencer,  one  of 
the  founders  of  X  ^,  was  a  midshipman. 

At  first  the  meetings  of  fraternities  were  partly  lit- 
erary and  partly  social.  It  was  the  honor  men  of  the 
upper  classes  who  were  initiated.  Now,  when  fresh- 
men are  admitted,  it  has  led  to  the  strenuous  "rushing," 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  many,  is  one  of  the  worst  fea- 
tures of  fraternities. 

Another  marked  difference  between  ourselves  and 
our  predecessors  is  our  accommodations.  We  no 
longer  consider  the  bare  upper  room  adequate,  but 
strive  for  comfortable  and  beautiful  rooms.  When  it 
is  possible,  there  are  fraternity  houses.  Both  the 
A  K  E's  and  the  X  ^'s  claim  the  honor  of  having 
built  the  first  chapter  house^  and  both  are  g^ven  the 
credit  for  having  done  so  by  Baird.  The  X  ♦  house 
was  a  log  cabin  in  the  woods  near  Ann  Arbor,  used 
about  1845,  when  the  faculty  of  the  University  of 
Michigan  was  hostile  to  fraternities.  It  does  not 
appear  that  they  themselves  built  this,  however;  but 
that  of  the  A  K  E's,  built  at  Gambier,  Ohio,  in  1854, 
the  men  of  the  chapter  built  with  their  own  hands. 
With  all  its  contents,  it  cost  about  fifty  dollars.  Since 
then  the  idea  of  chapter  houses  has  become  general  and 
some  of  them  are  magnificent,  notably  in  the  older 
eastern  colleges. 
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The  fraternity  system  in  our  colleges  is  distinctly 
American.  There  are  various  claims  that  it  has  been 
founded  upon  older  European  societies.  It  is  claimed 
by  some  that  the  ^  B  K  was  founded  upon  a  branch  of 
the  "lUuminati,"  imported  from  Europe,  others  that 
it  has  its  origin  in  Freemasonry.  K  S  claims  to  be 
the  successor  of  the  "Nations,"  a  secret  order  founded 
at  Bologna  at  the  end  of  the  fourteenth  century. 
However  that  may  be,  it  apparently  is  very  unlike  the 
German  secret  societies  which  also  claim  to  be  an 
outgrowth  of  the  "Nations." 

Successful  attempts  to  establish  chapters  of  Amer- 
ican Greek-letter  societies  have  been  made  in  Canada. 
An  attempt  was  made  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh 
to  found  a  chapter  of  X  $  by  some  American  students 
there.  They  admitted  only  Americans  and  so  the 
chftpter  became  defunct  in  1870. 

In  all  parts  of  the  United  States  fraternities  have 
grown  and  flourished.  They  have  a  strong  influence 
in  college  activities  and  are  recognized  by  many  facul- 
ties as  the  best  and  most  adequate  means  of  control. 
They  have  faced  much  opposition  and  are  now  old  and 
strong  enough  to  live  down  any  that  may  still  remain.

The  college  fraternity  as  an  institution  has  been 
established  so  long,  and  so  many  of  its  problems  have 
been  solved  by  experience,  that  those  shaping  the  poli- 
cies of  their  societies  need  not  work  blindly. 
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An  examination  of  the  standing  of  the  different 
Greek-letter  organizations  will  reveal  the  fact  that  the 
chapters  of  those  that  have  made  the  most  progress 
are  living  in  chapter  houses.  It  will  be  found  that 
the  most  progressive  ones  have  either  purchased  chap- 
ter houses,  and  by  the  aid  of  their  alumni  are  paying 
for  them,  or  are  making  provision  for  future  pur- 
chase. This  condition  is  becoming  true  so  rapidly  that 
the  sorority  which  procrastinates  in  the  matter  is  going 
to  find  itself  at  a  great  disadvantage  in  the  near 
future.

ter. It  seems  to  me  that  the  statement  is  no  less  true 
of  chapter  rooms,  where  the  necessity  of  artistic  and 
comfortable  surroundings  plays  just  as  important  a 
part  as  a  background  for  chapter  traditions  and 
growth.  The  most  general  methods  of  maintaining 
either  the  house  or  room  seem  to  be  by  the  very  wel- 
come but  sometimes  not  the  best  planned  gift  of 
alumnae  or  by  the  assessment  on  an  active  chapter 
which  already  has  many  more  insistent  needs. 

This  problem  of  being  able  to  meet  the  ever- 
growing needs  might  well  be  solved  by  the  same  system 
of  alumnae  support  which  many  fraternities  use  to 
secure  a  house  fund.  It  is  the  generally-accepted 
opinion  that  alumnae  owe  support,  and  so  why  is  it

not  wiser  to  regulate  that  by  having  every  member 
who  leaves  school  sign  notes  pledging  so  much  for 
so  many  years  ?  This  amount  could  vary  with  different 
chapters,  but  should  be  as  nearly  uniform  as  possible 
with  the  members  of  the  same  chapter.  The  fund  can 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  trustee^  to  whom  the  notes 
are  payable  as  they  come  due.  The  expenditure  would 
best  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  of  two 
alumnae  and  one  active  member. 

This  scheme  as  roughly  outlined  seems  to  solve  the 
problem,  giving  the  chapter  a  definite  means  of  sup- 
port, while  the  alumnae  can  thus  contribute  more 
effectively  than  if  each  were  left  to  his  own  decision 
of  yearly  gifts  to  the  house  or  room.

THE  INTERIOR  OF  THE  CHAPTER  HOUSE 

The  main  problem  in  selecting  the  decorations  and 
furniture  for  the  chapter  house  ought  to  be  the  com- 
bination of  good  taste  and  durability.  It  is  so  easy  to 
select  articles  which  do  not  tax  the  purse  heavily, 
articles  which,  while  they  may  be  in  very  good  taste,  do 
not  stand  the  wear  and  tear  which  comes  in  a  chapter 
house.  Sooner  or  later  they  have  to  be  replaced  and 
what  at  first  appears  as  economy  proves  to  be  foolish 
extravagance. 

The  simple  lines  of  the  plain  oak  furniture  are 
always  durable  and  in  good  taste,  and  used  in  the 
larger  rooms  of  the  first  floor  will  harmonize  with 
almost  any  color  scheme.    The  tendency  toward  over- 
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doing  the  black  mission  furniture  may  be  avoided  by 
selecting  pieces  stained  in  soft  tones  of  brown. 

As  a  general  color  scheme  in  the  chapter  and  recep- 
tion rooms  brown,  relieved  by  cream  colored  ceilings 
and  borders,  works  up  to  g^eat  advantage,  especially 
if  accentuated  by  hangings  of  a  darker  and  richer 
shade  at  windows  and  doors.  With  small,  high  win- 
dows in  the  rooms  a  striking  note  may  be  produced 
by  hangings  of  a  rich  yellow,  through  which  the 
light  would  be  mellowed  and  softened,  yet  the  gen- 
eral scheme  of  color  preserved.  Where  the  dining 
room  opens  from  the  other  rooms  in  such  a  way  that 
the  harmony  of  color  must  be  unified,  shades  and  tints 
of  delft  blue  lend  a  pleasing  contrast  to  the  brown. 

Usually  each  chapter  house  boasts  a  small  library  or 
den,  and  here  the  walls  and  hangings  should  be 
treated  in  warm  colors.  The  tendency  of  many  chap- 
ters is  to  use  the  fraternity  colors  in  the  decoration  of 
such  a  room ;  but  do  not  our  colors  mean  too  much  to 
us  to  use  them  so  carelessly?  We  frequently  see,  in 
a  college  where  there  are  no  houses,  a  chapter  room 
blazoned  forth  in  the  Cardinal  and  Straw  and  it  can- 
not but  make  one  feel  that  the  dignity  of  the  Frater- 
nity has  been  lowered  just  a  little  by  this  free  use  of 
the  colors. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  bedroom  of  the  college 
girl  is  partly  a  study  room ;  and  it  is  here  that  the  color 
treatments  should  be  carefully  considered.  Most  of 
these  rooms  have  a  couch  with  gay  colored  cover  and 
pillows,  and  banners  and  dance  programs  on  the  wall, 
ready  to  catch  any  and  all  unsuspecting  dust  particles 
coming  their  way.  Would  it  not  be  better,  or  at  least 
more  sanitary,  to  relegate  the  couch  cover,  pillows 
and  pennants  to  the  den,  and  the  dance  programs  to 
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a  scrap  book?  The  effect  most  to  be  desired  in  a 
sleeping  room  is  plenty  of  breathing  space  and  air. 
By  limiting  the  furniture  to  the  necessary  articles, 
using  light-colored  papers  on  the  walls  and  chintz  or 
creton  hangings,  the  room  will  be  made  fresh  and 
sanitary,  with  the  quiet  home  touch  which  rests  tired 
brains  and  bodies. 

The  keynote  of  good  taste  then,  is  simplicity — in  the 
sorority  house  as  well  as  in  the  home.  The  beauty 
of  the  rooms  should  be  strengthened  by  a  few  firm 
lines  rather  than  hidden  by  many  broken  ones  and  the 
house  will  more  nearly  approach  that  which  it  is  in 
theory — a,  home.

The  Manual  has  been  a  greater  labor  than  any  one 
can  imagine  who  has  never  attempted  a  similar  work. 
Georgia  Shattuck,  Nu,  the  compiler  of  the  catalogue, 
has  put  a  tremendous  amount  of  time  and  effort  on 
it  during  the  four  years  in  which  it  has  been  under 
her  hand.  She  deserves  as  great  a  vote  of  thanks 
from  the  Fraternity  as  could  be  given  her.  The  idea 
of  the  catalogue  is  hers,  and  she  is  the  volunteer  com- 
piler of  its  data.  She  has  done  the  work  under  diffi- 
culties, too,  for  she  is  a  busy  school  teacher,  and 
besides,  for  the  past  two  years,  has  been  in  bad  health. 
Her  serious  illness  since  the  Chicago  Convention  is 
responsible  for  the  Manual's  not  being  ready  for  pub- 
lication last  fall,  as  was  the  plan  at  the  Convention. 
Miss  Shattuck  was  to  com|dete  her  work  and  send  the 
material  at  once  to  the  editor.  She  was  unable  to  do 
this,  and  in  the  end  sent  it  still  unfinished,  and  not 
until  the  first  of  last  January,  That  was  but  a  short 
time  for  the  work  of  completion,  especially  since  the 
editor  has  been  very  busy  over  school  and  a  number 
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of  Other  matters.  And  the  publication  of  the  Manual 
could  never  have  been  accomplished  if  Evelyn  Moore 
and  Maidie  Roach,  of  the  Lynchburg  Alumnx,  had  not 
come  forward,  with  the  true  Qii  Omega  spirit,  and 
offered  their  assistance.  We  acknowledge  their  kind- 
ness herewith  publicly  with  most  grateful  thanks. 

The  catalogue  is  not  perfect.  It  could  not  be  made 
perfect  in  the  short  time  that  was  allowed  for  the  edi- 
torial work.  But  it  is  as  complete  as  it  was  possible  to 
make  it — ^as  accurate  and  up  to  date  as  most  catalogues 
of  the  kind,  perhaps.  It  is  our  intention  to  publish  a 
catalogue  supplement  in  the  Eleusis  every  year,  and 
all  corections  of  omissions  and  mistakes,  and  additions 
that  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time,  should  be 
sent  to  the  editor  for  this  supplement.

But  there  is  this  satisfaction  in  our 
heart — ^whatever  its  shortcomings,  the  Manual  is  a  real 
accomplishment  for  Chi  Omega.

She  is  acting  temporarily  as  Business 
Manager,  until  the  new  Managing  Editor  is  installed. 

Mrs.  Watson  has  been  helping  Mrs.  Brannigan  with 
her  work  for  the  past  year,  and  understands  it  thor- 
oughly. We  most  gratefully  acknowledge  the  help 
she  is  giving  us  now  at  a  time  when  it  is  sorely  needed. 

There  is  another  helper  to  whom  the  editor  and 
the  Fraternity  owe  likewise  a  vote  of  thanks.  Eleanor 
Duncan  Shannon  has  prepared  the  Exchange  Depart- 
ment for  this  number.  This  is  not  new  work  to  her, 
as  the  exchanges  themselves  show.

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"Among  many  pleasing  and  touching  evidences  of  the  aflFec- 
tionate  consideration  in  which  the  bride  and  groom  are  held 
was  the  artistic  rendition  of  Mendelssohn's  Wedding  March 
by  the  new  chime  of  bells  in  Court  Street  Church  tower  in 
the  near  neighborhood,  while  the  wedding  ceremony  was  in 
progress.  The  clear,  full  notes  rang  a  message  of  love  whose 
echoes  must  fill  the  years  to  come." 

The  above  notice,  from  the  Lynchburg  News,  gives  the 
facts  of  a  wedding  intensely  interesting  to  all  Chi  Omegas. 
Mattie  HoUiday  Craighill  was  a  charter  member  of  Sigma, 
established  December,  1899.  She  was  elected  editor  of  the 
Eleusis  and  thus  became  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Govern- 
ing Council  at  St.  Louis  in  1904.  In  Washington,  she  was 
again  unanimously  elected  to  the  same  worthy  position,  and 
in  Chicago,  once  more,  she  generously  agreed  to  continue  this 
work,  the  importance  of  which  the  Fraternity  has  justly  come 
to  appreciate,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  it  will  be  difficult,  indeed, 
to  find  another  who  will  keep  the  Eleusis  up  to  its  present 
degree  of  excellence. 

Among  the  debts  of  Chi  Omega  to  Mrs.  Nicholas — and  she 
counts  them  all  among  her  pleasures — are  the  investigation  of 
Dickinson  and  Colby  colleges,  and  the  installation  of  Delta  at 
Dickinson  and  Epsilon  at  Barnard,  while  she  was  at  Columbia 
taking  her  A.M.  Degree.  There  is  a  debt  to  Mr.  Nicholas, 
too,  for  the  bride-elect  gave  many  hours  just  before  the  wed- 
ding to  work  on  the  Manual  of  Chi  Omega,  of  which  she  is 
editor  and  part  compiler. 

The  Council  sent  a  very  beautiful  wedding  present  in  the 
form  of  a  loving  cup,  hand-painted  and  with  the  Chi  Omega 
insignia  in  raised  gold.  Sigma's  bronze  shield  is  another  of 
the  handsomest  presents.  Indeed,  there  was  such  a  shower 
of  presents  and  telegrams  from  Chi  Omegas  everywhere 
that  the  alumnae,  who  had  drifted  away  from  active  work 
in  the  Fraternity,  felt  again  how  good  it  is  to  be  a  Chi  Omega, 
and  especially  when  one  is  loved  as  *'Mat"  is. 

Dr.  E.  A.  Craighill,  the  bride's  uncle,  and  indeed  father 
to  all  Sigma,  gave  her  away  at  her  special  request,  and  among 
the  limited  number  of  guests  the  Chi  Omega  Alumnae  and 
Sigmas  counted  themselves  fortunate.  It  is  good  to  be  able 
to  say  that  Mrs.  Nicholas  will  continue  her  work  in  the 
Council  and  as  editor  of  the  Eleusis  until  the  Convention  of 
1 910  in  Lexington.

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The  chief  subject  of  interest  in  the  current  numbers 

of , the,  frjaternity  magazines  is  the  discussion  of  the 

chaptefrhou^e  problem,  provoked  by  the  publication  of 

Professor  McDermott's  article  on  "The  Chapter  House 

arid  Its  Effect  on  the  Fraternity"  and  the  "Symposium" 
of  the  opinions  of  prominent  educators  on  the  subject. 

The  following  is  part  of  an  editorial  m  the  Delta 

Vpsilon  Quarterly;  we  give  only  the  j&rst  paragraph  of 

the  letter  referred  to : 

-  ... 

Prof.  E.' E.  McDcrmott,  the  writer  of  this  article,  was 
professor  of  elocution  and  oratory  at'  the  University  of 
Minnesota,  and  his  interest  and  sympathy  in  the  considera- 
tion of  his  subject  were  entirely  upon  the  side  of  the  student. 
This  article  is  the  expailsion  of  the  address  delivered  by 
him  before  the  Convention  of  the  Fraternity  at  Minneapolis, 
in  1907.  Professor  McDermott  died  February  25,  1968,  just 
a  few  days  after  his  article  was.  submitted  to  the  Quarterly. 
In  a  letter  accompanying  the  article,'  Professor  McDermott 
reiterated  his  views  so  convincingly  that,  they  are  repeated 
in  part  here:

downward  because  scholarship — the  chief  purpose  for  which 
a  man  comes  to  college,  but  still  only  one  of  the  purpjOfses — 
is  being  neglected;  it  is  in  the  power  of  the, alumni  to  correct 
this  tendency;  they  must  correct  it  or  the  fraternities  will 
decline  still  *  further-^they  will  decline  uutil  the  intellectual 
and -moral  seum  of  the  universities  is  drawn  into  them; 
when  this  comes  about  what  will  take  the  place  of  the 
p>opcfly  organited  and  intelligently  conducted  fraternity? 

Alsd  from  the*D^//a  Upsiion  Quarterly  we  dip  some 
extracts  from  an  editorial  of  Beta,  Theta  Pi: 

The'  relation   of  the  chapter   in  a  chapter  •  house  to   the 

college  authorities  must  at  some  time  be  a  settled  right  or

it  will  be  a  constantly   increasing   source  of  vexation   and 
irritation.    The  gradual  Withdrawal  of  the  leaders  among  the 
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Students  from  the  dormitories,  where  to  some  slight  extent 
they  were  under  faculty  control,  to  the  chapter  houses  where 
they  are  under  no  control  has  given  rise  to  a  grave  situation 
in  the  college  world.  It  has  been  assumed  that  this  new 
condition  has  thrown  upon  the  alumni  of  such  a  chapter  the 
burden  of  directing  and  controlling  the  members  of  a  chapter 
so  situated.  If  so,  the  alumni  are  not  aware  of  their  new 
responsibilities  to  any  great  extent  and  they  are  certainly 
not  exerting  any  visible  amount  of  influence  on  the  chapters. 

There  is  one  thing  certain.  The  fraternity  men  are  going 
to  continue  to  live  in  chapter  houses  in  increasing  numbers 
until  they  are  practically  all  so  housed,  and  they  are  not  going 
to  return  to  the  dormitories.  This  tendency  is  simply  irre- 
sistible and  might  as  well  be  accepted  now  as  later. 

There  is  another  thing  certain^  except  in  some  rare 
instances  where  the  situation  is  unusual,  no  alumni  are  going 
to  live  in  the  chapters  houses  and  none  are  going  to  exert 
any  present  continuous  control  or  direction  over  the  daily 
lives  of  the  men  in  the  chapter  houses. 

This  situation  is  serious.  The  chapter  house  inmates 
have  so  far  done  very  well  indeed.  They  have  governed 
themselves  with  sobriety  and  generally  good  judgment  They 
have  on  the  whole  acted  like  young  gentlemen  and  they 
deserve  everlasting  thanks  for  it.  But  there  are  exceptions. 
There  are  chapter  houses  where  there  is  no  discipline  external 
or  internal,  where  disorder  is  chronic,  courtesy  absent  and 
debt  and  dirt  ever  present.  The  young  men  in  these  houses 
have  failed  to  govern  themselves.  Who  shall  undertake  the 
task?  If  their  alumni  are  called  upon,  it  means  possibly  a 
hasty  visit  of  two  or  three  days  by  busy  men  who  give  the 
members,  collectively  or  individually  and  usually  both,  a  good 
scolding,  pay  their  debts,  engage  a  scrub  woman  and  depart, 
to  allow  things  to  drift  again  into  dirt,  debt  and  disorder. 
If  the  faculty  act,  they  are  commonly  out  of  sympathy  with 
the  young  men,  and  they  apply  with  little  tact  the  remedy  of 
suspending  or  expelling  from  college  the  few  who  possibly 
seem  responsible  for  the  undesirable  condition. 

We  haven't  any  patent  remedy  for  this  situation.  We  are 
seeking  one.  We  know  that  all  boys  need  some  outside  dis- 
cipline and  some  boys  need  a  lot  of  it  and  that  it  is  usually 
the   bright    boy   with   an    affectionate    disposition    and    good 
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health  who  needs  it  the  most.  But  we  do  offer  a  suggestion. 
Would  it  not  be  wise  to  constitute  every  chapter  house  a 
college  dormitory?  To  give  to  the  faculty  the  right  of  visi- 
tation and  control  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  a  house  at 
all  times.  The  faculty  might  appoint  a  small  committee  for 
each  house  and  make  the  committee  largely  of  faculty  or 
alumni  members  of  the  fraternity  in  question.  Such  com- 
mittee might  profitably  meet  periodically  with  a  committee  of 
the  chapter,  and  less  frequently  with  the  chapter  as  a 
whole,  but  whatever  it  does,  there  should  be  a  thorough 
inspection  of  the  house  at  frequent  intervals  to  see  that 
it  is  kept  clean,  that  the  rooms  are  in  order,  that  the 
sanitary  and  water  system  is  in  repair,  that  the  kitchen 
is  in  good  order,  that  beds  are  properly  made  and  the  like. 
This  inspection  should  extend  also  to  the  table  to  see  that  the 
food  supplied  is  wholesome  and  sufficient  in  quantity,  that  the 
water  is  drinkable  and  safe;  and  further  to  the  chapter's 
finances,  to  see  that  debts  too  large  to  pay  are  not  being 
incurred,  that  the  house  is  being  repaired  and  the  liens 
on  it  met  as  required  and  that  the  chapter's  funds  are  not 
being  wasted  in  social  frivolities  at  the  expense  of  a  proper 
amount  of  bread  and  butter  and  a  tight  roof. 

Some  such  sane  and  sensible  scheme  must  be  adopted 
if  the  relations  between  the  college  authorities  and  the  chapter 
houses  are  to  become  what  they  ought  to  be.  Such  a  com- 
mittee could  also  undoubtedly  dissipate  much  of  the  gross 
selfishness  which  obtains  in  some  chapters  and  chapter 
houses. 


In  his  recent  annual  report  Pres.  W.  H.  P.  Faunce, 
of  Btown  University,  gave  a  very  able  discussion  of 
the  chapter-house  problem,  which  has  appeared 
in  several  fraternity  journals.  It  is  a  pity  we  cannot 
print  the  entire  article.  On  the  subject  of  faculty  con- 
trol, suggested  in  the  above  editorial,  President  Faunce 
lets  himself  be  heard  in  no  uncertain  terms;  and  we 
think  no  one  without  a  tendency  toward  anarchism 
can  fail  to  agree  that  he  has  found  the  heart  of  the 
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trouble.  The  wonder  is  that  any.cpjlege  presicleat  evef 
aUowed  any  other  conditio^  tp  exist.  We  quol^  the 
following. extracts  from  President  Faunce's^discussioa:

Another  difficulty  is  seen  in  the  growings  ext»ensiveness  of 
American  college  Ufe.  Elaborate  'dxapter  houses,  -  whereiver 
they  have  been  erected,  have-dfivcn  fratenitHes  to  sedc^-^ 
marily  for  mendiers  who  can  bring  finahciaL  aid,  and  haye 
inlrodaced  standards  which  are  in  conflict  with  the'sinqdidty 
of  the  highest  intellectual  and  moral  life.  If  any  one  organtfa- 
tion  is  ilnaUe  to  meet  its  c^ligations  promptly,  the  good  name 
of.  the  entire:  university  is  thereby- injuned.'  We  are -not 
opposed,  I  repeat,  to  fraternity  houses  per  se;  we  simply  depre^ 
Gate  an  intense  competitive  struggle  for  fhe  swift  erection  of 
such  houses,  without  adequate  consideration  of  tendencies  or 
m^ns  of  support.  • 


Another  related  matter  is  the  proper  supervision  and  .con- 
trol of  fraternity  chapter  houses.  This  problem  is  now  vridely 
discussed  throughout  the  country,  and  the  situation  has  become 
acute  in  some  western  institutions.  A  superficial  observer 
might  say  that  a  college  has  no  particular  concern  with 
chapter  houses;  that  the  college  is  relieved  of  the  expense  of 
providing  such  houses,  and  of  all  care  in  their  nu^intenau^ce, 
and  so  may  well  decline  to  take  any  responsibility  as  to  con- 
ditions within  them,  leaving  such  conditions,  hygienic,  social 
and  moral,  to  the  fidelity  and  zeal  of  alumni.  But  will  the 
public  accept  such  complete  disavowal  of  responsibility  on 
the  part  of  the  college?  Will  the  parents  who  have  made 
a  contract  with  the  college,  and  regularly  pay  it  tuition,  accede 
to  the  view  that  all  responsibility  for  social  conditions  has 
been  shifted  to  the  shoulders  of  alumni?  Will  fh6  alumni 
acc^t  the  legal  responsibility  hitherto  assumed,  by 'the  college?! 
Will  tliey  undertake  \o  4X>nduct  correspondence  with  parents 
and  enforce  discipline  on  undergraduates?  .What  if  .two. 
groups  of  alumni  hold  radically  different  views  as  to  social 
conditions,  or  views  radically  different  from  those  of  the 
corporation  and  the  faculty? 

.  A  little  reflection  will  convince  any  observer  that  the  coHege: 
cannot  divide,  its.,  students  into  two  groups,  for  one  pf 
which,  living  in  the  dormitories,  the  college  authorities  are 
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responsible,  and  for  the  other  of  which,  living  in  jchapter 
houses^  watchful  sdusnnt  are  re$po|isible.  H  certain  sanitai^ 
measures  are  enforced,  during  a  typhoid  epidemic,  oh  stu- 
dents living  just  inside  the  iron  fence,  they  may  be.  com- 
pletely nullified  unless  similar  precautions  are  required  in 
a  chapter  honse  just  outside  the  fence.  If  the  servicer  of 
the  university  physician  are.  to  be  offered  to  the  men  in  a 
chapter  house,  he  must,  have  the  same  authority  there  as  in  any 
building  on  the  campus.  If .  the  men  living  in .  a  chapter 
house  are  to  be  admitted  to  .our  classrooms,  they  must 
remember  that  the  authority  of  the  university .  over  a  student 
extends  not  merely  to  the  three  hours  a  day.  he  spends  ix| 
the  classroom,  bu^  to  th^  Oi.tir^  twpnty-four .  .hours  and  to 
^ery  place,  where  the  student  may  be.  ^  The. college  is  an 
academic  family  and  membership  in  that  family  means  the 
acceptance  of  certain  ideals  at  all  times  and  in  all  places.

,  It  is  often  said^  ^d  ;io  doubt  truly,  that  one  o^  the  greatest- 
problems,,  perhaps  the  greatest  problem,  that  faces  state  unir 
veriities  to-day  is  the  proper  regulation  of  the  social  life  of 
their  students.     Attempts  at  regulation,  in   some  cases  very, 
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successful,  have  already  been  made  in  several  institutions. 
It  may  be  of  interest  to  members  of  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma 
to  know  how  Kansas  University  has  set  about  this  very 
important  matter. 


The  movement,  as  I  know  it,  was  begun  by  a  young 
woman,  whose  name  is  not  unknown  in  the  world  of  science. 
All  along  through  the  twenty  years  since  she  was  a  student 
here,  her  efforts  have  been  repeated  by  others  with  more  or 
less  success  until  finally,  a  year  ago,  a  marked  step  in 
advance  was  taken,  when  the  Pan-Hellenic  voted  that  the 
sorority  girls  would  attend  no  midweek  parties. 

The  basis  for  all  improvement  has  always  been  found 
in  the  lives  of  that  large  number  of  young  women  who  have 
solved  the  problem  for  themselves,  in  a  way  so  easy  that 
they  were  scarcely  aware  that  there  was  a  problem.  The 
days  for  college  work  they  devoted  unquestioningly  to  col- 
lege work.  And  at  the  week-end  they  found  ample  time  for 
a  social  life,  simple  and  unpretentious  enough  for  the  poorest 
in  pocket,  rich  enough  for  the  richest  in  mind  and  heart. 
So  large,  indeed,  has  been  the  number  of  these  young  women, 
that  the  social  life  here  has,  in  general,  been  sane.  Now  that 
our  institution  is  growing  rapidly  and  becoming  more  cos- 
mopolitan, what  we  want  most  is  merely  to  preserve  early 
standards,  to  prevent,  by  wise,  timely  measure,  the  introduc- 
tion of  elements  foreign  to  the  best  native  spirit  of  the  insti- 
tution, and  to  correct  evils  where  they  sporadically  exist. 


In  the  past,  not  only  have  the  students  been  left  in  abso- 
lute freedom,  but  the  authorities  have  not  even  helped  them 
in  their  attempts  at  self-government.  This  will  no  lonjjcr 
remain  as  it  has  been.  The  university  has  now  formally 
recognized  its  responsibility.  Last  summer  at  a  meeting 
of  the  board  of  regents,  regulations  were  outlined  for  the 
girls'  rooming  houses,  and  were  put  into  the  hands  of  a  faculty 
committee,  with  instructions  to  present  them  to  the  land- 
ladies receiving  young  women,  and  to  the  young  women 
themselves,  as  urgent  recommendations.  The  chief  sugges- 
tions of  the  regents  are  that  houses  should  be  closed  not 
later  than  ten- thirty,  except  on  evenings  when  entertainments 
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of  general  interest  are  held;  and  that  social  calls  should  be 
limited  to  the  week-end.  The  committee  added  to  these 
recommendations  the  Pan-Hellenic  rule  against  midweek 
parties,  and  is  asking  all  the  women  students  of  the  university 
for  their  formal  acceptance  of  all  three  recommendations. 
The  girls  have  been  approached,  as  grouped  in  rooming 
houses — there  are  no  dormitories  here — in  the  Young 
Women's  Christian  Association  houses,  in  the  sorority  houses, 
in  boarding  clubs,  and  in  smaller  groups  of  friends.  Every- 
where the  recommendations  have  met  with  favor.  The 
women  students  are,  in  general,  averse  to  regulations,  at 
first  thought,  but  in  most  cases  it  has  proved  necessary  only 
to  make  clear  to  them  the  attitude  of  the  university  and  the 
wishes  and  hopes  of  the  committee,  to  secure  their  cooperation. 
It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  university  is  not  making 
the  regulations;  it  is  only  asking  the  women  students  to  do 
so,  and  leaving  it  to  them  to  see  that  they  are  carried  into 
effect.  This  must  be  done  by  committees  of  the  girls  them- 
selves, chosen  by  the  classes,  and  representing  a  general  self-  . 
government  organization.  Such  an  organization  has  proved 
of  very  great  influence  in  other  institutions,  and  wherever 
formed  will  tend  to  create  a  democratic  spirit  and  a  feeling 
of  good  fellowship.  Moreover,  such  an  organization  will 
supply  for  young  women  a  want  heretofore  not  fulfilled  by' 
coeducational  institutions — training  in  independent  self- 
government. 

As  I  have  already  said,  similar  movements  are  going 
through  other  state  universities.  The  responsibility  of  the 
young  women  in  these  institutions  is  very  great.  They  have, 
in  a  very  high  degree,  the  shaping  of  the  education  of  the 
women  of  the  future  in  their  hands.  It  is  they  who,  by  their 
own  conduct,  whether  they  wish  it  or  not,  will  settle  one 
important  question — whether  coeducation  shall  continue  in 
state  institutions.    This  is  a  great  and  important  matter. 

In  the  committee's  conferences  with  the  women  students 
in  Kansas  University,  several  desirable  regulations  have  sug- 
gested themselves  that  are  of  especial  interest  to  sorority 
girls.  We  think  they  would,  if  adopted,  prove  of  equal 
advantage  to  the  college  and  to  the  sorority.  May  I  com- 
mend them  to  the  readers  of  The  Key  for  their  serious  con- 
sideration?    They   are,   first,   that    when   a   social   ruling   is 
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iTiade  for,  a  qhapter  boi^s^  it.  should  hold. not  only -for  Uie 
girls  «in  the  house,  but  for  ^11  active  i  members  of  thexhapten; 
In  the  sprorities  wber^  this  is  true  at  Kansas  Upiversity,  it 
un^i^estipnably  tends  to  create,  a  jdose  feeling , of  uaily  among^ 
the  girls.  Secondly,  a  late  pledge  day;  if  possible,  a  sophomore 
pledge  day  should  be  established.  And  lastly,. a  scholarship 
Requirement,  should  be  set  for  adpiission.  to  the  sorority.     .

Just   now   it   is   interesting   to   note   what   seems  a   well- 
defined    movement    in    the    fraternity   world    toward    higher 
standards  of  scholarship  for  the  members.     The  encourage- 
ment to  stronger  scholarship  has  taken  various  forms!     In' 
the  men's  fraternities  it  is  chiefly  by'  wajr  bf-  i6«icl{ff^i^*iP^ 
ment    And    public ^  recdgfnftioh    6i    the  '  achievtafneiits '  of  ^e^ 
scholisirs.

Alpha  Tau  Omega  publishes  fai  bio- 
graphical roll  of  honor,  inchxlihg'  all  its  mvdeFgrailuate  mem- 
bers who  have  achieved  special  scholastic  distihction. '

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educating  student  sentiment.  The  Wisconsin  chapter  a  year 
ago  adopted  what  seems  an  excellent  plan  of  recognizing 
good  class  work  among  its  freshmen.  A  loving  cup  was  pre- 
sented by  the  class  of  1907,  on  which  each  semester  is  to  be 
engraved  the  name  of  the  freshman  with  the  highest  scholastic 
standing.  It  serves  to  educate  sentiment  at  the  time  when 
the  greatest  stimulus  is  needed — in  the  freshman  class;  and 
with  the  momentum  of  one  year's  work  well  done,  high  class 
standing  may  be  maintained  with  little  drudgery. 

If  good  scholarship  becomes  popular,  we  will  have  as  many 
good  scholars  as  we  now  have  good  dancers.  Meantime  the 
man  of  academic  attainments  hardly  knows  whether  he  is  a 
fossil  specimen  of  a  past  epoch  or  a  prophet  of  the  future. 
We  believe  he  is  the  latter.  The  signs  of  the  times  point 
in  that  direction. 


At  its  recent  convention  A  X  O  changed  its  regula- 
tion requiring  its  chapter  to  choose  not  more  than 
thirty-three  and  one-third  per  cent,  of  their  member- 
ship from  among  purely  literary  students  and  the 
remainder  from  among  music  students.  It  now  allows 
fifty  per  cent,  to  be  purely  literary.  The  editor  of 
the  Lyre  discusses  the  place  of  music  in  a  college 
course  as  follows:

Had  Alpha  Chi  been  bom  in  a  musical  college  and  kept 
there,  she  could  always  have  remained  a  strictly  musical 
fraternity.  But  neither  of  the  two  conditions  existed.  She 
was  bom  of  musical  parents,  but  in  a  literary  atmosphere. 
Believing  in  the  broad  and  strong  development  of  her  mem- 
bers through  continuing  where  they  were  not  only  good 
musical,  but  strong  literary  connections  as  well,  she  has  entered 
thirteen  colleges,  and  thereby  forced  her  chapters  to  compete 
with  fraternities  which  draw  their  membership  entirely  from 
the  college  of  Liberal  Arts.  Under  a  thirty-three  and  one- 
third  per  cent,  basis,  they  were  forced  into  an  unfair  com- 
petition, and  lest  this  sound  heretical  to  those  who  are  not 
familiar  with  university  conditions,  we  will  explain  our- 
selves.    Our  universities  and  colleges  have  not  yet  realized

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the  true  value  of  music  and  have  consequently  not  given  it 
the  attention  or  the  credit  that  has  been  showered  on  the 
college  of  Liberal  Arts.  This  is  only  natural,  because  the 
growth  of  popular  education  in  this  country  has  been  so  rapid 
that  the  development  of  the  Liberal  Arts  has  almost  entirdy 
absorbed  the  time  and  attention  of  our  educators,  leaving 
music  as  a  side  issue.  In  the  midst  of  securing  endowments, 
new  equipments,  and  general  enlargement,  it  has  been  tre- 
mendously difficult  for  those  who  saw  the  value  of  including  a 
musical  education  in  the  curriculum  to  secure  even  a  faint 
hearing.  A  start  has  been  made,  thanks  to  the  great  work 
of  Mr.  Paine  of  Harvard,  and  Mr.  Parker  of  Wisconsin;  and 
the  Music  Teachers'  National  Association,  but  it  is  a  hard  task  to 
convince  men  who  have  spent  their  lives  in  the  study  of 
mathematics,  history,  literature,  and  the  kindred  subjects,  who 
have  been  brought  up  with  the  idea  that  music  is  a  talent  and 
an  amusement,  without  which  it  is  very  easy  to  get  along,  that 
the  study  of  an  art  is  as  important  to  the  perfect  develop- 
ment of  our  natures  as  any  of  their  pet  subjects. 

To  adjust  them  to  the  idea  that  music  or  any  other  of  the 
fine  arts  is  not  an  accomplishment  for  girls  who  will  take 
nothing  else,  or  the  expression  of  some  talent  that  cannot 
restrain  itself,  will  take  years,  the  idea  is  so  deep  rooted. 


The  importance  of  college  education  for  our  girls  is  now 
apparent  to  every  one.  That  is  was  for  a  long  time  a  matter 
of  grave  doubt  is  some  comfort  to  those  who  see  the  impor- 
tance of  art  education  likewise,  and  who  have  not  as  yet  met 
with  entire  conversion  in  all  faculties.  The  difficulty  is,  and 
has  been,  that  the  apparent  result  of  all  art  study  is  execu- 
tion. It  is  no  more  the  true  result  than  a  notable  collection 
of  facts  gathered  by  the  student  in  his  study  of  chemistry  or 
the  like,  is  the  main  outcome  of  his  college  career.  The  art 
student,  we  will  say  the  music  student  to  illustrate  our  par- 
ticular case,  always  provided  he  studies,  and  with  some  line 
intellectual  teacher,  is  taught  first  of  all  to  use  his  mind,  and 
how  soon  is  that  learned  in  college?  Certainly  not  before 
the  Freshman  year  is  nearly  over,  we  would  say  later  if  it 
were  not  for  leniency.  An  eminent  musician  once  said  to  us : 
'The  pupils  who  come  fresh  from  their  high-school  gradua- 
tion know  absolutely  nothing  about  using  their  minds.    Gm- 
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centration  is  an  unknown  quality  to  them.  They  expect  by  the 
physical  exercise  of  their  fingers  to  accomplish  great  things. 
They  think  when  I  take  the  unreliable  foundation  of  their 
talent,  real  or  supposed,  away  from  them,  and  make  them  rely 
absolutely  on  the  efforts  of  their  intellects,  that  I  am  nothing 
less  than  a  tyrant.  And  what  is  the  result?  At  the  close 
of  a  period  of  such  study  and  training,  the  mind  has  come 
into  its  own  and  is  ready  for  advanced  work  in  almost  any 
line;  to  say  nothing  of  the  refining  influence  upon  their 
natures  from  an  intimate  communion  with  one  of  the  arts/ 
If  all  our  educators  could  be  initiated  into  such  study  and  into 
the  mathematics  of  composition,  they  would  lend  their  assist- 
ance to  promoting  a  really  great  work  instead  of  giving  it 
their  healf-hearted  attention. 

There  is  a  vast  amount  of  superficial  work  being  done  in 
music,  but  less  and  less,  as  our  institutions  are  broadening 
their  theoretical  courses  and  placing  not  only  talent  but 
brains  within  the  reach  of  our  young  people.  The  work  is 
nothing  less  than  wonderful  when  seen  from  the  inside,  and 
we  wish  all  the  doubting  Thomases  could  have  a  few  years' 
instruction  at  the  hands  of  several  men  we  could  name. 
We  are  willing  to  forecast  their  conversion  to  the  admission 
that  music  contributes  as  much  to  mental  development  as  any 
of  the  prescribed  university  courses.  Provided,  always,  that 
both  are  intelligently  studied. 


Women  are  not  admitted  to  matriculation  at  Oxford, 
neither  are  they  granted  degrees.  They  are  given  full  privi- 
leges of  study  and  the  opportunity  of  attending  nearly  all 
the  courses  of  lectures  offered  by  the  university  and  the 
various  colleges.  The  entrance  requirements  for  women  are 
the  same  as  those  for  men.  Some  time  before  the  end  of  the 
term  they  must  pass  arithmetic,  algebra  or  geometry,  Latin 
and  Greek.  There  are  but  two  other  examinations — ^'^mod- 
erations"  during  the  second  year,  and  '"finals"  which  close 
the  course.  There  are  two  grades  of  examination — the  "pass 
examination"  and  the  "honor  examination."  Women  are 
admitted  to  "honor  examinations"  only.  They  are  given  a 
certificate  indicating  their  rank.  This  certificate  is  here  con- 
sidered equivalent  to  a  bachelor's  degree  from  any  of  our 
best  colleges. — Alphi  Phi  Quarterly, 
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The  first  woman  Rhodes  scholar  has  arrived  in  London 
in  connection  with  the  scheme  for  founding  scholarships  for 
women  on  the  lines  of  the  scholarships  for  men  founded  by 
Cecil  Rhodes. 

The  scheme  was  formulated  in  1905  by  Mme.  Thayer,  then 
chairman  of  the  education  committee  of  the  Society  of  Amer- 
ican Women  in  London,  who  is  devoting  her  life  to  carry- 
ing out  its  development. 

Miss  Clara  Howard,  the  scholar  in  question,  who  was  entered 
for  a  year  of  postgraduate  study  at  Girton,  is  from  Columbia 
University,  and  her  scholarship  was  raised  by  the  Society  of 
American  Women  in  London,  the  nucleus  being  subscribed 
by  the  education  committee  during  Mme.  Thayer's  chair- 
manship. 

Miss  Howard  arrives  among  us  with  a  brilliant  record. 
The  women  Rhodes  scholars  will  in  future  be  chosen  by 
competitive  examinations.  There  was  hardly  time  for  this, 
however,  in  this  case,  and  thus  Miss  Howard  was  chosen  on 
the  recommendation  of  Mrs.  Whitelaw  Reid,  the  wife  of  the 
American  Ambassador  in  London,  and  of  Dr.  Nicholas  Mur- 
ray Butler,  president  of  Columbia  University. — The  Lady's 
Pictoriai,  copied  in  Arrow  of  H  B  *.

Often  we  hear  great  things  of  what  some  alumnae 
chapter  is  doing  or  planning  to  do  in  settlement, 
charitable  or  literary  work,  and  we  feel  a  vague  irrita- 
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tion  that  the  merciless  hand  of  strenuousness  should 
snatch  away  from  us  this  one  meeting  where  we  have 
been  allowed  to  do  nothing  but  enjoy  each  other  and 
grow  reminiscent  of  the  time  when  we  thought  we 
were  wonderfully  busy,  but  to  which  we  now  look 
back  as  a  glorious  holiday  before  we  knew  the  mean- 
ing of  responsibility.  The  following  written  by  an 
alumna  for  the  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theia  meets  with  our 
warm  approval : 

In  the  far  western  town  in  which  I  live  I  put  a  card  in 
the  morning  paper  ten  years  ago,  asking  that  all  college 
fraternity  women  meet  me  at  my  home  the  next  afternoon. 
I  knew  only  two,  but  prepared  for  five,  and  fifteen  came. 
These  women  differed  widely  from  each  other  in  social 
station,  in  intellect  and  in  wealth;  they  were  from  various 
churches,  or  no  church  at  all;  they  were  of  various  occupa- 
tions— ^mothers,  teachers  and  professional  women — and  five 
fraternities  were  represented,  but  we  were  all  college  girls 
to  each  other,  and  we  spent  a  most  enjoyable  afternoon 
together,  as  old  friends  might  who  had  been  long  apart. 
Before  we  separated  we  decided  to  meet  once  each  month, 
but  to  have  no  organization  and  no  program— only  an  after- 
noon spent  voluntarily  in  friendly  intercourse;  and  from 
that  day  until  now  we  have  never  failed  to  meet  at  the 
appointed  time  in  goodly  numbers,  and  I  believe  that  we 
always  leave  these  meetings  feeling  that  we  have  regained 
something  of  inestimable  value  which  the  world  was  taking 
away  from  us.  The  Pan-Hellenic  will  not  make  us  wiser; 
it  will  add  nothing  to  our  social  position,  our  wealth  or  our 
fame;  it  will  not  directly  make  us  more  charitable  or  com- 
passionate, but,  in  a  world  filled  with  "greetings  where  no 
kindness  is"  we  can  turn  to  it  with  confidence  that  at  least 
we  shall  spend  one  day  in  each  month  with  those  whose 
greetings  are  filled  with  kindness.

The  breadth  of  these  present  activities,  touching  all 
phases  of  college  life,  as  contrasted  with  the  avowed 
purpose  of  the  iQoar  (first)  conference  to  "discuss 
pledging  and  rushing,  suggesting  a  set  of  by-laws  for 
the  amelioration  of  existing  rushing  conditions,"  is 
the  best  proof  of  the  progressive  usefulness  and 
strength  of  this  organization  so  characteristic  of  the 
very  finest  fraternity  spirit.  May  the  next  seven  years 
see  even  greater  achievement  and  a  constantly 
broadening  field  for  influential  cooperation  for  the 
improvement  of  women's  fraternity  life.

NATIONAL  PAN/HELLENIC  CONFERENCE 

To  the  Alumnse  Organizations  of  the  Fraternities  Represented 
in  the  National  Pan-Hellenic  Conference: 
It  was  the  desire  of  the  delegates  to  the  Inter-Sorority 
Conference  held  in  Chicago,  September  11  and  12,  1908,  to 
acquaint  the  alumnx  of  the  fraternities  represented  there 
with  the  vital  points  of  the  work  accomplished.  There  are 
certain  social  tendencies  which  are  prevalent  in  many  colleges 
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and  universities  to-day  which  are,  perhaps,  recognized  by 
the  girls  in  college,  but  which  need  for  their  control  the 
more  mature  judgment  of  the  alunuue.  It  was  the  work  of 
the  Inter-Sorority  Conference,  now  the  National  Pan- 
Hellenic  Conference,  to  point  out  certain  of  these  errors  of 
college  life,  and  to  discuss  ways  and  means  of  rectifying 
them.  It  rests,  however,  with  the  whole  body  of  the  alumnae 
to  see  that  this  work  is  carried  out.  Let  every  alumna  of 
every  fraternity  feel  that  she  is  a  committee  of  one  to  do  a 
part  of  this  great  work.  Among  the  following  suggestions 
to  the  local  Pan-Hellenic  Associations  we  desire  to  call  spe- 
cial attention  to  Articles  i,  6,  and  7. 

1.  Every  Pan-Hellenic  must  conform  to  the  by-law  that 
requires  each  fraternity  chapter  to  be  represented  in  Pan- 
Hellenics  by  one  active  and  one  alumna  member.  It  is  urged 
that  alumnae  members  be  chosen  with  great  care.  Women 
several  years  out  of  college,  who  are  in  close  touch  with  their 
university's  aad  their  chapter's  life,  and  in  sympathy  with 
National  Pan-Hellenic  Conference  ideas  and  work — ^upon 
which  they  should  be  well  informed — should  be  chosen  for 
these  positions.  A  long  tenure  of  office  for  efficient  alumnae 
members  is  also  deemed  advisable. 

2.  Pan-Hellenics  are  urged  to  adopt  a  rule  requiring 
definite  scholarship  attainment  in  the  university,  as  a  qualifi- 
cation  for  eligibility  to  fraternity  membership. 

3.  We  recommend  to  Pan-Hellenics  that  they  endeavor 
to  restrict  the  expense,  number  and  duration  of  social  func- 
tions and  engagements  by  women's  fraternities  as  far  as  is 
compatible  with  local  conditions. 

4.  We  suggest  that  Pan-Hellenics  be  careful  not  to  create 
feeling  between  fraternity  and  non-fraternity  college  won&en 
through  too  many  or  through  inopportune  Pan-Hellenic 
meetings   and   functions. 

5.  Pan-Hellenics  are  urged  to  avoid  all  public  press  noto- 
riety and  to  endeavor  always  to  keep  the  respect  of  their 
university  and  town  commtmities. 

6.  We  strongly  recommend  that  each  Pan-Hellenic  have 
some  general  meetings  to  which  all  fraternity  members  are 
invited  and  allowed  to  take  part  in  discussions — ^meetings 
to    read    and    discuss    National     Pan-Hellenic    Conference 
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reports;  shortcomings  of  our  last  compact;  effects  of  a 
sophomore  pledge  day  in  our  college,  etc. 

7.  Since  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  an  organization 
of  the  resident  alumnae  of  all  fraternities  has  proved  most 
helpful  in  solving  fraternity  and  university  problems  con- 
cerning rushing,  social  life,  etc.,  it  is  the  concensus  of  opin- 
ion in  this  Conference  that  a  similar  organization  would 
prove  helpful  in  every  university  where  fraternities  are 
represented.  It  is  therefore  suggested  that  in  each  Pan- 
Hellenic  the  alumnae  members  take  the  initiative  in  forming 
such  an  organization  for  their  college. 

While  the  Conference  suggested  that  the  initiative  in  this 
matter  be  taken  by  the  almunae  members  of  the  local  Pan- 
Hellenic,  the  committee  consider  that  it  would  be  greatly  to 
the  credit  of  any  alumnae  organization  or  group  to  be  the 
first  to  suggest  such  as  organization  in  their  community. 

Inasmuch  as  the  strength  and  power  of  any  fraternity  is 
coming  to  rest  more  and  more  in  organized  alumnae,  your 
cooperation  is  earnestly  solicited  in  carrying  out  the  follow- 
ing suggestions  made  to  the  fraternities  composing  the 
National  Pan-Hellenic: 

1.  That  each  fraternity  devise  a  method  of  informing 
its  alumnae  of  National  Pan-Hellenic  principles  and  policies, 
so  that  an  alumna  teaching  in  a  preparatory  school  will  not 
thoughtlessly  take  steps  that  will  disrupt  years  of  cordial 
feeling  between  her  chapter  and  other  fraternities  in  her 
Alma  Mater. 

2.  That  each  fraternity  endeavor  to  make  the  position  of 
chaperon  in  its  chapter  houses  one  of  definite  duties,  pow- 
ers and  dignity.  That,  if  possible,  the  positions  be  filled  by 
alumnae  of  experience  and  judgment. 

3.  That  each  fraternity,  with  ideals  of  honor  and  faith 
in  the  integrity  of  others,  emphasize  these  points  in  the 
policy  of  its  chapters. 

4.  That  each  fraternity  instruct  its  visiting  del^^ates  to 
impress  upon  the  chapters  the  need  not  of  a  higher  standard 
of  scholarship  than  they  already  possess,  but  a  high  standard 
irrespective  of  their  present  sUading. 

As  the  work  of  the  National  Pan-Hellenic  Conference,  as 
well  as  that  of  the  local  Pan-Hellenics,  is  now  better  under- 
stood by  alumnae  members  of  all  fraternities,  it  is  hoped  that 
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each  one  will  do  aU  in  her  power  to  help  remedy  conditions 
which  cannot  be  met  by  any  one  society  but  which  are  harm- 
ful to  fraternity  life  in  general.  With  the  object  of  further- 
ing this  improvement  by  united  effort  this  report  is  sub- 
mitted.

The  place  cards  were  "Chi 
Babies,"  whose  long  dresses  were  billowed  up  on 
clouds  of  Cardinal  and  Straw.  Such  hearty  singing 
of  Chi  Omega  songs,  such  Chi  Omega  calls,  such 
toasts  t  And  the  grande  fittale  came  with  the  line

march  over  the  house  and  out  on  the  porch,  where 
the  "We'll  try,  we'll  vie,"  at  two  o'clock  was  the 
signal  for  quiet. 

Knowing  as  I  do  these  girls  oi  Washington  Uni- 
versity and  our  girls  of  Oregon  University,  I  am  not 
surprised  at  the  many  congratulations  Chi  Omega  is 
receiving  and  the  numerous  gifts  the  girls  have  gotten. 

After  my  return  from  the  Oregon  installation.  Alpha 
had  a  second  initiation  for  four  more — Mrs.  Crooks, 
Mrs.  Gilman,  Beatrice  Smith,  and  Bernice  McLean.  It 
differed  little  from  their  first,  the  pledge  examinations, 
decorations,  etc.,  being  practically  the  same,  but  the 
formal  banquet  was  made  an  informal  feast. 

Social  life  was  not  lacking,  for  the  night  prior  to 
installation  there  was  a  line-party  to  a  college  concert, 
the  first  program  g^ven  in  the  new  auditorium. 
Then  during  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  their  "open 
house"  about  a  hundred  and  fifty  guests  called  to 
extend  congratulations.  Mrs.  Moritz,  a  patroness, 
entertained  for  the  new  chapter  with  a  sewing  party, 
and  Mrs.  Sisson,  also  a  patroness,  received  the  wives 
of  the  faculty  members  in  honor  of  the  Alpha  girls. 
The  Kappa  Sigmas  had  a  dinner  honoring  Alpha's 
installer,  and  the  hearts  of  the  new  members  were 
made  more  glad  by  the  letters  and  telegrams  of  wel- 
come that  came  from  every  chapter. 

In  a  week  I  found  myself  in  the  picturesque  town 
of  Eugene,  Oreg.,  with  most  of  the  petitioning  chapter 
at  the  station  to  greet  me  and  Margaret  Keene  of 
Alpha,  who  was  to  help  at  the  Psi  Alpha  ceremonies. 

The  entire  third  floor  of  the  huge,  artistic  Zeta  Iota 
Phi  house  was  turned  into  a  chapter  room,  and  the 
enthusiastic  petitioners  begged  that  the  installation 
be  started  at  five  in  the  morning!  But  you  readers 
must  agree  that  five  was  a  bit  early,  so  six  was  the 
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compromise.  Can  you  imagine  the  breakfast  of  fruit 
and  cereals  served  at  5  a.  m.  to  the  two  dozen  girls 
around  the  table,  all  in  dainty  white  gowns?  Can 
you  see  them  file  quietly  and  slowly  down  the  street 
two  blocks  to  Kate  Kelly's  home?  But  you  would 
have  been  repaid  for  having  gotten  up  so  early  for  a 
hard  day's  work,  could  you  have  studied  the  joyous 
faces  as  each  came  back  to  the  house  to  take  her  vows. 

The  loving  cup  was  passed  to  the  last  initiate  at 
five  that  afternoon,  April  30,  and  then  a  much-needed 
rest  was  to  be  had.  At  nine  that  night  the  Psi  Alpha 
girls  started  to  the  banquet  hall  down  in  town.  The 
places  were  designated  by  the  tiny  Carnation  cards 
tied  with  Cardinal  and  Straw  ribbons  attached  to 
White  Carnations  in  baskets  above  the  long  table.  The 
menu  and  toast-list  were  in  the  booklet  by  each  plate 
and  showed  the  Chi  Omega  coat-of-arms  painted  by 
Louise  Bryant,  one  of  the  Psi  Alpha  girls,  who  is  a 
rising  western  artist. 

Cora  Wold  was  toastmistress,  and  her  apt  stories 
seemed  inexhaustible.  As  each  gift  to  the  chapter 
was  brought  in,  applause  started  again,  and  soon  the 
banquet  hall  was  dotted  with  pictures,  seals,  brasses, 
pottery,  and  silver.  Nor  were  messages  of  congratu- 
lation lacking. 

Mrs.  Sheldon,  Mrs.  Snodgrass,  and  Mrs.  Goodrich, 
the  patronesses,  each  entertained  elaborately  for  the 
girls.  President  Campbell  and  wife,  of  Oregon  Uni- 
versity, called  to  congratulate  the  chapter  and  to  take 
their  guests  for  a  drive  and  dinner.  Delta  Alpha, 
a  local  petitioning  Beta  Theta  Pi,  entertained  Miss 
Keene  and  myself  at  dinner,  and  the  Gamma  Phi  Betas 
gave  an  elaborate  luncheon  for  the  chapter.  The 
Kappa  Sigmas  entertained  with  a  dancing  party,  and 
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there  was  open  house  and  a  supper  on  the  bank  of  the 
fascinating  Wilamette  River. 

But  college  work  soon  usurped  the  social  life  in 
their  minds,  just  as  it  had  at  Washington  University. 

Ethel  Toose  was  added  to  the  Psi  Alpha  roll,  and 
the  several  fraternity  meetings  at  both  chapters  were 
conducted  in  a  manner  highly  satisfactory  to  the 
officer  in  charge. 

When  the  dreaded  times  for  departure  came  I  was 
surprised  to  receive  parting  gifts,  but  it  took  neither 
Psi  Alpha's  Chi  Omega  spoon  nor  the  quaint  Jap- 
anese parasol  that  the  Alpha  girls  bestowed  on  me 
to  keep  in  mind  the  capable,  charming  sisters  of  the 
new  western  chapters,  for  in  honoring  them,  Chi 
Omega  honored  herself,  and  gave  to  them  aspirations 
for  a  nobler,  purer,  broader  life.

THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  WASHINGTON 

In  January,  1861,  the  legislature  of  the  territory 
of  Washington  established  the  University  of  Wash- 
ington at  Seattle,  the  county  seat  of  King  County. 
The  location  was  made  upon  condition  that  the  people 
of  Seattle  donate  ten  acres  of  land  in  the  city  for  a 
site  for  the  building.  This  was  done  by  the  people  of 
Seattle,  and  the  school  threw  open  its  doors  to  stu- 
dents in  the  winter  of  1862. 

This  site  continued  to  be  the  home  of  the  institution 
during  the  first  thirty-three  years  of  its  existence.  The 
city  of  Seattle  grew  from  a  hamlet  on  the  shores  of 
Elliott  Bay  in  1862  to  a  thriving  city  in  1895,  and  the 
University  changed  relatively  from  being  upon  the  out- 
skirts, surrounded  by  towering  firs,  to  be  the  center 
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of  a  commercial  city.  With  this  growth  and  spread 
of  the  city  it  became  apparent  that  the  site  the  Uni- 
versity of  Washington  had  so  long  occupied  was  fast 
becoming  unfit  for  the  use  of  a  growing  university. 
Accordingly,  it  was  relocated  in  1893  upon  355  acres 
of  school  land,  the  property  of  the  state,  near  the 
northeastern  boundaries  of  the  city,  but  still  within  its 
limits. 

The  University  has  had  no  wealthy  patrons ;  indeed, 
even  the  territorial  government  paid  out  no  money 
for  its  maintenance  until  1889.  With  statehood,  how- 
ever, appropriations  w^re  made  large  enough  to  remove 
tuition  fees  and  to  declare  the  University  free  for  all 
citizens  of  the  state.  The  ten-acre  tract  in  the  center 
of  Seattle  has  been  leased  on  most  favorable  terms, 
the  rent  being  paid  on  an  increasing  valuation  up  to  a 
total  of  $3,500,000,  and  at  the  end  of  the  lease  all  the 
improvements  become  the  property  of  the  University. 
The  state  has  also  set  apart  for  the  University  ido,ooo 
acres  of  land,  which,  at  the  minimum  price  of  $10 
an  acre,  means  an  additional  endowment  of  at  least 
$1,000,000. 

With  a  teaching  staff  of  more  than  a  hundred, 
including  graduates  from  the  best  institutions  of 
Europe  and  America;  with  a  student  body  of 
1,600  crowded  into  halls  and  temporary  sheds,  the 
University  of  Washington  is  about  to  enter  upon  its 
third  period  of  marked  development.  The  first  period 
was  the  time  of  foundations,  the  time  of  territorial 
stress  and  strain,  from  1861  to  1889.  The  second 
period  was  the  twenty  years  of  expansion  from 
1889  to  1909.  The  beginning  of  the  third  period  is 
marked  by  the  Alaska- Yukon-Pacific  Exposition.  For 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  such  enterprises,  an 
effort  is  being  made  to  retain  as  much  as  possible  of 
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the  money  and  labor  expended  for  permanent  use. 
Being  located  on  the  large  campus  of  the  University, 
all  of  the  improvements  to  the  grounds  will  be  retained, 
resulting  in  a  beautiful  park  to  take  the  place  of  a  wild 
stretch  of  forest.  At  the  same  time,  large  portions 
of  forest  land  will  remain  in  native  beauty  along  the 
shores  of  the  lakes.  Eighty  permanent  buildings  will 
revert  to  the  University  after  the  exposition  closes: 
The  Auditorium ;  Fine  Arts,  to  be  used  for  chemistry ; 
the  A.-Y.-P.  Administration  Building,  to  be  used  by 
the  University  Law  School ;  the  Forestry  Building,  to 
be  used  by  the  University  School  of  Forestry;  the 
Washington  State  Building,  to  become  the  University 
Library ;  and  the  Machinery  Hall,  Foundry,  and  Good 
Roads  Building,  all  of  which  will  be  used  by  the  College 
of  Engineering.  Several  of  the  so-called  temporary 
buildings  are  also  to  be  saved  for  university  uses. 
Important  works  of  statuary  and  collections  of  his- 
torical and  economic  value  will  be  saved.  In  short,  it 
has  been  estimated  that  the  results  of  the  exposition 
will  advance  the  material  interests  of  the  University 
of  Washington  to  a  point  that  would  require  twenty 
or  more  years  of  ordinary  growth  to  be  attained. 


THE  MEETING  OF  THE  SUPREME  GOVERNING 

COUNCIL

Ottawa  Beach.,  Mich.,  July  16,  1909. 
Dear  Sisters  of  Chi  Omega: 

We  of  the  Council  are  still  working  for  you,  and 
while  our  stay  here  is  not  yet  over,  and  our  plans 
far  from  being  carried  out,  yet  I  want  to  send  a  line 
in  time  for  the  August  Eleusis,  as  the  editor  asked 
me  to  do. 
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Our  meeting  has  been  splendid — ^no  lack  of  Chi 
Omega  spirit  and  enthusiasm;  and  surely  these  are 
the  best  things  for  the  S.  G.  C  to  send  out  to  the 
chapters.

For  our  entertainment,  Chi  plans  a  lawn 
party  for  Monday  evening,  an  automobile  ride  Tuesday, 
model  initiation  Wednesday,  and  the  banquet  Thurs- 
day evening.  Friday  something  is  to  be  enjoyed,  but, 
of  course,  the  details  are  not  yet  ready.  The  Council 
will  come  on  the  23d,  and  be  located  in  one  of  the 
cottages  at  Hamilton  College,  while  the  delegates  will 
stay  in  the  dormitory  there.  The  business  sessions 
will  be  held  in  Morrison  Hall,  near  by. 

We  have  been  much  disappointed  not  to  be  able  to

If  you  have  never  visited  a  sister  chapter  of  Qii 
Omega,  then  do  so  at  your  first  opportunity,  and  you 
will  ag^ee  with  me  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  delightful

Surely  these  girls  who  grasped  my  hand  must 
have  come  within  my  sphere  of  acquaintance  at  some 
previous  time — such  is  the  potency  of  the  familiar  pin ! 

Naturally  enough,  they  took  me  almost  at  once  to 
see  the  chapter  rooms,  in  which  I  was  much  interested, 
as  I  had  been  familiar  only  with  chapter  houses,  where 
there  can  be  nothing  so  private  nor  so  distinctively 
the  treasure  place  of    fraternity   properties   and   me-

There  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  all  the  active  chapter,  and  many  of  the 
alumnae,  not  forgetting  to  mention  the  only  masculine 
guest,  the  Delta  baby^  who  was  a  most  fascinating  little 
prince,  as  he  eagerly  grasped  the  Chi  Omega  pins  of 
the  adoring  aunts  who  clustered  around  him. 

Thanks  to  this  delightful  opportunity  of  meeting 
the  girls,  I  felt  really  acquainted  with  them  when  we 
took  our  places  at  the  banquet  table  that  evening.  You 
all  know  and  love  these  June  banquets,  with  their  long 
tables,  made  beautiful  by  White  Carnations  and  the 
animated  faces  above  them ;  with  their  songs  and  their 
toasts,  full  of  sense  and  humor,  with  tears  just  around 
the  comer ;  and,  most  of  all,  with  that  universal  feeling 
of  love  and  sisterhood  to  be  perceived  at  all  of  them, 
whether  they  be  banquets  of  Nu  or  Delta,  or  of  both, 
or  all  chapters.  Many  such  celebrations  were  held  at 
this  time  of  year  all  over  the  country  (except  at  Madi- 
son, where  the  girls  had  no  heart  for  such  festivities 
so  soon  after  the  death  of  Sister  George  Shattuck), 
and  at  them  all  was  present  that  same  Chi  Omega 
spirit  of  understanding  and  helpfulness,    which  has 
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glorified  the  fraternity  life  of  each  one  of  us,  and 
which  inspires  a  truly  appreciated  welcome  to  a  sister 
from  some  far  distant  chapter.

E5CTRACTS  FROM  LETTERS  FROM  ABROAD 

On  Board  P.  M.  S.  S.  "Korea," 

San  Francisco  Bay, 
December  lo,  1907. 
We've  been  anchored  here  for  half  an  hour  or  more. 
The  bar  is  breaking  so  heavily  that  we  may  not  sail 
through  the  Golden  Gate  before  morning. 
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December  11. 
We  came  out  through  the  north  passage,  and  I  was 
on  deck  in  time  to  get  a  fine  view  of  the  Farallones. 
They  seem  like  huge  rocks  poking  their  jagged  edges 
out  of  the  water  to  get  a  look  at  the  sun.  A  double 
rainbow  spanned  them  as  we  passed. 

5:45  a.  m.,  December  12. 
The  "chinks"  gazed  at  me  as  I  came  to  the  writing 
room.  They  are  up  at  4  a.  m.,  cleaning  and  getting 
everything  in  order.  I  never  saw  such  a  clean  place. 
They  scrub,  scrub,  scurb,  and  polish,  polish,  polish,  all 
day  long.  It  makes  no  difference  where  you  go,  or 
when — there  are  always  "chinks"  at  work,  never  in 
the  way,  but  busy  from  morning  till  night. 

December  14. 
The  sea  gets  bluer  and  bluer  as  we  go,  and  yester- 
day there  was  just  motion  enough  to  let  you  know 
that  you  were  aboard  ship.  There  are  many  delightful 
passengers,  and  we  have  met  most  of  them.  It's  so 
amusing  to  see  the  new  faces  that  appear  on  deck  each 
day — ^you  wonder  where  they  got  on. 

December  18. 
We  had  twenty-four  hours  in  port  at  Honolulu.  Our 
friends  met  us  at  the  dock  and  drove  us  out  to  the  Pali 
immediately.  It  rained  while  we  were  on  the  way,  but 
the  sky  was  perfectly  clear,  and  the  view  wonderful 
from  the  Pali.  There  never  was  such  coloring— every 
shade  imaginable  in  water,  sky  and  earth.  I  shall  not 
attempt  to  describe  all  that  we  saw  in  Honolulu,  but 
our  friends  helped  us  to  spend  every  minute  of  our 
time  to  advantage,  and  we  were  sorry  when  the  time 
came  to  say  ''Aloha/' 
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December  25. 
It  has  hardly  seemed  like  Christmas  at  all,  though 
every  one  has  done  his  utmost  to  be  jolly,  and  there 
has  been  lots  of  fun  aboard — the  large  tree  in  the 
saloon,  the  captain's  dinner,  and  our  own  good  box, 
which  we  have  been  looking  forward  to  opening  all 
the  way. 

December  28. 
As  we  approach  Japan  the  sunsets  become  more  and 
more  beautiful.  Last  night  there  was  a  gorgeous  one. 
The  sea  was  like  glass,  and  reflected  all  the  colors  of 
the  sky.  Before  it  had  all  faded,  the  moon  rose  and  shed 
its  silvery  light  far  over  the  sea,  and  the  combination 
was  magnificent. 

January  2,  1908. 
Nowhere  outside  of  Japan  could  one  spend  such  a 
New  Year's  Eve  as  we  did  in  Tokyo.  A  party  of  ten 
of  us,  all  "Koreans,"  with  a  guide,  left  the  Hotel 
Metropole  immediately  after  dinner.  In  a  tram, 
crowded  with  Japanese,  we  rode  out  to  Asakusa  Park. 
Was  ever  such  a  display  of  bright-colored  swinging 
lanterns !  Myriads  of  them  lighted  the  narrow  streets, 
making  the  whole  city  a  fairyland.  Over  every  house 
d<x>r  hung  a  straw  or  bamboo  emblem  of  prosperity 
for  the  New  Year,  and  gay  crepe  banners,  decorated 
with  fantastic  characters,  appeared  on  every  shop. 
Ginza,  as  well  as  the  smaller  streets  and  the  roads  in 
the  park,  were  lined  on  either  hand  with  small  booths, 
and  swarmed  with  natives  in  holiday  attire.  They  say 
that  the  peculation  of  Tokyo  is  2,000,000,  but  there 
seemed  to  be  io,ooo/xx)  in  the  streets.  But, 
with  an  the  crowds,  there  was  no  roughness,  and  the 
pdice  seemed  to  make  it  their  special  business  to  give 
our  party  Ae  rig^  of  way,  when  we  chose  to  walk.    In 
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the  park  we  took  rickshaws — eleven  of  them — and, 
amid  the  shouts  of  our  coolies  and  the  scurrying  of 
the  crowds,  were  whisked  through  those  gaily-lighted 
streets,  back  to  the  hotel.  On  every  hand  we  were 
greeted  with  shouts  of  "Bansai,  Banzai*' — "ten  thou- 
sand times  ten  thousand  years  to  you." 

January  14. 
Here  we  are  at  Kobe,  ready  to  sail.    We  have  said 
sayoftara  to  the  temple-city  of  Nikko,  to  Fujiyama  and 
to  Kyoto,  where  we  have  just  spent  such  delightful 
days.    Now  for  the  Inland  Sea ! 

On  Board  P.  M.  S.  S.  "Siberia," 

January  15. 
We  awoke  this  morning  to  find  ourselves  in  the 
midst  of  volcanic  islands,  some  inhabited,  some  not.  In 
the  gra)mess  of  the  day  they  did  not  appear  very  inter- 
esting. At  about  four  in  the  afternoon  the  sun  shone 
for  a  while  and  the  ship  was  in  the  narrows.  We 
stood  in  a  somewhat  sheltered  comer  of  the  hurricane 
deck,  in  the  bow,  and  watched  the  ship  glide  in  and 
out  between  islands,  in  what  seemed  to  be  a  land-locked 
sea.  There  was  no  visible  outlet — nothing  but  high 
islands,  rocks  and  reefs.  After  about  three-quarters 
of  an  hour  of  winding,  we  came  to  an  open  space  of 
blue  water,  with  islands  more  scattered  and  smaller. 
The  whole  scene  was  beautiful. 

January  19. 
Nagasaki  is  picturesquely  situated  on  hills  rising 
abruptly  from  the  harbor.  We  did  not  land,  but  had 
the  interesting  experience  of  watching  the  coolies  coal 
ship.  In  Shanghai  our  English  friends  met  us  at  the 
jetty  and  gave  us  a  very  pleasant  day. 
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On  Board  P.  &  O.  S.  S.  "Arcadia," 

Hong-kong  Harbor, 
January  25. 
They  tell  me  I  have  time  to  send  a  letter  ashore,  and 
so  I  want  to  tell  you  about  our  visit  with  Hazel  Hoff- 
man, a  classmate  in  Mu  Chapter.  We  landed  in  Hong- 
kc»ig  Tuesday  noon,  and  this  is  Saturday  noon.  We 
stayed  at  the  Peak  Hotel,  and  Hazel  devoted  every 
minute  of  her  time  to  us.  Tuesday  night  she  and  her 
brother  went  with  us  to  Canton.  We  took  a  steamer 
at  10  p.  m.,  and  arrived  there  at  7  a.  m.,  spent  the  day 
with  a  guide,  and  returned  Wednesday  night,  reaching 
Hong-kong  Thursday  morning.  Canton  is  a  wonder ! 
Such  sights,  such  smells,  such  dirt,  such  darkness,  and 
at  the  same  time  such  beauty  in  the  shops!  For 
instance,  next  to  a  shop,  dark  and  dirty-looking  enough 
on  the  outside,  but  filled  with  gorgeous  embroidered 
linens,  will  be  a  market  with  vile  pressed  fowl,  and 
dead  rats,  and  bloody  fish.  Ugh!  But  they  say  you 
haven't  had  a  glimpse  of  China  unless  you've  seen 
Canton.  It  is  an  experience  never  to  be  forgotten.  As 
we  swung  in  our  sedan  chairs  through  the  alleys,  so- 
called  "streets,"  there  was  a  never-ending  stream  of 
Chinese  on  either  side  of  us,  some  rushing  along  with 
heavy  loads  swung  from  their  shoulders,  some  walk- 
ing, but  all  shouting.  It  was  "bedlam  let  loose,"  to  be 
sure.  You  know  how  narrow  we  always  thought  the 
streets  in  our  Chinatown  were.  Well,  they  were  ave- 
nues compared  to  the  alleys  of  Canton,  many  of  which 
are  barely  wide  enough  to  allow  a  chair  to  enter.  All 
day  long  we  had  only  occasional  glimpses  of  the  sky. 
We  knew  there  was  one  above  us,  but  generally  could 
not  see  it.  The  shops  would  be  totally  dark  but  for 
dim  oil  lights,  and  there  one  sees  the  artisans  at  work 
on  their  exquisite  wares.    We  saw  them,  in  one  espe- 
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cially  dark  hole,  making  jewelry  from  the  tiny  feathers 
of  the  kingfisher.  We  visited  one  joss-house,  the 
Temple  of  the  Five  Hundred  Genii,  silk,  linen  and 
porcelain  shops,  had  "chow"  in  the  Imperial  Gardens, 
went  up  into  the  five-storied  Pagoda  — ^the  view  from 
which,  by  the  way,  discloses  no  streets,  so  tightly 
wedged  are  the  houses — ^saw  the  wall  of  the  city,  the 
Tartar  city,  the  "city  of  the  dead,"  and,  on  the  way  back 
to  the  steamer,  the  Shameen,  or  European  quarter, 
which  is  laid  out  in  pretty  gardens  along  the  river's 
edge.  The  river  is  choked  with  those  tiny  homes,  the 
sampans,  "where  a  population  of  50,000  is  bom,  bred, 
lives,  and  dies."  But,  with  all  the  noise,  and  crowd, 
and  smell,  and  dirt,  there  is  a  certain  rare  enjoyment 
in  seeing  Canton — ^not  that  you  long  to  go  again,  but 
simply  that  you're  glad  to  have  been  once  and  seen  the 
customs  and  busy  life  of  the  place. 

In  the  South  China  Sea, 

January  27. 
The  water  is  beautiful  to-day  and  the  weather,  also, 
though  very  warm.    The  China  Sea  has  behaved  very 
well  so  far.    The  captain  says  we  are  lucky  not  to  have 
a  monsoon  at  this  time  of  year. 

5  p.  m.,  January  29. 
We  are  in  full  view  of  the  Malay  Peninsula.  It  looks 
much  like  a  large  island,  for  the  joining  to  the  main- 
land does  not  show.  The  land  is  covered  with  cocoa- 
nut  trees  and  grass.  We  can't  see  the  monkeys  yet, 
but  the  captain  assures  us  that  they  are  there. 

January  31. 
We  were  "agreeably  disappointed"  in  Singapore.  In 
the  first  place,  it  is  much  larger  than  we  had  expected. 
The  greater  part  of  the  population  is  Chinese  and 
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Malay,  but  the  English  form  by  no  means  a  small  part. 
The  various  nationalities  are  kept  pretty  well  apart, 
and  the  European  part  of  the  city  is  beautiful.  Singa- 
pore, two  degrees  above  the  equator,  was  my  first 
introduction  to  real  tropical  scener}'  and  vegetation, 
and  I  went  wild  over  it — in  fact,  I'm  not  less  wild  now. 
We  landed  in  the  morning,  and  set  out  immediately, 
with  two  of  our  Koreans,  on  an  excursion  to  Johore, 
a  place  on  the  mainland  of  the  Malay  Peninsula — 
Singapore,  I  found  out,  is  an  island — noted  for  a  large 
mosque  and  the  sultan's  palace.  Neither  are  particu- 
larly interesting,  but  the  hour's  train  ride  compensates 
for  all  that  Johore  lacks  in  beauty  and  showers,  in  heat 
waves.  There  is  not  a  break  all  the  way  along,  and 
the  dense  growth  of  beautiful  palms,  cocoanut  and 
bread  fruit  trees,  crotons,  hybiscus  and  hundreds  of 
other  beautifully-colored  shrubs  is  wonderful.  On  the 
way  back  to  Singapore  we  had  a  heavy  thunder  shower. 
It  was  a  great  joy  while  it  lasted.  We  reached  Singa- 
pore at  about  three  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  guide 
took  us  to  do  some  necessary  errands.  Now  follows 
an  extract  from  my  precious  diary,  which  I  have  just 
this  minute  completed  up  to  date: 

"Then  we  went  for  a  beautiful  drive  through  the 
residence  portion  of  the  city.  The  roads  are  excellent 
and  lined  with  glorious  shade  trees.  The  houses  are 
set  back  in  huge  gardens  and  lawns.  They  are  all 
essentially  hot-weather  houses^  with  wide,  open  veran- 
das. We  visited  (by  permit)  the  house  of  the  wealth- 
iest Malay  in  Singapore.  He  has  been  offered  large 
sums  of  money  for  the  place,  but  refuses  them  all. 
The  location  is  ideal — on  a  hilltop,  overlooking  much 
of  the  island.  The  house  is  surrounded  with  spacious 
grounds.  It  is  very  large  and  airy,  and  is  furnished 
in  comfortable,  though  not  elegant,  European  style. 
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Here  we  first  made  the  acquaintance  of  the  "Dutch 
widow/'  a  long  bolster  laid  down  the  middle  of  the 
bed,  and  the  Malay  ideal  of  comfort.  The  charm  of 
the  grounds  is  an  artificial  lake,  with  three  small, 
wooded  islands  in  it,  and  two  miniature  battleships  at 
anchor  in  its  quiet  waters.  We  were  sculled  over  to 
one  of  the  islands  in  a  sampan,  and  there,  in  a  little 
summer-house,  were  served  with  green  cocoanuts.  It 
was  such  a  lovely  spot  we  were  loath  to  leave.  The 
next  stop  was  at  the  Botanical  Gardens,  but,  as  it  was 
late,  we  only  took  a  glance,  and  went  on  down  town 
to  take  a  tram  out  to  the  Sea  View  Hotel,  where  we 
were  to  dine.  At  the  end  of  the  ride,  we  took  rick- 
shaws for  a  twenty-minute  spin  to  the  hotel.  Although 
it  was  dark,  we  could  see  that  we  drove  through  a 
forest  of  cocoanut  trees.  It  was  bewitching!  The 
stars  seemed  like  jewels  hung  in  the  trees.  Trtily, 
there  is  a  fascination  about  a  cocoanut  grove  that  is 
not  equaled  anywhere." 

Stoomvaart  Maatschappy  "Nederland," 

S.  S.  "Oranje," 
February  2. 
The  trip  from  Singapore  to  Java  takes  forty-two 
hours,  and  for  all  but  a  few  hours  of  that  time  the 
steamer  sails  between  islands  covered  with  tropical 
vegetation — Sumatra  to  the  west,  and  numbers  of 
smaller  ones  to  the  east.  The  boat  was  about  the  size 
of  the  "Alameda,"  made  in  Amsterdam,  bound  from 
Amsterdam,  and  filled  with  Amsterdam  Dutch. 

February  9. 
We  have  been  in  Java  just  a  week,  and  have  enjoyed 
everything.  We  landed  at  Batavia.     Tanjong  Priok, 
the  port,  is  not  at  all  attractive,  and  one  is  glad  to  take 
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the  train  at  the  landing  for  upper  Batavia,  or  Welter- 
wreden,  as  it  is  called.  (Some  one  suggested  that,  in 
the  middle  of  the  day,  "S welter wreden"  would  be  more 
appropriate.)  Although  we  are  now  six  or  eight 
degrees  south  of  the  equator,  we  are  still  near  enough 
to  feel  its  warmth.  But  as  long  as  you  drive  or  sit 
in  the  shade,  you  don't  feel  it  much.  One  takes  ice 
water  baths  quite  often,  and  wears  as  few  clothes  as 
possible.  Some  of  the  European  women  dress  in  native 
fashion  in  the  morning  and  early  afternoon — a  loose 
white  peignoir  and  a  figured  cotton  "sarong,"  which 
is  really  nothing  more  than  a  drapery.  The  Javanese 
women  are  small  and  slight,  and  this  straight  effect 
is  picturesque  for  them,  with  their  dark  skins,  but  put 
the  same  on  a  stout  Hollander,  and  the  effect  is  any- 
thing but  picturesque.  The  men  wear  white  coats  (the 
natives  none  at  all)  and  ''batik,"  or  loose  trousers, 
of  the  same  materials  as  the  women's  skirts.  A  scarf 
of  the  same  wound  into  a  sort  of  loose  turban  for  the 
head,  and  another  worn  over  one  shoulder  and  under 
the  other  arm  (for  carrying  bundles  and  babies),  and 
bare  feet,  complete  the  costume  Javanese.  The  colors 
are  always  subdued,  usually  dark  brown,  blue  or  green, 
with  designs  in  cream,  soft  red,  or  yellow.  Each  design 
has  a  special  significance. 

We  went  straight  to  VHotel  des  Indes,  and  were 
charmed  with  it.  It  consists  of  one  main  building, 
set  in  the  midst  of  a  lovely  garden,  with  pavilions,  or 
private  cottages,  on  three  sides  of  it.  These  pavilions 
have  every  possible  arrangement  for  coolness — the 
shaded  verandas,  tiled  floors  and  bath.  Here  we  had 
to  spend  the  hours  from  noon  till  four  in  the  after- 
noon, for  during  that  time  it  is  too  hot  for  sight-seeing, 
and  nearly  all  the  shops  are  closed.  We  did  our  sight- 
seeing in  the  early  morning  and  evening.    Dinner  was 
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not  served  until  eight,  and  the  hours  just  before  were 
beautiful  for  driving.  The  French  consul  was 
there,  and  he  and  a  friend  took  us  about 
a  great  deal.  We  went  to  the  fruit  market,  a 
native  bazaar,  a  large  shop,  for  a  tram  ride  to  the  old 
city,  and  for  a  short  walk  along  one  of  the  canals. 
The  Dutch  have  established  their  custom  of  canal-

building,  and,  although  there  are  fine  roads,  there  are 
numerous  canals  and  natural  streams,  where  the 
natives  wash  themselves,  their  clothes  and  their  ponies 
at  all  hours.  Batavia  is  made  beautiful  by  trees — 
there  is  not  a  street  that  has  not  trees  on  both  sides — 
and  most  of  them  are  hung  with  wonderful  parasites. 
The  wide-porched  houses,  set  in  their  blooming  gar- 
dens, are  most  attractive.  Everything  has  a  well- 
cared- for  appearance,  and  yet  all  is  natural  beauty. 

The  hotels,  of  course,  are  under  Dutch  management. 
The  meals  are  the  strangest  part.  At  luncheon,  one 
can  have  either  rice  taffel  or  an  ordinary  lunch  of  soup, 
three  or  four  kinds  of  meat  and  vegetables,  cold  meats, 
salad,  dessert,  fruit,  cheese,  and  tea  or  coffee.  But 
rice  taffel  is  the  real  Dutch  dish.  First  rice  is  served 
in  a  huge  soup  plate.  One  is  supposed  to  heap  the 
plate.  Then  come  boys  and  boys  with  trays,  until  one 
wonders  what  on  earth  they  can  have  on  all  their  trays. 
We  counted  sixteen  boys  one  day,  and  calculated  that 
they  must  be  carrying  about  twenty-five  or  thirty  trim- 
mings for  the  rice.  We  learned  afterward  that  they 
do  serve  as  many  as  fifty-two  things  for  rice  taffel. 
First  comes  an  awful-looking  yellowish-green  sauce, 
almost  the  consistency  of  soup ;  then  another,  with  red 
peppers  sliced  in  it ;  then  dried  fish  of  three  varieties ; 
then  Hamburg  steak,  eggs,  onions,  omelet,  cucumbers, 
pepper  sauce,  red  peppers,  some  grated  brown  stuff, 
roast  chicken,  three  kinds  of  meat — dried  hard  and 
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crisp — browned  cocoanut,  curry  and  chutney — ^these 
are  all  I  can  remember  just  now.  They  mix  all  this 
together,  then,  with  a  knife  in  the  left  hand  for  a 
pusher,  and  a  fork  or  dessert  spoon  in  the  right  for  a 
shovel,  they  devour  the  mixture.  They  can't  get  too 
much  on  their  forks,  and  they  delight  in  talking  with 
their  mouths  full.  This,  coupled  with  the  awful  lan- 
guage that  issues  forth,  is  too  much  for  refined 
Americans ! 

We  took  a  trip  up  into  the  high  mountains,  to  Garvet. 
Soon  after  leaving  Batavia  the  train  begins  to  climb, 
and  then  bursts  upon  one  gorgeous  scenery,  which 
continues  all  the  way.  There  is  never  a  barren  or 
uncultivated  spot.  The  whole  country  is  cultivated, 
even  to  the  tops  of  the  mountains — banana,  coffee  and 
sago  plantati(»is,  cocoanut  groves,  flaming  poinciana 
regia  trees,  and  most  extensive  rice  fields.  The  latter 
are  beautiful  for  the  various  shades  of  green,  due  to 
the  different  stages  of  cultivation.  The  fields  are 
terraced  and  are  flooded  from  terrace  to  terrace.  In 
some  places  they  look  quite  like  amphitheaters.  The 
natives  work  in  them  by  thousands,  in  mud  up  to  the 
knees,  and  with  the  hot  sun  streaming  down  on  their 
backs.     But  they  seem  perfectly  contented. 

In  Garvet,  for  a  long  drive,  one  must  take  a  "moun- 
tain carriage."  This  is  a  two-wheeled,  two-seated 
conveyance,  drawn  by  three  ponies,  much  like  Shet- 
lands.  The  driver  sits  in  the  front  seat,  and  two  pas- 
sengers in  the  rear.  In  order  to  reach  your  place  you 
must  climb  over  the  driver's  seat,  after  a  two-foot  step 
up,  and  this  requires  some  gymnastics  for  those  of 
skirts.  A  low  top  also  offers  another  obstacle.  But 
once  you  are  in,  you  are  quite  comfortable.  We  had 
a  four  hours'  drive  in  one  to  a  lake,  from  which  a  fine 
view  of  the  active  volcano,  Papanje,  is  obtained.    We 
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were  taken  round  the  lake  in  a  novel  boat.  It  consisted 
of  a  covered  bamboo  raft,  resting  on  two  canoes.  It 
was  paddled  by  four  natives,  one  at  either  end  of  each 
canoe.  We  sat  in  state  on  chairs,  on  the  raft.  The 
lake  is  small,  but  very  pretty,  and  the  volcano  magnifi- 
cent. From  a  hilltop,  a  little  distance  from  the  lake, 
one  can  see  six  extinct  volcanoes,  surrounding  a  valley 
of  rice  fields  and  various  plantations. 

At  the  quaint  Hotel  W.  D.  Rupert,  in  Garvet,  we 
were  visited  by  various  groups  of  natives — ^women 
with  "sarongs"  for  sale,  men  with  fierce-looking  swords 
and  bows  and  arrows,  and  small  boys,  who  serenaded 
us  with  bamboo  instruments,  which  produce  a  simple, 
but  sweet,  melody.  When  we  drove,  we  were  pursued 
by  crowds  of  children,  shouting  for  pennies.

Each  initiate  will  be  assigned  to  a  Senior,  who  thereby 
assumes  a  double  responsibility — she  must  both  guide 
and  assist  the  Freshman  in  her  charge.  The  Senior 
will  advise  the  Freshman  in  all  social  and  academic 
matters,  will  assist  her  in  her  studies,  if  necessary, 
and  will  be  responsible  to  the  Fraternity  for  her 
welfare. 

In  order  to  establish  and  maintain  a  higher  standard 
of  scholarship,  we  will  not  initiate  until  a  satisfactory 
university  report  has  been  received,  and  a  monthly 
report  on  each  girl's  scholarship  will  be  made  to  the 
chapter. 

The  girls  grow  closest  together  at  the  little  gather- 
ings before  and  after  fraternity  meeting^  and  up  in 
Mrs.  Anderson's  big,  sunny  room,  always  open  with 
a  warm  welcome  to  us  all.

The  influence  of  the  life  in  the  sorority  house  is  one 
of  the  best  lessons  that  a  girl  away  from  the  care  of 
her  parents  can  have,  for  I  know  that  every  chapter 
of  Chi  Omega  that  is  fortunate  enough  to  have  a  chap- 
ter house  tries  to  live  up  to  the  "Symphony"  and  make 
the  life  in  the  home  ideal. 

Of  course,  many  obstacles  arise  that  dishearten  and 
discourage  the  staunchest  of  Chi  Omega  hearts.  But 
a  thought  of  the  meaning  of  our  colors  brings  hope 
and  comfort. 

Ever  since  Lambda  was  established  we  have  had  a 
chapter  house,  and  the  idea  has  been  to  make  it  as  near 
like  home  as  possible. 

Each  year  a  house-treasurer  is  elected  and  a  stew- 
ardess appointed,  a  chaperone  is  engaged,  and  with 
these  three  we  start  the  ball  rolling.  The  older  girls 
go  back  as  early  as  possible  in  the  fall,  and  "clean 
house,"  and  get  everything  in  running  order.  Then, 
when  every  one  comes  back,  there  is  a  happy  reunion, 
as  we  sit  about  on  our  half-unpacked  trunks  and  boxes 
discussing  the  events  of  vacation,  and  incidentally  plan- 
ning how  best  to  stow  away  the  surplus  finery.  The 
house  at  last  is  arranged  and  bedecked  in  all  the  glories 
of  new  hangings,  and  any  contributions  which  the  girls 
may  have  brought  back  with  them,  and  we  try  each 
time  we  come  to  bring  back  something  either  useful 
or  omamnetal,  for  the  home.    By  this  time  the  house 
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is  in  order  and  the  trials  of  the  stewardess  have  com- 
menced. She,  with  the  help  of  the  chaperone,  plans 
the  meals,  and  then  the  chaperone  orders  the  groceries 
and  oversees  the  kitchen.  We  employ  a  cook  and  a 
maid,  whose  salaries  are  paid  by  the  stewardess  from 
the  board  money.  We  pay  the  room  rent  to  the  house- 
treasurer,  who  in  turn  pays  the  rent  and  bills  for  gas 
and  water  and  such  expenses.  In  this  way  this  part  of 
the  finances  of  the  chapter  are  kept  entirely  separate 
from  the  business  of  the  Fraternity. 

Our  largest  jubilees  come  on  December  18,  our 
chapter's  birthday,  and  April  Fifth,  our  Founders'  Day. 
On  December  18  we  have  a  big  banquet,  and  after- 
ward a  Christmas  tree.  Some  time  before  the  date 
of  this  big  event  we  draw  slips,  each  of  which  has  the 
name  of  cme  of  the  girls  on  it,  and  then  each  buys  a 
gift,  not  exceeding  ten  cents,  for  the  sister  whose  name 
she  has  drawn.  With  appropriate  verses  these  are  tied 
on  the  tree,  and  Santa  Claus  distributes  them.  At  this 
time  the  alumnae  are  "invited"  to  send  presents  for 
the  house. 

On  April  Fifth  we  have  a  banquet,  and  the  Freshman 
"High  Jinks,"  which  is  the  treat  of  the  year. 

Every  other  year  we  give  our  large  "Spring  Party," 
when  we  try  to  have  all  the  old  girls  back  and  enter- 
tain them,  as  well  as  our  friends. 

Another  enjoyable  custom  with  us  is  our  banquet 
at  Kansas  City  on  the  evening  before  the  annual 
K.  U.  and  M.  U.  football  game.  These  affairs  are 
delightful,  for  we  are  at  our  gayest,  and  many  of  the 
"old  girls"  join  with  us  and  the  Kansas  City  Alumnae 
for  this  happy  fraternity  occasion. 

Almost  every  Sunday  during  the  year  we  have  com- 
pany for  dinner.  We  always  have  the  patronesses 
and  their  husbands  once  at  least,  and  then  as  many  of 
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the  faculty  as  we  can,  and  sometimes  some  of  the  uni- 
versity men,  and  other  fraternity  girls. 

Sunday  morning  is  always  a  happy  time  for  us,  for 
just  after  breakfast  we  gather  round  the  piano  and 
sing  and  play,  with  never  a  thought  of  an  eight-o'clock 
class,  the  bane  of  our  existence  at  K.  U. 

Regularly  every  Wednesday  evening  we  have  Bible 
study  with  some  one  of  the  Bible  teachers  in  the  Col- 
lege. This  lasts  about  thirty  minutes,  and  we  have 
found  it  very  beneficial.  In  our  busy  college  lives,  per- 
haps, we  are  prone  to  forget  Bible  study,  we  are  so 
busy  studying  other  texts. 

We  have  very  few  rules,  for  we  feel  that  our  girls 
are  old  enough  and  sensible  enough  to  govern  their 
conduct  in  "a  ladylike  and  student-like  manner."  One 
rule,  however,  is  that  callers  must  leave  at  ten-thirty 
and  the  girls  must  be  in  at  that  hour.  Exceptions  are 
made,  of  course,  for  parties,  but  we  are  allowed,  by 
Pan-Hellenic,  to  go  to  parties  only  on  Friday  and  Sat- 
urday nights. 

Our  Freshmen  always  answer  the  telephone  and 
take  turns  in  doing  it.  This  has  proved  an  excellent 
exercise  for  them. 

We  always  give  each  Senior  a  Chi  Omega  spoon, 
and  the  Seniors  in  turn  present  the  house  with  a  gift. 
This  year  we  were  surprised  by  a  set  of  sectional  book- 
cases. 

The  coming  year  of  1909-10  Lambda  is  going  to  live 
in  a  new  house,  and  we  would  be  most  happy  to  see 
any  of  our  sisters  there. 

The  Lambda  girls  lead  a  healthful  and  happy  life 
in  our  chapter  home,  and  we  are  thankful  every  day 
that  we  are  Chi  Omegas.

Our  first  words  in  the  August  issue  of  the  Eleusis 
shall  be,  as  was  the  case  in  the  May  number,  also,  upon 
the  subject  of  the  Manual  of  Chi  Omega.  Then  the 
book  was  promised ;  now  we  can  speak  of  it  as  a  real- 
ity. By  this  time  many  Chi  Omegas  have  perused  its 
pages,  and  doubtless  feel  better  conversant  with  Chi 
Omega  history  and  prouder  of  Chi  Omega  accomplish- 
ment than  ever  before.  We  have  not  heard  what  suc- 
cess the  Distributing  Agent,  Elizabeth  Risser,  has  had 
with  the  sale  of  the  book,  but  we  hope  it  has  been  good, 
not  only  because  we  want  the  Manual  to  pay  for  itself, 
but  because  every  Manual  purchased  means  a  loyal 
and  interested  Chi  Omega,  who  could  not  fail  to  have 
so  valuable  a  book  in  her  library. 

The  Manual  will  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  actives 
in  "rushing,"  for  to  see  the  facts  concerning  Chi 
Omega  written  down  in  a  book  will  probably  be  more 
convincing  to  the  wary  Freshman  than  the  encomi- 
ums heaped  upon  her  Fraternity  by  an  enthusiastic 
member — books  somehow  impress  most  of  us  with  a 
greater  sense  of  verity  than  spoken  assurances. 

It  may  be  that  some  of  our  readers  have  been  dis- 
appointed in  turning  to  the  catalt^^e  portion  to  find 
missing  the  alphabetical  list  of  all  Chi  Omegas,  and 
the  geographical  directory.  Now,  it  is  for  the  purpose 
of  explaining  this  omission  and  of  reassuring  the  dis- 
appointed ones  that  the  present  editorial  is  penned. 
It  will  be  remembered,  perhaps,  that  the  Manual  was 
4  >0S 
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prq)ared  under  heavy  stress,  the  time  allowed  the 
editor  for  writing  the  history  and  editing  the  cata- 
logue being  only  from  January  to  April.  We  found 
it  utterly  impossible  to  get  the  alphabetical  and  geo- 
g^phical  directories  correct  to  date  (the  data  was 
then  nearly  a  year  old)  if  the  book  was  to  be  ready 
for  sale  June  i.  We  decided,  therefore,  to  have  the 
Manual  contain  the  complete  history  and  the  bio- 
graphical catalogue,  as  complete  as  that  could  be  made 
at  the  time,  and  during  the  summer  to  finish  the  rest 
of  the  catalogue,  and  publish  it  as  a  pocket-edition 
supplement.  This  seemed,  moreover,  a  more  conve- 
nient form  for  a  residence  directory,  besides  reducing 
the  cost  of  the  Manual.  We  are  much  pleased  to 
state  that  this  plan  is  now  being  carried  out,  for  two 
faithful  Chi  Omegas  have  given  their  services  to  the 
work. 

Elizabeth  Risser  and  Ruth  Crozier,  of  Psi  Chapter 
and  Fayetteville,  Ark.,  are  preparing  this  supplement. 
It  will  consist :  First,  of  an  alphabetical  list  of  all  Chi 
Omegas  by  maiden  name,  married  name  in  paren- 
theses beside  it,  chapter  and  full  home  address;  sec- 
ond, of  a  geographical  directory,  showing  the  resi- 
dences of  Chi  Omegas  by  states  and  cities  or  towns. 
This  catalogue  will  be  supplied,  without  additional 
charge,  to  all  buyers  of  the  Manual,  and  it  will  be 
supplied  on  application  to  all  who  have  already  pur^ 
chased.  It  will  be  ready  for  distribution  September  i. 
Sisters  Risser  and  Crozier  are  endeavoring  to  make 
it  a  complete  and  correct  catalogue,  and  it  will 
undoubtedly  be  a  great  help  to  us  all  in  our  work. 


While  on  the  subject  of  the  Manual,  it  seems  fitting 
here  to  speak  of  the  deep  regret  felt  throughout  the 
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Fraternity  over  the  death  of  Geor^a  Shattuck.  Chi 
Omega  has  lost  c»ie  of  her  most  efficient  and  willing 
workers,  and  all  of  us  have  lost  a  noble  fraternity 
sister.  It  is  a  regret  to  us  that  she  did  not  see  the 
c<Hnpleted  Manual.  But  it  is  a  happy  thought  that 
the  Manual  will  stand  always  as  a  memorial  to  her, 
for  the  conception  and  inception  of  the  book  is  her 
own,  and  the  great  bulk  of  the  catalogue  work  is  the 
result  of  her  unremitting  toil.  Her  illness  alone  pre- 
vented her  from  completing  the  work  and  necessitated 
her  passing  it  over  for  other  hands  to  finish. 


The  new  draft  of  the  Constitution  and  Ritual  is 
being  {H-epared  by  the  Eleusis  editor  during  the  sum- 
mer, and  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  chapters 
l^  the  time  the  colleges  open  in  the  fall. 


The  year  that  has  passed  since  the  Chicago  Conven- 
tion shows  a  high-water  mark  of  progress  for  Chi 
Omega.    To  begin  with,  we  have  planted  our  standard 
bi  the  far  Northwest  at  an  opportune  time,  and  now 
our  territory  extends  to  the  four  comers  of  the  United 
States — Maine,  Florida,  California,  Washington — and 
we  cover  the  space  in  between  with  satisfying  regular- 
ity.    Besides  our  two  new  active  chapters  in  Wash- 
ington and  OregOTJ,  a  strong  alumnas  has  been  forr 
in  Miln^ukee,  Wis.    Our  chapter-roll  numbers  twcr 
four  active  chapters  and  fourteen  alumnx;  and  ' 
Omega  is  entering  only  her  fifteenth  year    of    a 
Internal  development,  likewise,  has  gone  on  well,  : 
Chi  Omega  machinery  has  for  the  most  part  wwl 
smoothly. 
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Among  our  accomplishments  for  the  year,  the  Man- 
ual may  be  named  as  one  of  the  greatest,  and  by  the 
fall  we  shall  have  ready  the  new  Constitution  and 
Ritual,  and  a  new  and  beautiful  Song-Book.  We  can 
be  thankful  for  the  year  just  past,  and  gain  from  it 
an  inspiration  for  greater  and  greater  achievement. 


Mary  C.  Love  Collins,  Delta,  is  finally  installed  as 
Managing  Editor  of  the  Eleusis.  We  rejoice  at  this, 
and  can  assure  our  subscribers  that  the  irregularities 
from  which  they  may  have  suffered  during  the  last 
six  months,  since  Mrs.  Brannigan's  resignation,  have 
come  to  an  end.  Our  volunteer  substitute  Business 
Manager,  Vesta  Lockwood  Watson,  did  splendid  work 
as  far  as  she  was  able  in  the  confusion  of  affairs,  but 
the  editor  happens  to  know  from  some  unopened  mail 
that  has  but  recently  come  into  her  hands  that  there 
were  some  persons  greatly  aggrieved  that  their  com- 
munications were  not  answered,  their  subscriptions 
not  receipted  for,  and  that  their  magazines  failed  to 
reach  them.  These  things  are  provoking,  certainly, 
and  we  are  very  sorry  they  occurred.  We  humbly 
apologize,  albeit  it  was  not  our  fault  but  misfortune.

The  past  term  has  been  a  very  busy  and  interesting  one. 
I  cannot  tell  you  of  all  the  events,  so  I  will  select  those  of 
most  interest  in  college  life  and  those  in  which  Theta  has 
been  most  interested. 

The  first  great  success  was  the  play  given  by  the  Parthenon 
Literary  Society  in  Commencement  Hall,  April  23.  The  play, 
entitled  "Mose,"  is  a  college  comedy  of  three  acts.  The  stage 
was  arranged  to  represent  a  typical  '*frat"  house,  in  which 
the  entire  scene  was  laid.  It  was  decidedly  clever,  and  if 
any  of  our  girls  are  planning  to  give  a  play  I  would  suggest 
that  they  read  **Mose"  before  making  a  decision.

On  Friday  at  noon  occurred  the 
first  "Linking^  ceremony  of  the  Sphinx  Fraternity.  Nothing 
similar  was  ever  seen  in  this  section  of  the  country  before, 
as  the  Sphinx  Fraternity  had  just  recently  come  into  exist- 
ence.

They  formed  a  secret 
society  Imown  as  the  "J-  &  R-'s"  and  once  in  a  while  we 
heard  from  them.  One  day  we  received  invitations  which 
read:  "Open  meeting  of  English  Club,  third  floor,  Saturday 
evening,  nine  o'clock."

PAULINE    LOEBER 


Pauline  Loeber,  youngest  child  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Frederick 
Loeber,  was  born  in  New  Orleans,  November  22,  1887.  Both 
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parents  died  while  she  was  still  a  child,  leaving  a  family  of 
two  sons  and  five  daughters,  all  of  whom  have  been  promi- 
nently connected  with  the  life  of  the  University  and  of  New 
Orleans.  The  eldest  daughter,  Corinne,  now  Mrs.  G.  W. 
Dunbar,  filled  the  office  of  S.  H.  in  Chi  Omega,  elected  at  the 
Memphis  Convention.  The  other  sisters  are  all  busy,  inde- 
pendent women,  there  being  two  doctors,  a  lawyer  and  a 
student  of  architecture  among  them.  All  are  active,  hdpful 
Chi  Omegas,  except  Dr.  Edith  Loeber,  who  never  attended 
Newcomb  College,  but  who  is  drawn  as  close  to  us  as  possible 
in  the  role  of  patroness. 

Pauline  received  her  early  education  at  St.  Simeon's  Con- 
vent, entering  Newcomb  High  School  in  October,  1899,  and 
graduating  there  in  1903.  She  matriculated  in  the  College 
in  the  fall  of  that  same  year,  and  was  promptly  initiated  into 
X  Q,  filling  various  offices  during  her  college  course;  that 
of  G.  H.  in  her  Junior  year.  Bad  health  forced  her  to  give 
up  some  of  her  studies,  and  she  became  a  special  student,  but 
the  Loeber  ambition  was  in  her  as  in  the  others,  and  by 
months  of  hard  work  she  made  up  all  her  conditions,  and 
donned  her  cap  and  gown  with  the  rest.  She  played  on  the 
basket  ball  team,  took  leading  parts  in  the  college  plays,  and 
filled  several  class  offices.  She  received  the  Bachelor's  degree 
May  29,  1907.  In  the  fall  of  that  year  she  made  her  formal 
debut  in  New  Orleans  society,  and  was  chosen  maid  of  honor 
by  one  of  the  most  prominent  Carnival  organizations.  Dur- 
ing her  second  season  her  popularity  was  great  as  ever.  In 
March  she  was  taken  ill  with  typhoid  fever.  Her  death  occurred 
on  April  9,  1909,  Good  Friday,  and  she  was  buried  on  Easter 
Sunday.  Her  death  was  an  unspeakable  shock  to  the  great 
majority  of  her  friends,  who  had  never  suspected  the  serious 
character  of  her  illness.  Pauline  was  a  tall,  dark  girl,  strik- 
ingly handsome,  with  an  unusually  sweet  contralto  voice  and 
a  most  engaging  manner.  She  made  many  friends  among 
Chi  Omegas  at  the  St  Louis  Convention,  in  1904. 

Her  family,  her  Fraternity,  her  friends,  all  feel  her  loss; 
all  differently,  all  acutely.

GEORGIA   SHATTUCK 

To  those  who  knew  her  only  impersonally  as  the  compiler 
of  the  Chi  Omega  Catalogue,  the  news  of  the  death  of  Sister 
Georgia  Shattuck,  on  June  15,  will  bring  a  feeling  of  sincere 
regret  that  the  Fraternity  has  'lost  such  a  capable  worker; 
to  those  who  met  her  at  the  Chicago  Convention  will  return 
a  sudden  memory  of  a  forceful,  congenial  character,  with 
whom  they  had  hoped  to  come  in  contact  again  at  many 
future  conventions.  But  to  those  of  us  who  knew  her  inti- 
mately, who  had  lived  and  worked  with  her  in  the  chapter- 
house, there  comes  a  sense  of  loss  and  of  deep  sorrow  such 
as  only  the  death  of  such  a  one  as  our  beloved  Sister  Georgia 
Shattuck  could  occasion.  "There  is  none  like  her,  none,"  and 
Nu  Chapter,  of  which  she  was  a  charter  member,  and  the 
Fraternity  in  general,  has  lost  a  sister  whose  place  no  one 
else  can  ever  fill. 

In  1900,  Georgia  Shattuck  left  her  home  in  Medford  to 
enter  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  where  she  very  soon  took 
a  prominent  part  in  all  the  important  activities  of  the  Univer- 
sity. During  her  four  years  there,  she  became  very  popular 
with  the  students  and  the 'faculty,  both  of  whom  recognized 
in  her  a  leader  who  stood  for  all  that  was  best  and  "squar- 
est"  in  college  life.  She  held  high  places  in  the  literary  and 
dramatic  organizations,  and  when  she  was  graduated,  in  1904, 
there  were  many  expressions  of  regret  that  she  could  not 
longer  take  part  in  affairs  in  which  she  had  done  such  good 
service. 

For  one  year  after  her  graduation  she  had  charge  of  the 
oratorical  work  in  Lawrence  University,  Appleton,  Wis.,  and 
then  was  offered  a  position  in  the  English  Department  of  the 
Eau  Qaire  High  School,  which  position  she  held  with  great 
credit  until  the  fall  of  1908,  when  she  came  to  Milwaukee  as 
head  of  the  English  Department  of  the  East  Division  High 
School.  Her  health,  not  at  all  good  when  school  opened, 
steadily  declined,  until  finally,  in  November,  her  doctor 
ordered  her  to  leave  her  work  temporarily  and  go  home. 
This  was  just  three  days  after  the  annual  luncheon  of  Nu 
Alunuue,  in  Milwaukee.  All  those  who  were  present  on  that 
happy  occasion  will  remember  distinctly  Sister  George's  part 
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in  that  day's  entertainment,  and  her  enthusiastic  plans  for 
the  formation  of  the  Milwaukee  Alumnae  Chapter.  She  was 
then  the  same  dear  old  George — frank,  just,  htmiorous,  in 
spite  of  the  fatal  disease  which  had  already  taken  deep  hold 
of  her. 

She  was  desperately  ill  all  winter,  and,  in  spite  of  all  efforts 
to  save  her,  she  finally  succumbed,  at  Commencement  time, 
leaving  a  host  of  friends  and  fraternity  sisters  to  mourn 
her  loss. 

As  the  tad  news  reaches  us,  we  all  look  back  to  the  time 
when  we  were  most  closely  associated  with  her,  and  we  see 
her  as  an  enthusiastic  member  of  the  local,  which  soon  obtained 
its  national  charter;  then  as  a  strong,  influential  Chi  Omega, 
accomplishing  much  toward  giving  the  new  chapter  a  secure 
place  among  the  other  fraternities  in  the  University;  and  then 
as  G.  H.,  guiding  and  helping  us,  her  younger  sisters,  with 
uncommon  understanding  and  judgment.  And  we  willingly 
accepted  her  guidance,  trusting  her  implicitly,  and  loving  her 
devotedly  as  we  did,  not  with  the  sentimental  adoration  some- 
times inspired  by  older  girls,  but  with  that  rarer  affection 
founded  on  deep  respect  and  loyalty. 

And  now,  even  as  we  are  bowed  with  poignant  grief  in  the 
loss,  we  are  again  uplifted  by  the  proud  recollection  of  having 
been  associated  with  such  a  noble  character,  and  by  the  real 
ization  that  the  memory  of  her   courage  and  dauntlessness 
will  remain  with  us  ever  as  an  example  and  a  guide. 

It  is  in  behalf  of  Nu  Chapter  of  Chi  Omega  that  I  extend 
heartfelt  sympathy  to  Georgia's  sorrowing  family,  and  espe- 
cially to  Sisters  Fredrica  and  Frances  Shattuck.

After  all  the  years  of  fraternity  development,  the 
question  of  expansion  vs.  exclusiveness  continues  to 
absorb  a  good  deal  of  energy.  Now,  aristocracy,  espe- 
cially the  inherent  sort,  is  a  very  fine  thing.  It  is  so 
unafraid  of  others,  so  sure  of  itself.  But  exclusive- 
ness is  counterfeit.  It  is  bom  of  fear — ^and  "fear," 
some  one  has  said,  "is  our  biggest  devil." 

The  two  following  extracts  force  this  question: 
When  will  social  evolution  get  us  to  the  point  where 
one  and  the  same  person  shall  not  infrequently  com- 
bine pleasant  manners  and  a  genius  for  fellowshiping 
along  with  the  now  national  characteristic,  "getting 
things  done:" 

Who  and  what  like  was  the  best  Beta  you  ever  knew  in 
your  undergraduate  life?  Do  you  ever  ask  yourself  that 
question?  I  do,  not  infrequently.  And  the  answer  is  rather 
enlightening.  For  my  best  Beta — ^yours,  too,  I  fancy — is  not 
necessarily,  though  it  may  in  some  cases  happen  to  be,  the 
most  active,  zealous,  energetic  chapter  and  fraternity  worker 
of  the  crowd.  At  least,  he  must  be  something  more  and 
something  elementally  greater  than  that.  I  think,  on  the 
whole,  our  best  Beta  will  prove  to  be  he  who  combined  most 
happily  these  two  characteristics;  first,  a  taste  for  and  some 
progress  in  a  broad,  general,  all-around  culture,  as  distin- 
guished from  a  lack  of  any  real  culture  on  the  one  hand,  and 
from  a  narrow  or  specialized  culture  on  the  other;  and,  sec- 
ond, a  genius  for  friendship,  as  distinguished  both  from  a  lik- 
ing for  solitude  and  a  craving  for  popularity. — From  "The 
Gentle  Art  of  Being  a  Beta,"  in  B^a  Theta  Pi 
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This  is  a  critical  time  in  the  life  history  of  many  of  the 
chapters.  The  artistocratic  tendencies  of  the  members  of 
many  of  the  chapters  have  increased  and  so  inflnenced  the 
actions  of  the  chapters,  as  a  whole,  that  to  a  certain  extent 
they  have  lost  their  democratic  character.  There  must  be  a 
return  to  democratic  principles,  or  we  fear  that  the  chapters 
will  become  merely  social  clubs,  and  will  no  longer  embrace, 
as  heretofore,  a  fair  majority  of  the  men  prominent  in  col- 
lege affairs.  The  tendency  in  the  chapters  which  we  have  in 
mind  is  to  secure  men  of  small  mental  caliber  and  of  pleas- 
ant manners  and  good  family,  rather  than  those  who  have 
less  social  training,  but  who  have  brains  and  energy. — Beta 
Theta  Pi;  Scroll  of  ♦  A  6. 


FRATERNITY  EDFTORS  DINE 

We  believe  this  dinner  was  the  most  significant  inter- 
fraternity  function  that  has  yet  been  held.  It  was  gratifying 
that  at  this  first  dinner  fourteen  out  of  the  nineteen  academic 
fraternity  journals  were  represented.  Although  the  occasion 
was  purely  social  in  its  nature,  the  interchange  of  ideas  was 
stimulating  and  beneficial  to  each  of  us.  With  such  close 
students  of  the  fraternity  system  as  Mr.  Baird,  Mr.  Birdseye 
and  Mr.  Tombo  present,  it  was  natural  that  the  discussions 
led  by  them  should  be  of  importance  and  value. — Rainbow  of 
ATA. 


It  would  be  fortunate  if  dormitory  and  fraternity- 
house  furnishings  were  of  the  simplest.  Otherwise, 
our  colleges  and  our  fraternities  are  like  to  harbor  a 
goodly  number  in  the  class  with  those  people  who 
register  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria — just  possibly  for  the 
sake  of  the  stationery — ^and  dine  at  one  of  Child's 
"slot"  restaurants. 

*  ♦  ♦  Physical  ease  does  not  stimulate  mental  alertness.  When 
our  ahimni  see  that  the  luxuries,  which  their  pride  and  gen- 
erosity provide  for  the  college  youth  of  to-day,  are  a  mere 
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temptation  to  waste  of  time;  when  our  fraternity  houses 
become  in  reality  a  substitute  for  natural  home  life,  instead 
of  pretentious  clubs,  then  only  may  we  expect  a  return  to 
good  scholarship. — Miss  Walker,  Editor  of  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta,  in  Lyre  of  A  X  0. 


In  the  fraternity  world,  where  sentiment  and  feel- 
ing count  for  so  much,  there  is  a  new  trend  in  "organ- 
ization." A  trend  which  promises  to  save  fraternities 
from  a  fate  that  can  overtake  the  gentlest  and  even  the 
best  of  causes — over-organization.  In  the  future  devel- 
opment of  the  fraternities  the  personal  element  will 
offset  the  machine-like  features. 

For  two  or  three  years  past  Gii  Psi,  through  the  influence 
and  financial  backing  of  its  alumni,  has  maintained  in  New 
York  City  a  central  office  in  charge  of  a  traveling  secretary, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  in  constant  touch  with  the  sixteen 
active  chapters  of  the  Fraternity,  and  to  aid  them  in  every 
possible  way  in  their  development. 

According  to  Mr.  Garence  F.  Birdseye,  of  New  York  City, 
whose  influence  largely  led  to  the  maintenance  of  a  central 
office  and  a  traveling  secretary,  the  latter,  in  order  to  right 
conditions  in  a  chapter,  has  lived  with  it  as  long  as  six  weeks 
at  a  stretch;  and  in  some  instances  he  has  supervised  the 
transfer  of  Chi  Psis  from  a  strong  chapter  to  a  weak  chapter, 
that  the  latter  might  be  built  up  by  the  introduction  of  good, 
trained  material.  In  this  way  the  chapters  at  California  and 
Lehigh  were  strengthened  considerably  when  conditions  there 
were  bad. 

The  secretary,  who  receives  a  salary  of  $2,000  a  year,  is 
nominally  under  the  control  of  the  committee  having  the 
fratemit/s  central  office  in  charge;  but  in  reality — ^since  he 
is  supposed  to  know  Chi  Psi  conditions  better  than  any  other 
member  of  that  fraternity — ^what  he  recommends  to  his 
superiors  is  invariably  concurred  in,  with  this  result,  that  Chi 
Psi,  to  all  practical  intents  and  purposes,  has  the  most  highly 
centralized  system  of  chapter  government  and  supervision  of 
any  fraternity  to-day. 
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In  this  connection  it  may  be  of  interest  to  Kappa  Sigma 
to  learn  that  within  the  last  few  weeks  The  Caduceus  has 
observed  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  several  fraternities  to 
establish  closer  supervision  of  their  active  chapters  and  to 
centralize  the  general  work  in  the  hands  of  amply  paid  sec- 
retaries. Led  by  the  president  of  Delta  Upsilon,  an  alumni 
committee  of  forty-eight  is  now  perfecting  plans  that  may 
give  to  that  fraternity  a  permanent  salaried  secretary,  who 
will  be  authorized  to  keep  a  close  supervision  of  the  chapters 
somewhat  after  the  manner  of  Chi  Psi's  traveling  secretary. 
In  a  letter  to  the  Sigma  Chi  Quarterly  a  prominent  member 
of  that  fraternity  suggests  the  creation  of  a  new  office  called 
secretary  to  the  triumvirs;  "employ  a  man  to  give  all  his  time 
to  this  work,  and  pay  a  reasonable  salary,  say  $2,500  per 
year;"  and  he  further  suggests:  "Have  every  chapter  visited 
once  a  year  by  the  praetor  of  the  province  and  once  a  year 
by  one  of  the  grand  officers."  The  younger  element  of  Zeta 
Psi  is  working  for  the  establishment  of  a  central  office  in 
New  York  City,  with  a  permanent  secretary  in  charge;  this 
office  and  the  secretary's  work  to  be  modeled  largely  after 
Chi  Psi's  experiment.  And  again  the  following  paragraph 
is  taken  from  the  conclusion  of  the  annual  report  of  Phi 
Kappa  Psi's  secretary: 

"There  seems  to  be  a  general  desire  to  have  visitations  by 
the  officers  or  archons  to  the  several  chapters.  Some  of  the 
districts  provide  the  traveling  expenses  for  archonial  visits, 
but  in  other  districts  this  is  too  much  of  a  burden  because  of 
distance.  Nothing  serves  to  reveal  the  inner  life  of  a  chap- 
ter as  well  as  personal  acquaintance  and  observation.  Every 
member  of  the  executive  council  would  be  better  able  to 
advise  and  help  the  several  chapters  could  they  know  them  in 
their  chapter  life.  Suggestions  as  to  how  such  visitations 
may  be  made  would  be  timely. — Caduceus  of  K  2. 

In  support  of  some  similar  plan  for  A  K  £  comes 
this: 


There  is  no  fraternity  which  has  not  some  chapters  which 
are  at  times  weak  in  comparison  with  its  best  ones.  There 
is  no  chapter  in  any  fraternity  which  has  not  experienced 
times  of  depression ;  there  are  many  which  have  seen  very  low 
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tides.  What  they  have  needed  in  such  a  crisis  was,  not  an 
executioner,  but  a  physician  who  knew  the  symptoms  of  the 
disease  and  the  remedy  to  be  applied. — Quarterly  of  A  K  B. 


We  are  indebted  to  the  Alpha  Phi  Quarterly  for  a 
paragraph  from  "The  College  Sorority  as  a  Substi- 
tute for  the  Woman's  Dormitory,"  delivered  at  the 
Sixth  General  Convention  of  the  Religious  Education 
Association,  by  Mrs.  Woodward,  adviser  of  women  in 
the  University  of  Wisconsin.  In  connection  with  the 
paragraph  we  offer  that  a  larger  democracy  will,  very 
probably,  not  be  attained  in  our  respective  schools 
until  college  men  and  women  have  grasped  the  spirit 
of  a  bigger  democracy  between  the  colleges  them- 
selves. Idealism  is  realized  by  deduction,  not  by 
induction — applying  the  larger  spirit  to  the  smaller 
opportunity — ^seeing  that  the  stars  shine  quite  as  much 
for  a  ten-acre  patch  as  for  a  forty-nine-acre  one.  In 
fact,  until  we  get  in  touch  with  the  sweep  of  the 
purposes  and  the  possibilities  of  the  whole  college 
world,  our  contributions  to  our  respective  schools  will 
be  local,  not  national,  in  tone. 

In  our  country,  class  is  not  fixed,  and  the  university  is  a 
great  clearing-house  for  prejudice;  no  one  has  had  full  serv- 
ice from  his  Alma  Mater  who  has  not  felt  the  liberating  dem- 
ocratic touch  which  she  can  give.  Girls,  with  their  intensely 
personal  point  of  view,  enslaved  to  the  class  in  which  they 
are  reared,  suspicious  of  unfamiliar  types,  need  this  touch 
for  their  soul's  salvation  . 


It's  quite  true,  isn't  it? 

The  complaint  against  chapter  activity  only  when  money 
is  needed  is  so  common  that  the  cap  fits— generally.    Let  the 
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chapters  do  something^  for  alumni  once  in  a  while,  and  the 
alumni  will  very  quickly  and  gladly  do  as  they  are  done  by. — 
Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly. 


The  following  statistics  are  interesting,  but  we  pre- 
sent them  with  a  word  of  caution.  Figures  come 
nearest  finality  on  the  stock  exchange  and  in  the 
graveyard.  Elsewhere  they  tell  little,  and  some- 
times nothing,  of  the  intangible  element  which  is 
back  of  all  the  benefits  and  makes  for  upwardness. 
Nevertheless,  there  is  a  class  to  whom  numerals  are 
as  satisfying — and  deceitful — ^as  states-made  curios 
in  foreign  shops  are  to  inexpert  tourists: 

In  1907-1908  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  had  twenty-five  elections 
to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  from  her  twenty-nine  chapters.  Chapters 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  are  maintained  in  twenty-one  colleges 
where  Theta  has  chapters.  Theta's  contingent  came  from 
eight  chapters. — Arrow  of  H  B  ♦. 


Fraternities  are  countenanced  at  Dartmouth  under  the  fol- 
lowing restrictions:  Fraternity  men  may  not  dine  in  their 
houses;  no  more  than  fourteen  men  may  room  in  any  one 
fraternity  house;  no  intoxicants  shall  be  permitted  in  fra- 
ternity lodge  halls  or  houses.  By  another  rule,  all  mention  of 
fraternities  to  members  of  the  entering  class  is  forbidden, 
prior  to  a  day  familiarly  known  as  "Qiinning  Day." — Sigma 
Chi  Quarterly. 


A  hint  to  show  how  educators  feel  about  woman  suf- 
frage may  be  gleaned  from  votes  recently  taken.  Of  the 
seventy-nine  Northwestern  University  professors  who  voted, 
fifty-seven  favored  giving  woman  the  ballot,  and  those  who 
were  averse  to  her  enfranchisement  were  largely  so  on 
account  of  a  reluctance  to  women  plunging  into  the  filth  of 
present-day  politics.  Among  1,000  educators  recently  inter- 
viewed by  a  Boston  suffrage  advocate,  forty-nine  per  cent

favored  the  enfranchisement  of  women,  twenty-three  per 
cent  were  non-committal,  and  twenty-eight  were  opposed.  At 
the  University  of  Chicago  ninety  professors  were  asked  to 
state  their  position  on  the  question  of  municipal  suffrage  for 
women.  Sixty-hve  replied,  and  all  but  two  favored  giving 
woman  the  right  to  vote. — From  "American  Educational 
Review,"  in  Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 


Chapter-houses  owned  by  sororities  are  as  follows:  K  A  6, 
five  houses  and  two  lodges ;  II  B  ^,  four  houses  and  one  lodge ; 
r  ♦  B,  four  houses;  A  ♦,  three  houses,  A  r  and  K  K  r, 
each  two  houses ;  A  X  Q  and  X  O,  each  one  house.  Of  these, 
A  «,  A  r,  r  «  B,  K  A  e,  n  B  «,  and  K  K  r  own  houses  at 
both  Stanford  and  Wisconsin.  Twelve  leading  sororities, 
with  241  chapters,  own  twenty-five  houses,  and  rent  eighty- 
three. — Delta  Chi  Quarterly, 


Stanford  University,  as  those  familiar  with  university  edu- 
cation are  aware,  has  a  very  rigid  system  of  dropping  from 
college  students  whose  work  is  not  up  to  the  required  stand- 
ards. Last  year  eighteen  and  three-tenths  per  cent  of  the 
men  failed.  An  analysis  of  these  figures  shows  that  twenty- 
eight  per  cent  of  the  fraternity  men  failed,  while  only  twelve 
per  cent  of  the  fraternity  men  were  in  that  class.  Failures 
among  the  women  were  relatively  few,  and  of  these  the 
percentage  of  sorority  women  was  actually  less  than  that  of 
the  women  who  live  in  the  non-sorority  dormitory. — Phi 
Gamma  Delta. 


Commencement  Day  at  Columbia  University,  on  June  2, 
saw,  as  has  been  the  case  for  several  years,  a  large  gathering 
of  the  alumni  of  the  University.  Exercises  began  at  10:30 
a.  m.,  with  the  usual  program,  which  closed  at  about  noon. 
The  procession  of  trustees,  faculty,  and  students  then  marched 
to  Hamilton  Hall,  to  dedicate  the  new  memorial  clock, 
which  has  been  placed  there  by  the  class  of  '84,  College,  in  cele- 
bration of  its  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  graduation.  Then 
came   the   annual    meeting   of   the   alumni,   preceded   by    a 
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luncheon  in  the  Gymnasium.  After  the  luncheon  occurred 
the  dedication  of  the  remodeled  South  Field,  which  has  been 
made  over  into  a  full-sized  baseball  and  football  field,  as  a 
gift  of  the  class  of  '84,  Mines,  and  '99,  College  and  Science, 
the  latter  to  celebrate  its  decennial  anniversary.  A  baseball 
game  with  Syracuse  was  arranged  for  three-thirty,  fol- 
lowing the  dedication  of  the  field.  In  the  evening  at  seven 
o'clock  the  alumni  had  a  beefsteak  dinner  in  the  com- 
mons, where  many  classes  were  well  represented,  and  after 
dinner  there  were  band  concerts  and  various  alumni  activities. 
The  gathering  of  the  alumni  was  one  of  the  greatest  seen 
on  Momingside  in  years,  for  alumni  have  been  coming  back 
to  the  University  in  greater  numbers  each  year  since  the  per- 
manent home  was  established,  and  now  that  the  field  is  ready 
for  celebrations,  and  there  is  room  for  all  who  come.  Com- 
mencement Day  at  Columbia  is  at  last  a  real  gathering  of  the 
sons  of  the  University. 

The  Gamma  Chapter  of  the  honorary  fraternity  of  Phi 
Lambda  Upsilon  has  been  established  at  Columbia.  Mem- 
bership is  to  limited  chemists  and  chemical  engineers  in  the 
faculty,  graduates,  and  advanced  students  in  chemistry  and 
chemical  engineering. 

Professor  Button,  of  Teachers*  College,  Columbia  Univer- 
sity, has  accepted  the  invitation  of  Prof.  Dr.  Brogger,  of  the 
University  of  Christiana,  Norway,  to  lecture  at  that  univer- 
sity as  a  representative  of  the  American- Scandinavian  Society.

KAPPA  ALPHA  THETA  COUNCIL 

The  broader  spirit  of  fraternity  life  was  nicely  shown 
by  the  Grand  Council  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  on  July  3. 
It  was  the  Saturday  preceding  the  fraternity's  biennial 
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convention,  and  it  speaks  greatly  for  a  big  and  gen- 
erous outlook  that  the  council  sought  to  bring  together 
all  the  national  officers  of  women's  fraternities  who 
might  be  living  in  or  near  Chicago.  The  occasion  was 
a  luncheon  given  by  the  council  at  the  Chicago  Beach 
Hotel.  The  thoughtful,  kindly  purpose  of  it  all  brought, 
on  the  one  hand,  pleasure  through  association,  and  on 
the  other,  benefit  from  the  interchange  of  ideas  con- 
cerning the  fraternity  and  the  college  world.  Chi 
Omega  was  represented  at  the  luncheon  by  Wendla 
McCaskey,  acting  S.  M. 
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THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  OREGON 

The  University  of  Oregon  was  established  by  an 
act  of  the  state  legislature  October  19,  1872,  and 
located  at  Eugene  with  the  condition  that  Lane  County 
present  the  state  with  buildings  and  grounds  to  the 
value  of  $SO'000-  This  was  a  difficulty  not  able  to 
be  met,  therefore  an  extension  of  time  had  to  be  asked 
from  the  legislative  assembly  until  1874.  Then  kind 
friends  met  the  situation  and  Deady  Hall,  named  for 
Matthew  P.  Deady,  President  of  first  board  of  regents, 
was  completed.  There  was  still  a  machanics'  lien  of 
$11,000  to  be  paid,  and  here  Henry  Villard  became 
connected  first  with  the  University  by  giving  his  per- 
sonal check  for  the  amount.  The  University  opened 
September,  1876,  and  the  first  class  was  graduated  in 
1878. 

At  first  the  equipment  was  small  and  the  course  of 
study  limited  to  literary  lines ;  but  with  the  addition 
of  the  engineering,  scientific,  and  technical  courses, 
the  curriculum  was  enlarged  and  broadened.  The 
Law  School  was  established  in  Portland  in  1884,  and 
the  Medical  School  in  1887,  owing  to  the  larger  advan- 
tages in  practise  work  and  observation.  As  the  high 
schools  of  the  state  were  built  up,  the    preparatory 
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course  was  gradually  shortened  until  it  was  dropped 
altogether  in  1904. 

An  elective  course  of  study  has  been  developed 
until  a  practically  elective  system  of  undergraduate 
work  with  a  major  requirement  not  to  exceed  one- 
third  of  120  semester  hours  is  the  result. 

The  University  is  growing  rapidly,  having  1,000 
students  registered  in  all  departments,  compared  to 
the  600  of  two  years  ago.  The  yearly  appropriation 
from  the  state  of  $125,000,  with  the  standing  income, 
raises  its  resources  to  about  $150,000.  This  places  the 
school  on  a  sound  financial  basis  and  helps  it  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  growing  state. 

Happy,  indeed^  is  the  location  of  the  campus,  and 
perhaps  few  come  to  Oregon  who  do  not  feel  the 
atmosphere  of  culture  and  refinement  that  fairly 
envelopes  one.  Large  trees  grow  everywhere,  oak, 
fir,  and  cedar,  and  give  one  the  impression  of  being 
in  the  woods,  though  the  lawns  and  garden  remind, 
one  that  careful  attention  is  g^ven  this  wood.  The 
walls  of  Deady,  Villard,  and  McClure  halls  are  being 
overgrown  with  vines,  which  look  beautiful  now,  as 
their  red  contrasts  with  the  gray  of  the  buildings. 
Mechanics'  Hall,  Timber-testing  Station,  Men's  Dormi- 
tory, Men's  Gymnasium,  Women's  Gymnasium,  Johnson 
Hall,  the  Library,  Collier  Hall  the  home  of  President 
P.  L.  Campbell,  make  up  the  buildings.  Mary  Spiller 
Hall,  the  women's  dormitory,  is  the  first  of  a  series 
of  cottages  which  will  take  the  place  of  the  usual  large 
dormitory.  Situated  on  a  slight  rise  of  ground,  the 
buildings  show  up  well  among  the  trees  and  have  a 
familiar,  friendly  look,  as  if  they  had  been  friends  to 
the  students  from  time  immemorial.  Perhaps  it  is  this 
feeling  which  has  given  birth  to  the  "Oregon  spirit" 
which  has    led   the    University  to  victory  in   almost 
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everything  she  has  undertaken.  It  is  Oregon  spirit 
that  has  built  the  college  and  made  every  alumnus  true 
and  loyal  and  as  eager  as  any  undergraduate  to  sing: 

Here's  to  U.  of  O. 
May  she  ever  grow, 
Prosper  and  flourish — 
Truth   ever  nourish — 
To  all  eternity.

THE  LOVINGxCUP  WINNER 

Phi  Alpha  wears  the  Laurel  Wreath!  At  last  all 
university  grades  have  been  obtained  and  the  Supreme 
Governing  Council  can  make  the  first  award  of  the 
Loving  Cup  offered  at  the  last  Convention  to  the 
chapter  making  the  highest  average  in  fraternity  and 
college  work.  Phi  Alpha  was  the  only  chapter  last 
year  that  met  all  Chi  Omega  requirements  perfectly; 
the  grades  on  both  university  and  fraternity  studies  and 
examinations  were  high.  Thus  Phi  Alpha  Chapter,  at 
George  Washington  University,  Washington,  D.C.,  has 
gained  the  highest  average  and  will  have  the  great  honor 
of  holding  the  Prize  Loving  Cup  through  the  next  year 
certainly,  or  until  some  other  chapter  can  attain  a 
higher  standard  of  proficiency  in  the  requirements  of 
the  contest.  The  honor  to  Phi  Alpha  is  the  greater 
because  the  race  was  close.  Beta,  Sigma,  Delta,  and 
Theta  coming  next,  in  the  order  named,  with  high 
averages. 

And  now  the  contest  is  on  again  for  another  year, 
and  each  Chi  Omega  chapter  has  an  equal  chance  for 
success. 
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THE  spmnr  of  the  national  pan^hellenic 

The  May  Eleusis  printed  "National  Pan-Hellenic 
Achievements  in  Seven  Years,"  as  prepared  by  L.  Pearle 
Green,  Secretary  N.  P.  C,  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendation  of  the  Conference,  "that  an 
enumeration  of  its  concrete  results  be  printed  in  each 
fraternity  magazine."  The  conclusion  of  that  report 
contains  this  sentence : 

"The  breadth  of  these  present  activities,  touching 
all  phases  of  college  life,  as  contrasted  with  the  avowed 
purpose  of  the  1902  (first)  Conference  to  'discuss 
pledging  and  rushing,  suggesting  a  set  of  by-laws 
for  the  amelioration  of  existing  rushing  conditions,' 
is  the  best  proof  of  the  progressive  usefulness  and 
strength  of  this  organization,  so  characteristic  of  the 
very  finest  fraternity  spirit." 

I  went  to  the  Eighth  National  Pan-Hellenic  Con- 
ference (substituting  for  Jobelle  Holcombe)  with  sym- 
pathy for  the  "progressive  usefulness"  and  with  faith 
in  the  "spirit"  of  the  Conference;  I  returned  with 
sympathy  increased   and   faith   unshaken. 

In  the  word  "conference"  lies  much  of  the  reason 
for  support  of  the  Pan-Hellenic  movement.  It  is  not 
a  dictatorial  gathering  of  a  few  women ;  it  is  a  coming 
together  of  representatives  of  a  certain  class  of  fra- 
ternities to  reason  about  certain  problems.  Now, 
cognizance  of  these  problems  has  been  taken  because 
fraternity  women  realize  that  they  are  college  women 
and  that  the  fraternity  should  stand  to  make  them 
a  bigger  and  a  finer  sort  of  college  women.  In  the 
first  place,  pettiness  and  distrust  and  unwholesome 
competition  between  rivals  had  become  so  nauseatingly 
ghastly  as  to  bring  about  the  call  to  ameliorate  "rush- 
ing conditions." 
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**Rushing!"  What  a  field  for  the  analyst!  It  tries 
temper  and  temperament,  especially  the  former;  it 
interferes  with  college  work;  it  alienates  crowds  of 
girls  from  each  other,  and  leads  to  unhealthy  ostenta- 
tion. And  all  because  of  the  burning  desire  to  win. 
Now,  that  desire,  in  itself,  is  commendable;  but  for 
a  season  it  stumbled  into  byways.  So,  fraternity 
leaders  consulted  together  with  a  view  to  getting  it 
back  into  pleasant  paths — that  is,,  to  inject  a  sports- 
manlike spirit  into  it ;  to  give  bigness  and  fineness  and 
sweetness  and  strength  a  chance  really  to  show  them- 
selves; not  to  separate  but  to  draw  crowds  of  girls 
together,  because  to  alienate  one's  self  from  one's  fel- 
lows is  contrary  to  sound  social  principles;  and  to 
cultivate  the  charm  of  simplicity  and  genuineness. 

But  these  ideals  cannot  be  confined  to  stamping  out 
rushing  evils,  nor  are  they  just  for  fraternity  life — no; 
nor  for  college  life.  They  fit  in  any  wholesome  scheme 
of  living.  In  short,  the  Conference  recognized  that 
to  change  a  custom  one  must  be  supported  by  ideals 
to  which  the  better  and  finer  side  of  our  natures  is 
always  responsive.  And  the  things  that  appeal  to  that 
side  are  not  things  of  a  day.  Indeed,  they  glow  more 
richly  and  softly  with  the  passing  of  the  years.  So,  to 
this  periodical  matter  of  rushing  were  brought  ideals 
that  touch  the  whole  of  one's  life.  From  that  it  was 
but  a  step  for  the  Conference  to  seek  a  scope  that 
would  touch  our  Nation's  upbuilding. 

College  men  and  women  need  to  grip  this  national 
conception,  or  rather  to  be  gripped  by  it.  On  reading 
French  or  English  history,  one  is  struck  with  the 
fact  that  the  historian  turns,  in  each  epoch,  to  the 
university,  to  show  how  the  times  are  reflected  therein. 
Future  historians  of  America,  discussing  this  era,  will 
turn  to  the  colleges  and  the  universities  as  a  mirror  of 
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our  times.  If  it  appear  that  college  men  and  women 
were  not  striving  for  healthy  things^  it  will  be  nat- 
ural to  conclude  that  colleges  and  fraternities  were 
not  potent  factors  in  the  Nation's  upward  trend, 
and  that  the  Nation  itself  was  having  a  slothful  period. 

The  Conference  is  in  favor  of  scholarship.  That 
is,  students  should  take  enough  work  to  make  their 
being  in  college  a  sound  business  proposition.  They 
should  try  to  succeed  in  that  work  as  they  should  try 
to  succeed  in  any  business.  In  addition  to  this  business 
phase  of  scholarship,  there  is  another  and  still  more 
important  one — ^the  culture  to  be  had  out  of  books. 

The  Conference  is  very  strong  in  its  support  of 
college  activities.  Not  that  fraternity  women  may 
gain  this  or  that  or  the  other  honor,  but  by  working 
with  people  (instead  of  with  a  few  intimates)  and 
through  people  in  their  college  days  students  gain  their 
preliminary  training  for  sharing  and  helping  in  the  best 
things  in  the  life  out  of  college.  The  big  social,  eco- 
nomic, and  cultural  problems  waiting  for  brave  hearts 
and  strong  hands  and  clear  brains! 

But  there  is  another  side  to  college  activities — ^they 
all  involve  more  or  less  play.  None  of  that  and  all 
work  may  make  a  scholar,  but  not  an  all-round  man  or 
woman.  Moreover,  sportsmanlike  conduct  grows  out 
of  healthy  play.  Very  privately,  I  fancy  that  the  Con- 
ference is  rather  in  favor  of  fun.  One  couldn't  have 
any  other  suspicion  when  within  earshot  of  their 
<lining-table  talk,  however  exacting  and  laborious  the 
work  within  the  conference  room.  Then,  there  was 
the  Pan-Hellenic  Luncheon,  c^en  to  all  fraternity 
women  in  Chicago.  One  hundred  were  present,  as  a 
tribute  to  their  respective  fraternities  and  to  Greek  life. 
The  fraternities,  with  their  ideals,  are  the  organized 
force  that  should  act  as  a  leaven  in  the  puzzling  matter 
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of  the  use  to  which  the  whole  great  army  of  college 
women  might  best  put  their  lives. 

I  have  tried  to  show  the  spirit  of  the  Conference 
and  some  of  the  things  for  which  it  stands.  Its  spirit 
is  a  composite  of  the  spirit  of  the  fraternities  which 
form  it,  and  the  fraternities  individually  believe  in  the 
things  the  Conference  advocates.  The  broad  individ- 
uality of  no  fraternity  is  sacrificed. 

Now,  is  there  discord  in  the  local  Pen-Hellenic? 
It  is  not  the  fault  of  the  National  Pan-Hellenic,  nor 
is  it  a  sign  of  failure.  It  is,  and  I  say  it  thoughtfully, 
a  sign  that  a  group  or  groups  of  girls  have  not  only 
not  realized  the  large  things  which  the  Conference  is 
striving  for,  but  they  have  not  even  caught,  under- 
standingly,  the  big,  fine  things  for  which  their  own 
fraternities  stand.

Impressions  It  was  a  hot,  dusty  day  in  September 
of  as  the  train  crawled  into  a  small,  dingy 

Rushing  station.  I  was  alone,  homesick,  and 
discouraged.  All  along  the  line  students 
had  been  getting  on  the  train.  Each  new  crowd  was 
hailed  rapturously  by  their  friends.  As  we  got  off 
the  car  every  one  seemed  to  be  with  friends  or  look- 
ing for  them.  I  realized  more  forcibly  than  ever  that 
there  was  not  a  single  familiar  face  in  all  that  crowd. 

As  I  stood  looking  around  me  with  rather  a  lost 
expression,  a  bright-faced  little  girl  spoke  to  me  and 
asked  me  if  I  were  a  new  student.  As  I  confessed 
to  the  fact  she  offered  to  help  me  find  the  University 
and  Woman's  Hall.

I  was 
delighted  to  have  some  one  to  help  me,  as  I  had  often 
heard  that  there  was  enough  red  tape  about  registering 
to  entangle  even  the  Seniors.  About  this  time  I  began 
to  be  impressed  with  the  idea  that  the  old  girls  were 
extremely  nice  to  the  new  ones.  It  really  made  me  feel 
ashamed  when  I  remembered  how  indifferently  I  had 
treated  the  new  girls  at  boarding  school.

significance.  She  is  on  the  border-line, 
working  and  being  proved  in  order  to  show  herself 
worthy  of  fraternity  life.  She  cannot  appreciate  the 
true  meaning  of  this  trial  until  after  initiation,  and 
considers  it  all  just  so  much  hazing  which  must  be 
endured  this  year,  but  which  may  be  repaid  to  next 
year's  Freshmen. 

Probably  none  of  us  will  ever  forget  our  pledge 
days.  It  was  the  time  when  we  were  taught  to  see 
ourselves  in  a  new  light  and  to  do  many  unaccus- 
tomed things.  To  be  a  pledge  means  that  when  the 
phone  rings  it  says,  "Come,  answer  me,  Fresh;"  that 
when  the  door-bell  is  heard  some  one  sweetly  remarks, 
"I  think  there  is  somebody  at  the  door,"  which,  being 
interpreted  is,  "Go  answer  it."  The  pledge  must 
promptly  and  silently  obey.  This  is  not  so  easily  done, 
especially  when  it  is  the  rule  of  silence.  During  the 
week  before  initiation,  the  Freshman's  life  at  the 
chapter  house  is  scarcely  one  of  luxurious  ease.  At 
that  time  all  the  terrors  of  pledgedom  are  experienced. 
For  us  breakfast  was  the  one  meal  where  there  was 
any  alleviation  of  our  troubles.  At  luncheon  and  at 
dinner  we  only  dared  speak  when  spoken  to.  If  a 
poor  pledge  was  asked  any  question  she  had  to  make 
some  such  intelligent  reply  as  "Jack's  gone,"  or 
another  might  have  to  say,  "Oh,  thou  sublime,  sweet 
evening  star."  Often,  vaudeville  performances  were 
given.  Some  read  essays  on  foolish  subjects,  which 
were  severely  criticised  for  failing  in  all  the  rules  of 
grammar  and  rhetoric;  musical  individuals,  who  usu- 
ally can't  carry  a  tune,  rendered  an  elaborate  pro- 
gram of  the  latest  popular  songs;  and  the  poor  little 
pledglings  performed  for  that  august  body  of  elders 
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many  new  and  graceful  dances  and  other  instructive 
and  amusing  *'stunts."  At  last  there  was  the  mock 
initiation,  when  many  crazy  things  were  done  which 
the  pledges  enjoyed  and  appreciated  (?)  as  much 
as  the  older  girls. 

"What  good  does  all  this  silly  excitement  do?"  is 
a  question  often  asked.  There  are  several  arguments 
for  and  against  it.  The  pledge  learns  the  valuable 
lesson  of  self-control.  Running  endless  errands,  hear- 
ing in  silence  criticisms  of  her  pet  follies,  and  being 
obliged  to  appear  foolish  in  her  own  eyes  and  the  eyes 
of  the  older  girls,  are  often  severely  trying  to  the 
temper,  and  its  control  is  necessarily  learned.  Further- 
more, a  girl  generally  comes  to  college  with  a  pretty 
good  estimation  of  herself.  This  opinion  is  certainly 
not  diminished  during  the  rushing  season.  Sometimes 
she  seems  to  consider  that  she  is  doing  the  sorority  a 
favor  by  pledging  herself,  instead  of  being  extremely 
honored  to  have  been  invited  to  join.  It  is  difficult 
to  train  a  Freshman  imbued  with  this  idea,  but  if  she 
can  be  made  to  feel  her  subordination,  the  task  of 
making  her  see  and  correct  her  small  faults  is 
simplified. 

Yet,  what  girl  who  is  worth  while  would  not  be 
"game"  enough  to  do  all  and  more  to  be  one  in  so 
excellent  a  Fraternity?  These  trials  make  us  appre- 
ciate our  membership.  It  is  well  known  that  what  is 
easily  obtained  is  not  valued  nearly  so  highly  as  that 
for  which  we  have  striven  or  for  which  we  have 
endured.  After  initiation  it  takes  a  little  while  for  us 
to  adjust  ourselves  to  the  new  relationship.  How- 
ever, we  soon  learn  to  look  back  with  a  smile  on  the 
many  funny  recollections  of  our  pledge  days;  but 
we  press  our  pins  closer  against  our  hearts  and  are 
deeply  happy  to  be  a  Sister  in  Chi  Omega.

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UNITED  CONFEDERATE  CHOIRS  OF  AMERICA 

One  of  the  most  unique  and  interesting  club  move- 
ments of  recent  date  is  the  organization  of  the  United 
Confederate  Choirs  of  America.  It  is  unique  in  that 
it  is  a  semi-military  organization  for  girls,  the  various 
officers  being  given  military  titles,  these  titles  being 
used  as  suffix  only.  It  is  interesting  in  that  its  object 
is  to  revive  the  old-time  war  melodies  that  cheered 
the  heart  of  the  southern  soldier  during  the  troublous 
seige  of  the  sixties.  But  better  than  being  either 
unique  or  interesting,  it  is  benevolent  in  its  purpose, 
not  alone  in  giving  financial  aid  to  the  needy  soldiers, 
but  in  giving  simple  pleasure  to  all  the  aged  heroes 
of  an  unsuccessful  struggle.  Their  ranks  are  thinning 
daily,  and  only  a  few  years  are  left  in  which  the  sur- 
vivors of  this  fierce  combat  may  be  honored  as  living 
heroes.  This  is  the  object  of  the  Confederate  Choirs — 
to  cheer,  comfort,  and  honor  the  Confederate  soldier 
while  living,  and  to  assist  in  the  services  in  memory 
of  the  dead.  A  beautiful  idea,  this,  and  worthy  of 
its  noble  originator,  Col.  William  H.  Stewart,  former 
commander  of  the  Grand  Camp  of  Virginia  Veterans. 
He  appointed  as  commander-in-chief  of  the  choirs 
Mrs.  J.  Griff  Edwards,  of  Portsmouth,  Va,,  one  of 
the  most  talented,  loyal,  and  enthusiastic  Daughters 
of  the  Confederacy.  Her  enthusiasm  is  infectious. 
Through  her  inspiring  work,  new  chapters  have  sprung 
up  like  magic  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of 
the  Southland,  until  within  two  years*  time  over 
twenty-five  chapters  have  been  organized,  with  mem- 
bership varying  from  ten  to  twenty-eight.  The  choirs 
were  incorporated  and  made  national  at  the  Richmond 
Confederate  Reunion,  June,  1907,  the  first  choir  having 
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made  its  appearance  in  uniform  at  the  one  hundredth 
anniversary  of  Gen.  Robert  E.  Lee,  at  old  Trinity 
Church,  Portsmouth,  Va.  At  the  reunions  at  Rich- 
mond, Birmingham  and  Memphis,  Mrs.  Edwards 
has  appeared  with  her  army  of  Dixie  singers.  She 
herself  has  electrified  her  audiences  by  her  marvelous 
rendition  of  that  immortal  song,  "Dixie,"  winning 
for  herself  the  title  of  "Queen  of  Southern  Song." 
Her  father  entered  the  Confederate  service  at  the 
age  of  eleven  as  a  drummer.  His  soldierly  bearing 
attracted  the  attention  of  Jefferson  Davis,  President 
of  the  Confederacy,  who  presented  the  lad  with  a 
sword. 

It  is  a  goodly  sight  to  see  these  southern  song- 
stresses, clad  in  official  vestments  of  Confederate  gray, 
singing  the  good  old  songs  of  long  ago,  such*  as 
"Dixie,"  "Bonnie  Blue  Flag,"  "Maryland,  My  Mary- 
land," "Massa's  in  the  Cold,  Cold  Ground,"  and  "Old 
Uncle  Ned."  It  is  a  treat  CMie  never  forgets,  whether 
one  be  of  northern  or  southern  extraction.  While  a 
vocal  qualification  is  necessary  for  membership,  one 
may  possess  the  voice  of  an  angel  and  not  be  eligible 
unless  one  loves  the  songs  of  the  South  and  the  prin- 
ciples for  which  they  stand.  Now  that  the  conditions 
which  fostered  them  are  changed,  the  quaint  old  melo- 
dies are  in  danger  of  passing  into  oblivion.  They 
should  be  preserved  as  part  of  the  folklore  of  a 
united  nation.  Love  of  home,  love  of  patriotism,  can 
know  no  defeat,  and  the  songs  of  Dixie  are  not  minor 
chords,  but  resonant,  strong,  true  to  memories  that 
are  glorious  and  deeds  that  are  splendid.  The  motto 
of  the  order  is  "Song  forbids  glorious  deeds  to  die." 
The  seal  is  that  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America, 
and  the  badge,  shown  on  the  official  pin,  is  the  second 
flag  of  the  Confederacy,  known  as  "the  stainless  flag," 
aloft  in  a  star-studded  heaven. 
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Chapters  of  Confederate  Choirs  can  be  founded  wher- 
ever there  exists  a  camp  of  Confederate  Veterans,  or 
Sons  of  Veterans,  or  chapters  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  Confederacy,  or  of  the  Southern  Memorial  Asso- 
ciation. They  can  be  made  auxiliary  to  any  of  the 
above  organizations,  and  charters  can  be  had  by 
applying  to  Mrs.  J.  Griff  Edwards,  421  London 
Street,  Portsmouth,  Va. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  Chi  Omegas  to  know  that 
Lucy  Byrd  Mock,  Psi,  who  founded  Chi  Chapter  of 
Chi  Omega,  our  first  extension,  was  the  first  to  plant 
a  chapter  of  the  Confederate  Choirs  west  of  the 
Mississippi.  In  1907  she  organized  a  choir  in  Fayette- 
ville,  Ark.,  the  home  of  the  mother  chapter  of  Chi 
Omega.  Her  rank  is  that  of  major-general,  while 
three  other  Chi  Omegas  hold  the  following  state 
offices :  Eutha  Harris,  second  brigadier-general ;  Rena 
Shore,  quartermaster-general;  Eileen  Hamilton,  state 
treasurer.  Not  contented  with  her  achievements  in 
Arkansas,  Sister  Byrd  Mock  organized  a  fine  choir 
in  St.  Louis  as  auxiliary  to  the  camp  of  Confederate 
Veterans  in  that  city.  Her  choir  attracted  much 
favorable  press  comment  from  the  leading  St.  Louis 
periodicals,  regardless  of  politics,  as  is  shown  by  the 
following  comment  from  the  Censor,  a  St.  Louis 
weekly  whose  editor  is  a  northern  man :  "Mrs.  A.  D. 
Chappell,  one  of  the  queen  bees  of  the  Morning 
Choral  Club,  is  the  director  of  the  recently  organized 
Confederate  Choir.  What  splendid  words  are  those — 
'Confederate  choir!'  How  the  old  melodies  of  the 
South  will  tingle  in  our  ears,  recalling  sad  memories, 
but  firing  new  flames  of  patriotism,  when  we  hear  this 
splendid  band  of  women  sing  the  old,  familiar  songs  I 
They  will  appear  at  all  Confederate  reunions  and  at 
the    funerals    of    southern    veterans.       Miss    Grace 
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McCuIlock,  the  well-known  singer,  is  captain.  How 
jaunty  and  patriotic  the  girls  will  look,  with  their 
gray  jackets  and  brass  buttons,  red  shoulder  sashes, 
and  soft  gray  hats!  The  choir  is  making  its  first 
appearance  to-day  at  the  celebration  of  Jefferson 
Davis's  birthday.  All  hail  to  the  new  Confederate 
Choir  of  St.  Louis !  Why  did  not  some  one  think  of  it 
before?  They  did  not,  but  waited  for  Miss  L.  Byrd 
Mock  to  come  up  here  from  the  South  and  bring 
the  idea  with  her.  Miss  Mock  is  herself  not  only  a 
musician,  but  a  composer,  who  has  written  some 
charming  music." 

The  crowning  effort  of  Sister  Byrd  Mock's  work 
for  the  choirs  is  the  establishment  of  a  Confederate 
choir  in  Washington,  our  National  Capital.  Mrs. 
McDuffie  has  been  appointed  captain  of  this  choir, 
which  boasts  a  membership  of  twenty-eight  of  Wash- 
ington's fairest  daughters  and  sweetest  singers.

AN  EXCURSION  TO  MACAO 

Gem  of  the  Orient,  earth  and  open  sea, 
Macao !  that  in  thy  lap  and  on  thy  breast 
Hast  gathered  beauties  all  the  loveliest 
O'er  which  the  sun  smiles  in  his  majesty. 

Unfortunately,  one  can  never  live  over  again  first 
impressions;  so  I  am  not  going  to  attempt  a  sketch 
of  life  in  Hong  Kong,  fearing  not  to  do  justice  to 
its  beauty  and  novelty  from  too  long  a  residence. 

Last  week  a  party  of  us  paid  a  visit  to  Macao, 
especially  interesting  as  the  pioneer  European  settle- 
ment in  China.  It  is  situated  on  the  western  shores 
of  the  estuary  of  the  Canton  River,  about  forty  miles 
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from  Hong  Kong.  You  would  be  surprised  to  find 
how  very  comfortable,  clean,  and  commodious  are  the 
river  boats.  One  hears  so  much  about  the  dirt  of 
China  and,  goodness  knows!  there  is  enough;  but  at 
least  the  boats  are  clean. 

Macao  was  colonized  early  in  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury by  the  Portuguese,  at  that  time  the  most  pro- 
gressive maritime  nation  in  Europe,  and  to  them  must 
be  given  the  credit  of  first  opening  up  the  vast  com- 
mercial resources  of  all  China  to  European  nations 
and  of  first,  in  conjunction  with  the  Chinese  gov- 
ernment, clearing  the  West  River,  which  had  for 
many  years  been  infested  with  pirates. 

Until  the  colonization  of  Hong  Kong  by  the  British 
in  1841,  Macao  remained  the  most  important  seaport 
in  China,  but  with  the  growth  and  development  of 
the  English  colony,  with  its  vastly  superior  harbor, 
and  the  gradual  decrease  in  influence  and  power  of 
Portugal,  the  commercial  value  of  Macao  has  declined. 

We  found  Macao  a  quaint  little  town,  with  crum- 
bling, crooked  streets;  white  and  gray  houses  gay 
with  blue,  pink,  red,  and  green  porcelain  tiles; 
numerous  broad  squares  or  public  parks,  shaded  by 
oleanders,  feathery  bamboos,  and  permeated  with  the 
sweet-scented  flowers,  characteristic  of  the  southern 
races.  The  gardens  surrounding  the  governor's  sum- 
mer palace  were  especially  beautiful.  I  felt  quite  at 
home  among  the  many-colored  hollyhocks,  and  did 
enjoy  the  unusual  bright  coloring,  which  was  sharply 
emphasized  when  contrasted  with  the  dingy  Chinese 
background. 

Crumbling,  dilapidated,  moss-covered  convents  and 
churches  abound,  all  speakini^:  of  a  day  that  is  past 
and  seeming  strangely  incongruous  in  a  far-away  spot 
on  the  edge  of  China. 
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In  1774  a  terrible  typhoon  destroyed  all  but  the 
front  wall  and  twin  towers  of  what  must  have  been 
the  most  magnificent  cathedral  in  China.  As  we 
gazed  on  the  ruins,  I  could  not  help  but  picture  the 
awful  losSy  ruin,  and  devastation  which  generally 
follow  in  the  wake  of  those  mighty  windstorms. 

To  the  tourist  Macao  is  generally  known  as  the 
Monte  Carlo  of  the  Orient.  Gambling  is  one  of  the 
ruling  passions  of  the  Chinese,  seemingly  encouraged 
by  the  Portuguese  government,  since  every  freedom 
is  given  them  to  indulge  in  their  favorite  pastime. 

For  ways  that  are  dark 
And  tricks  that  are  vain. 
The  heathen  Chinee  is  peculiar. 

The  gaming  houses  are  in  the  hands  of  a  syndicate 
which  pays  the  local  government  a  large  sum — one 
guide  said,  $1,000  a  day.  "Fantan"  is  the  favorite 
game,  and  myriad  are  the  victims  who  stake  their  all. 
We  visited  one  of  the  larger  establishments  and  saw 
one  poor  fellow  sacrifice  his  watch,  hoping  to  "pull 
even,"  I  suppose.  The  Macao  lottery  is  also  well 
known  and  well  patronized  all  over  China.  It  is  pos- 
sible to  win  a  million  dollars  for  a  15-cent  ticket,  and 
they  say  that  the  poorest  coolie  or  sampam  woman 
never  fails  to  purchase  the  monthly  ticket  which  may, 
perchance,  raise  them  from  extreme  poverty  to  gfreatest 
wealth. 

Before  closing  I  must  add  that  one  of  the  most 
profitable  industries  of  Macao  is  the  manufacture  of 
firecrackers.  We  were  shown  through  a  factory  and 
the  process  explained.  Mostly  women  are  employed, 
earning  the  huge  sum  of  15  cents  a  day.  Great  quan- 
tities of  these  crackers  are  exported  to  our  own  United 
States,  though  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  nation 
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who  seemingly  take  more  delight  in  the  exploding  of 
crackers  and  in  the  making  of  hideous  noises  generally 
than  the  Chinese.

CHAPTER^HOUSE  LIFE  AT  IOTA 

Iota  has  always  had  a  chapter  house,  which  has 
always  been  called  "Chi  Omega  Hall."  For  the  last 
three  years  the  chapter  has  leased  a  larger  eleven-room 
house,  one  block  from  the  campus.  We  are  truly  on 
fraternity  row,  the  Phi  Kappa  Psis,  Alpha  Tau  Ome- 
gas, Delta  Tau  Deltas,  Sigma  Chis,  and  Sigma  Alpha 
Epsilons  being  our  close  neighbors. 

We  are  buying  our  own  furniture,  and  each  year  add 
improvements.  This  year  the  returning  girls  found 
the  house  embellished  by  a  new  window  seat,  dining 
table,  porch  swing,  piano  bench,  and  the  hall  and  dining 
room  freshly  papered.  Mable  Hull  sent  a  dozen  Chi 
Omega  napkins,  beautifully  embroidered  by  herself — 
the  gift  of  several  alumnae.  At  the  opening  of 
school  a  plate  shower  was  held,  adding  a  number  of 
pretty  plates  to  our  plate-rack  collection.  A  kitchen 
shower  is  also  sometimes  held,  bringing  new  culinary 
utensils.  Gifts  from  our  alumnae  usually  consist  of 
checks.    We  have  practically  all  necessary  furnishings. 

The  girls  pay  their  board  to  our  chaperone,  Mrs. 
Hilsman,  and  she  pays  the  household  expenses  with 
this.  A  committee  of  three  girls  confers  with  her 
monthly  about  accounts.  Our  Dean  of  Women  fre- 
quently visits  the  house  and  consults  with  the  chap- 
erone, and  occasionally  calls  together  all  the  chap- 
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erones  to  confer  with  her.  If  every  chapter  of  Chi 
Omega  had  such  a  treasure  as  Mrs.  Hilsman  they 
would  find  that  their  household  machinery  would  run 
smoothly,  indeed.  Never  can  we  repay  all  that  Mrs. 
Hilsman  has  done  for  us,  and  we  dread  to  think  of 
the  time  of  parting  with  her.  When  other  fraternities 
change  from  year  to  year,  we  congratulate  ourselves 
upon  the  compliments  we  receive,  that  she  is  the  best 
chaperone  at  Texas. 

The  house  rules  and  the  Dean's  rules  for  approved 
boarding-houses  are  posted  in  the  upper  hallway. 
These  are  similar  to  those  found  in  most  chapter 
houses.  We  have  monthly  dues,  but  no  fines.  How- 
ever, one  effective  custom  we  observe  is  to  place  all 
books,  hats,  wraps,  etc.,  left  in  the  reception  hall  or 
parlor,  in  the  *'pound,"  a  large  closet  under  the  stair- 
way, and  the  girls  have  to  pay  to  redeem  this  property. 
As  the  Pan-Hellenic  Association  here  has  forbidden 
all  social  functions  among  the  girls'  fraternities  during 
the  first  term,  we  have  grown  into  the  habit  of  keep- 
ing quiet.  On  the  first  Saturday  night  of  each  month, 
the  girls  observe  "Open  House,"  receiving  their  new 
friends  from  eight  until  eleven.  Refreshments  at 
these  affairs  are  forbidden.  During  the  warm  south- 
ern moon-lit  nights  of  last  spring,  Iota  transfered  the 
scene  of  action  to  the  gallery  and  lawn,  where  rugs, 
pillows,  and  Japanese  lanterns  made  things  cosy.  On 
Sundays,  for  dinner,  new  friends  and  girls  from  other 
fraternities  are  invited.  A  large  dinner  is  always  held 
on  Thanksgiving,  after  the  game,  where  friends 
belonging  to  the  teams,  and  others,  are  invited  to 
break  training. 

On  Founders'  Day  Iota  always  has  a  picnic  supper 
at  Pease  Park,  and  enjoys  dancing  in  the  pavilion. 
Christmas  is  a  jolly  time,  too.    A  tree  is  always  deco- 
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rated  with  gifts,  accompanied  by  humorous  verses,  and 
this  distribution  is  thoroughly  enjoyed.  This  year  Iota 
intends  inaugurating  a  party  for  Chi  Omega  men 
cousins  and  brothers,  a  number  of  whom  are  attending 
the  University. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  most  pleasant  part  of 
fraternity  life  is  here,  as  elsewhere,  spent  in  the  chap- 
ter house.  I  cannot  do  better  than  to  quote  from  the 
Pi  Phi  Arrow: 

"Blessings  on  the  chapter  house!  Though  its  roof 
may  leak  or  its  furnace  smoke,  though  its  landlord 
may  scold  or  its  mortgage  clamor,  it  will  always 
stretch  its  wings  to  cover  just  one  more  homesick 
freshman  or  old  alumna,  and  it  can  hold  more  good 
times  than  all  the  marble  halls  that  ever  were  built  in 
Spain."

KAPPA  AT  HOM&MAKING 

Perhaps  a  short  sketch  of  Kappa's  chapter  life  may 
be  of  practical  interest  to  others  who  have  been  wrest- 
ling with  the  chapter-house  problem.  Experience  is  the 
best  teacher,  we  have  all  been  told,  but  it  is  also  a 
hard  teacher,  and  occasionally  it  is  a  pleasant  relief  to 
profit  by  the  experiences  of  others. 

Kappa's  chapter  life  has  been  running  smoothly  this 
year.  We  are  especially  fortunate  in  having  with  us 
as  chaperone  Mrs.  Hunt,  the  mother  of  one  of  our  own 
girls.  She  is  a  true  house-mother,  and  the  spirit  of 
harmony  prevails,  which  is  essential  to  successful  fra- 
ternity life. 

Our  officers  were  elected  the  middle  of  last  year, 
so  that  they  were  familiar  with  their  duties,  and  were 
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able  to  take  hold  readily.  Election  at  this  time  we 
have  found  of  great  advantage,  as  the  maintenance 
of  system  and  order  is  of  primary  importance  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

We  have  fitted  up  one  of  our  parlors  with  our  chap- 
ter pictures  as  a  regular  chapter  room  in  which  to 
hold  the  weekly  fraternity  meeting.  This  room  is 
intended  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  girls,  that  is, 
house  rules  forbid  the  entertainment  of  callers  here 
on  school  nights.  Furthermore,  a  supervisor  is  ap- 
pointed to  see  that  silence  is  maintained  so  that  the 
girls  may  study  here  without  interruption. 

Our  table  is  run  by  one  of  our  Domestic  Science 
girls,  who  is  proving  to  our  satisfaction  the  practica- 
bility of  her  course.  She  attends  to  all  the  ordering, 
the  payment  of  bills,  and  is  general  manager  of  the  rest 
of  the  housekeeping  branch  of  the  Fraternity. 

After  dinner  in  the  evening  it  is  a  custom  for  the 
girls  to  remain  downstairs  for  a  half  hour  or  so  of 
social  time  together.  But  at  seven-thirty  the  piano  can 
no  longer  be  played,  and  all  unnecessary  noise  must  be 
stopped. 

In  the  entertainment  of  our  town  girls  and  the 
girls  of  other  societies,  we  are  introducing  the  plan 
of  making  dinner  Friday  evening  and  Sunday  a  special 
occasion.  In  this  way  the  girls  can  make  a  particular 
effort  to  be  home  and  at  leisure  so  that  the  time  can 
be  devoted  more  entirely  to  the  guests.

Mrs.  Martin  feels  that  her  book,  which 
is  absolutely  up  with  the  times,  has  a  real  mission,  if 
false  accounts  like  that  mentioned  are  given  out  to  the 
public  as  authentic. 

Chi  Omegas  certainly  wish  to  be  intelligent  and 
well  posted  Greeks,  and  we  hope  that  the  Handbook 
will  find  a  generous  purchase  among  our  members.

KATHRYN  PEACHEY  AGREE  RYLAND 

Born  January  31,  1881.    Died  October  29,  1909 
(Extract  from  the  Lynchburg  [Va.]  News) 

Mrs.  Kathryn  Acree  Ryland,  formerly  a  student  at  the 
Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College,  who  was  unusually  popu- 
lar and  beloved  when  studying  there,  died  yesterday  evening 
at  Danville,  death  coming  after  an  operation  for  appendicitis. 
As  Miss  Kathryn  Acree,  the  deceased  was  well  known  to  a 
large  number  of  residents  of  the  city  during  her  college  days, 
and  she  frequently  visited  among  friends  and  relatives  in  the 
city  since  graduating. 

The  Danville  Register  to-day  had  this  to  say  regarding 
Mrs.  Ry land's  death: 

"Mrs.  Kathryn  Acree  Ryland,  wife  of  Mr.  Thomas  H. 
Ryland,  died  at  the  General  Hospital  yesterday  afternoon 
about  six  o'clock,  following  an  operation  for  appendicitis  per- 
formed last  Tuesday.  Mrs.  Ryland  was  getting  along  nicely 
until  Thursday  morning,  when  complications  set  in  and  all 
that  loving  hands  and  medical  skill  could  do  was  done,  but 
to  no  avail,  and  her  spirit  winged  its  flight  to  realms  above. 

"Mrs.  Ryland  was  bom  in  this  city  in  1881,  and  has  spent 
practically  her  entire  life  here,  where  she  was  known  and 
beloved  by  a  large  circle  of  friends  and  acquaintances. 
Deceased  was  an  honor  graduate  of  the  Woman's  G>llege, 
Lynchburg.  She  was  united  in  marriage  to  Mr.  Thomas  H. 
Ryland,  December  19,  1906. 

"Mrs.  Ryland  was  the  only  daughter  of  Mrs.  Leah  R.  Acree, 
her  father,  the  late  E.  F.  Acree,  a  prominent  and  widely- 
known  warehouseman  of  this  city,  having  preceded  her  to  the 
grave  several  years  ago.     Besides  her  mother  and  husband, 
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Mrs.  Ryland  is  survived  by  two  brothers,  Messrs.  Russell 
Acree,  of  Darlington,  S.  C,  and  Robert  F.  Acree,  of  Danville. 
"The  funeral  will  be  held  Sunday  afternoon  at  four  o'clock 
from  the  First  Baptist  Church,  of  which  she  was  a  devoted 
member." 

** Beautiful  Evelyn  Hope  is  dead!" 

These  words  of  Browning's  poem  have  come  to  me  over 
and  over  since  the  news  of  the  death  of  Kathryn  Acree 
Ryland  reached  me.  Beautiful  is  the  only  word  that  would 
describe  her.  Beautiful  she  was  in  appearance,  in  mind,  and 
in  character — sweet  and  lovely  and  good  in  every  relation  of 
her  life,  as  friend,  daughter,  and  wife— perhaps  too  lovely  for 
this  earth  of  ours,  and  fit  only  for  heaven. 

She  entered  Randolph-Macon  in  iSgy,  and  it  was  a  year 
later  that  I  knew  her  at  college — ^not  intimately  that  first  year, 
but  only  as  the  girl  voted  the  most  beautiful  in  college,  and 
as  one  beloved  and  admired.  But  the  next  year,  happily 
for  me,  we  became  close  friends,  and  it  is  due  to  that  fact  that 
I  have  the  privilege  of  being  a  charter  member  of  Sigma 
Chapter.  For  it  was  through  Kathryn  Peachey  Acree  that 
Chi  Omega  entered  Randolph- Macon.  She  is  the  first  of 
Sigma's  six  charter  members,  and  the  third  member  of  the 
chapter  whose  name  is  transferred  to  the  Omega  roll.  She 
was  an  active  member  of  Sigma  three  years,  taking  her  A.B. 
Degree  in  June,  1902.  While  in  college  she  was  one  of  the 
most  prominent  students  along  every  line  of  college  life. 
For  her  beauty  she  was  admired,  for  her  intellectual  ability 
respected,  for  her  sweetness  of  nature  beloved.  After  leaving 
college  she  made  the  home  of  her  adoring  father  and  mother, 
of  whom  she  was  an  only  daughter,  happier  than  it  had  been 
since  she  was  an  absentee,  and  Danville's  society  and  intel- 
lectual life  was  enriched  by  her  permanent  residence.  She 
kept  up  her  studies  on  her  return  home  by  attendance  in 
classes  at  the  Randolph -Macon  Institute,  located  in  Dan- 
ville, where  she  also  assisted  to  some  extent  in  the  work  of 
the  English  Department.  The  summer  of  1904  she  spent  in 
European  travel.  At  Christmas,  1905,  she  experienced  a 
heavy  bereavement  in  the  death  in  her  father,  to  whom  she 
was  attached,  it  seemed,  by  more  than  the  ordinary  bonds  of 
affection.  On  December  19,  1906,  she  was  married  to  Mr. 
Thomas  Hite  Ryland,  of  Virginia,  and   since  that  time  she 
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and  Mr.  Ryland  had  made  their  home  in  Danville  with  Mrs. 
Acree,  and  to  her  mother  Kathryn  was  always  the  sweetest 
and  truest  of  daughters  and  companions.  The  three  short 
years  of  her  married  life  have  been  full  of  happiness  and 
beauty.  It  seems  as  though  there  were  everything  in  life  to 
make  her  happy,  and  all  that  she  meant  in  the  lives  of  those 
who  loved  her  can  only  be  known  by  the  aching  hearts  she 
has  left  But  it  is  good  to  have  known  and  loved  one  so 
beautiful,  pure,  and  sweet;  and  that  God  ever  allowed  her  in 
this  world  at  all  is  a  circumstance  that  must  make  glad  and 
thankful  the  hearts  in  whom  her  memory  lives.

As  you  grow  old,  and  yet  keep  up  the  steady  grind  at  the 
job  life  has  found  for  you,  or  thrust  upon  you,  the  recollec- 
tion of  a  few — even  a  very  few  real  friends  scattered  here 
and  there  in  the  world,  who  date  back  to  college  days,  and 
whom  you  know  to  be  unchanged  and  unchangeable  by  sep- 
aration, or  silence,  or  the  flight  of  time,  is  like  a  polar  trav- 
eler's recollection  of  the  treasure  and  supplies  he  has  buried 
in  secret  places  against  the  perils  of  the  return  journey.

When  once  we  rid  ourselves  of  the  notion  that  the  fra- 
ternity is  just  a  form  of  association  for  boys,  and  realize  that 
whether  the  fraternity  wishes  or  not,  it  is  becoming  a  moral, 
intellectual,  and  educational  force,  we  shall  find  the  field 
wide  enough  for  any  ambition.— Z>e//a  Upsilon  Quarterly, 

Dean  Clark,  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  declares 
that  the  fraternities  of  Illinois  have  been  a  powerful 
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influence  for  good.  Dean  Reed,  of  Michigan,  has 
been  reported  by  the  Chicago  Tribune  as  accusing 
'*the  fraternities  of  fostering  immorality,  drunkenness, 
and  poor  scholarship,  and  Dean  Reed  says  he  has  been 
misquoted.  President  Schuman,  of  Cornell,  is  respon- 
sible for  the  following : 

I  am  greatly  in  favor  of  fraternities,  and  have  on  many 
accasions  defended  them  here  at  Cornell  It  is  because  I 
believe  in  them  that  I  want  you  to  know  the  evils  that  exist, 
that  you  may  stop  them. 

Guard  against  competing  to  have  a  larger  and  more  iux- 
uiious  house  than  any  other  on  the  campus.  It  is  not  easy 
for  men  to  work  when  their  purpose  is  mainly  to  live  in  fine 
houses,  to  have  a  good  time,  and  to  give  what  is  left  to  the 
professors.  The  university  does  not  exist  for  thsit—Caduceus 
of  Kappa  Sigma, 


The  proposed  Pan-Hellenic  union  and  the  conditions 
attending  the  call  for  it  merit  not  a  little  thoughtful- 
ness. 

At  one  of  the  sessions  of  the  sixth  general  convention  of 
the  National  Religious  Education  Association,  held  in  Chi- 
cago, February  10-12,  the  subject  for  discussion  was  "The 
College  Fraternity  as  a  Factor  in  the  Moral  and  Religious 
Life  of  Students."  Among  the  speakers  was  Dr.  Guy  Potter 
Benton,  ^  A  6,  President  of  Miami  University,  who  read  a 
paper  on  "The  College  Fraternity  as  an  Ally  in  Maintaining 
Institutional  Standards."  Another  speaker  was  Mr.  C.  F. 
Birdseye,  X  4^,  author  of  "Individual  Training  in  Our  Col- 
leges," and  "The  Reorganizations  of  Our  Colleges."  Other 
speakers  on  the  program  were  Dean  T.  A.  Gark,  of  Illinois ; 
Prof.  E.  H.  Lindley,  of  Indiana,  and  Prof.  W.  A.  Scott,  of 
Wisconsin.  The  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  intro- 
duced by  Mr.  G.  D.  Kimball,  2  A  E,  and  seconded  by  Presi- 
dent Hunt,  A  A  ^,  of  Denison,  were  adopted  unanimously 
by  the  convention: 

"Whereas,  This  is  the  first  national  meeting  of  any  educa< 
tional  association  where  the  question  of  the  college  fraternity 
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has  had  a  prominent  and  conspicuous  place  in  its  delibera- 
tions ;  and 

**Whereas,  There  are  gathered  here  the  representatives  of 
seventeen  of  the  great  national  fraternities;  and 

"Whereas,  There  are  many  phases  of  fraternity  economics 
which  we  believe  are  of  a  kindred  character  in  all  the 
Greek-letter  fraternities  and  could  be  adjusted  by  well  defined 
principles  applicable  to  all;   therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  national  conference 
that  a  Pan-Hellenic  union  of  all  Greek-letter  fraternities  is 
expedient  and  advisable;  and  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  bring 
about  such  a  union,  and  that  the  organization  under  whose 
auspices  this  gathering  is  assembled  shall  be  requested  to  take 
such  action  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  accomplish  such 
a  TesMlV—Scroll  of  Phi  Delta  Theta. 


Now,  in  the  midstof  all  the  talking  and  all  the  plan- 
ing, it  is  restful  and  inspiring  to  hear  again  the  heart's 
note  in  this  whole  great  problem.  The  evils  that  have 
grown  up  out  of  the  spirit  of  competition  on  the  one 
hand  and  of  distrust,  on  the  other,  will  be  overcome, 
largely,  by  the  force  of  sound  social  principles. 

There  is  a  Pan-Hellenic  society  at  Butte,  Mont,  and  it 
gave  its  eighth  annual  dinner  last  December,  at  which  there 
were  present  fifty-one  Greeks ;  there  were  not  quite  that  many 
frats  represented,  it  is  said. 

According  to  the  Sigma  Chi  Quarterly,  the  Pan-Hellenic 
Club,  formed  some  two  and  a  half  years  ago  in  Denver, 
Colo.,  has  been  forced  to  disband,  owing  to  lack  of  interest. 
The  few  remaining  members  have  been  taken  into  the  Denver 
Athletic  Club,  where  a  Greek  room  has  been  fitted  up  with 
the  various  fraternity  shields  and  college  pennants. 

A  "first"  Pan-Hellenic  banquet  was  given  in  San  Antonio, 
Tex.,  January  30,  and  over  100  Greeks  attended,  according 
to  a  local  newspaper's  report  of  it 

Also  a  "First  Philippine  Interfratemity  Dinner"  was  given 
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at  Manila  last  February,  the  12th.  Sixty-seven  were  present, 
and  it  was  decided  to  form  a  permanent  interfratemity  asso- 
ciation.—Pfl/»i  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

We  have  sometimes  thought  what  a  fine  showing  of  strength 
the  fraternity  system  could  make  to  the  world  at  large  if  in 
New  York  and  Chicago  members  of  all  the  different  fra- 
ternities should  meet  at  an  interfratemity  banquet.  Judging 
by  the  numbers  mustered  at  conventions  and  other  occasions 
in  New  York  by  individual  fraternities,  over  4,000  Greek- 
letter  men  should  sit  down  to  such  a  banquet.  Although 
nothing  of  this  sort  is  contemplated,  still  the  dinners  of  the 
fraternity  editors  in  New  York  at  fairly  frequent  intervals 
may  some  time  lead  to  the  realization  of  such  a  dream. — 
Rainbow  of  Delta  Tau  Delta. 


THE  AMERICAN  COLLEGE 

Reen  forcing  this  heart  note  comes  the  October  num- 
ber of  The  American  College  with  its  dispassionate 
viewpoint  and  sane  ideals.  We  cannot  urge  too 
strongly  that  every  chapter  of  Chi  Omega  subscribe 
for  The  American  College.  College  men  and  women 
need  it.  It  will  help  clarify  and  crystalize  for  them 
many  of  the  problems  as  to  the  purpose  and  value  (Si 
college  training.  Its  pages  will  deal  with  every  phase 
of  college  life  as  seen  by  those  professionally  attached 
to  our  colleges  and  by  those  who  have  tested  college 
training  out  in  the  world.  In  short,  it  will  be  "a  forum 
for  the  discussion  of  college  problems  and  a  medium 
for  carrying  on  a  broad  and  deep  campaign  of  educa- 
tion as  to  the  actual  conditions  in  our  colleges'*  and  it 
calls  for  a  systematic,  sympathetic,  and  scientific  study 
of  those  problems  with  the  assistance  and  under  the 
supervision  of  the  best  men  and  women  among  the 
alumni  and  friends  of  the  college."  • 
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The  American  College  strikes  quite  the  right  note 
when  it  says,  "the  problems  of  the  American  college 
are  chiefly  those  of  America,  rather  than  the  college." 
The  need  for  this  bigness  of  view  is  explained  thus : 

Not  only  has  the  college  field  increased  in  size,  but  the 
college  course  must  now  be  made  an  almost  indispensable 
element  in  the  life  education  of  the  young  men  and  women 
who  must  meet — and  who  must  aid  the  state,  the  community, 
and  the  home  and  social  order  to  meet — the  great  social, 
political,  and  economic  problems  which  our  forefathers  never 
dreamed  of,  which  we  have  only  guessed  at,  but  with  which 
our  children  must  grapple  in  every  plane  of  their  daily  lives. 

To  our  forefathers  the  mythology  of  the  peoples  of  eastern 
Europe  was  a  thing  to  be  studied  to  give  polish  and  culture; 
but  our  children  must  deal  with  the  descendants  -of  these 
people  face  to  face  in  our  own  land.  A  few  years  ago  we 
were  deemed  cultured  if  we  had  studied  how  the  Roman 
Empire  met  the  incursions  of  the  Huns  and  Vandals;  but 
our  children  must  guide  our  beloved  country  each  year 
through  incursions  of  the  descendants  of  these  peoples.  The 
college  graduate  was  valued  in  the  early  days  for  what  he 
knew :  but  now  for  the  use  which  he  makes  of  his  knowledge. 
The  early  graduate  was  accomplished;  the  present  alumnus 
must  accomplish. 

A  word  now  about  the  contributed  articles.  Mr. 
Birdseye,  the  editor,  wisely  makes  a  strong  plea  for 
sound  bookkeeping  and  accounting  of  funds  on  the 
part  of  college  authorities.  "The  Carnegie  Founda- 
tion's Dual  Mission"  deserves  careful  reading,  for 
it  is  a  recognized  fact  that  the  Foundation  has 
been  the  most  potent  factor,  during  the  past  three 
or  four  years,  in  awakening  the  college  world  to  a 
larger  and  better  sense  of  its  possibilities. 

"The  Moral  Ideal  and  the  Pursuit  of  Knowledge," 
by  President  McConnell,  of  Depauw,  is  full  of  the 
reaching-home  sort  of  sagacity.  The  gist  of  it  is  in 
these  sentences:    "An  important  influence  which  the 
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moral  ideal  exerts  upon  the  discovery  of  knowledge 
is  in  the  line  of  cleansing  the  instruments  with  which 
the  minds  work,"  just  as  "skilled  physicians  have 
learned  the  secret  of  making  their  instruments  surgi- 
cally clean."  "The  deeper  a  keen  mind  can  cut,  the 
more  havoc  it  can  work  if  it  be  not  clean."  "The  moral 
ideal  stands  for  that  kind  of  cleanliness,  that  kind  of 
purity  from  conceit  and  prejudice  and  selfish  dogma- 
tism." In  harmony  with  this  is  Edwin  Slosson's  "Sen- 
sational Attacks  on  University  Teachings," — a  timely 
answer  to  such  yellow  journalism  as  Mr.  Bolce's 
"Blasting  of  the  Rock  of  Ages."

Students  are  utilized  as  well,  in  research,  experimental,  and 
investigating  work.  The  University  desires  to  be  of  practical 
service  to  the  state. 

'^Emphasize  this  point,"  President  Van  Hise  says:  "An 
ideal  state  university  is  not  alone  for  the  few  thousand  fortu- 
nate young  men  and  women  who  can  go  to  it  for  their 
education.  There  are  millions  who  cannot,  even  if  they  are  so 
disposed,  spare  the  expense  or  the  time  necessary  to  a 
strictly  university  education.  The  university  is  maintained 
by  the  entire  population  of  the  state.  Each  one  is  entitled 
to  its  benefits.  We  are  not  contenting  ourselves  with  the 
instruction  of  those  who  can  come  to  us.  We  are  going  to 
those  who  cannot  come;  we  are  trying  to  do  our  share  in  the 
elevation  of  humanity,  not  only  in  Wisconsin,  but  in  the 
world." 


Within  the  year  Gamma  Phi  Beta,  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  and  Chi  Omega  have  placed  chapters  in  the 
University  of  Oregon. 

Founded  by  legislative  enactment  in  1872,  Oregon  has  all 
of  the  earmarks  of  becoming  a  great  institution  with  most 
of  the  peculiar  advantages  enjoyed  by  many  of  the  leading 
state  institutions  to-day.  Oregon  has  grown  steadily,  and 
has  the  good  fortune  of  never  having  to  experience  a  period 
of  depression.  The  people  of  the  state  are  interested  in  the 
University,  and  gladly  give  it  their  support;  they  are  pros- 
perous, and  their  commonwealth  is  developing.  Its  possi- 
bilities are  untold,  and  under  such  conditions  the  future  of  the 
institution  is  bright  indeed.  The  University  is  composed  of 
departments  closely  knit  together  as  in  other  state  univer- 
sities, and  located  at  Eugene.  The  Law  School,  which  was 
established  in  1884,  is  one  of  the  oldest  colleges  in  the 
University.

What  does  it  mean,  this  black  ball  ?  Imagine  yourself  being 
weighed  in  the  balance,  behind  closed  doors.  What  vould 
you  ask  of  those  who  judged  you?  Would  you  ask  them  to 
judge  you  because  of  your  beauty,  wit,  scholarship,  good 
clothes,  or  social  position?

CONFERENCE

First  Session 

The  Eighth  Pan-Hellenic  Conference  was  called  to  order 
Friday,  September  17,  1909,  at  3  p.  m.,  by  Miss  L.  P.  Green, 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  Presiding  Officer.  Miss  Edith  Stoner, 
Kappa  Kappa  Gamma,  acted  as  Secretary.

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Although  her  credentials  and  reports  were  sent  in,  the  dele- 
gate from  Sigma  Kappa  found  it  impossible  to  attend  the 
meetings. 

Motion  carried  that  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the 
Seventh  Inter- Sorority  Conference  be  dispensed  with,  as 
copies  were  in  the  hands  of  delegates. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  a  Committee  on  Recommendations: 
Miss  Hutchins^  Gamma  Phi  Beta,  and  Miss  Sheppard,  Delta 
Camma. 

The  report  of  Miss  Green,  Secretary  of  the  Conference 
1908-09,  was  read.  She  gave  the  following  summary  of  the 
year's  work : 

secretary's  report 

Eight  hundred  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Seventh  Confer- 
ence were  printed  and  distributed. 

A  letter  was  written  to  inform  alumnae  more  definitely  in 
regard  to  the  purposes  and  plans  of  Pan-Hellenic.  Four  hun- 
dred copies  of  this  letter  were  printed  and  distributed. 

Other  work  of  the  Secretary  was  the  compiling  of  a  list  of 
the  Deans  of  Women;  the  preparation  of  the  list  for  the 
exchange  of  fraternity  magazines;  the  writing  of  a  paper  for 
the  fraternity  magazines  on  the  results  of  the  National  Pan- 
Hellenic  Movement  during  the  first  seven  years;  and  all  the 
correspondence  with  local  Pan-Hellenics  incidental  to  the 
office  of  Secretary. 

During  the  year  two  fraternities  were  admitted  to  confer- 
ence, Zeta  Tau  Alpha  and  Alpha  Gamma  Delta.  No  pro- 
vision having  been  made  in  the  National  Pan- Hellenic  Confer- 
ence for  admission  of  fraternities  during  the  year  between 
Conferences,  the  Secretary,  on  the  advice  of  former  Secre- 
taries, submitted  the  petitions  to  the  Grand  Presidents,  whose 
vote  on  both  fraternities  was  unanimously  favorable. 

The  Secretary  has  noticed  during  the  year  that  the  consti- 
tutions of  local  Pan-Hellenics  are  lacking  in  some  essential 
provisions,  and  thus  many  difficulties  have  arisen  which  could 
have  been  avoided  with  the  proper  constitutions. 

There  should  be  a  realization  of  the  need  of  broader 
activities  in  connection  with  the  Pan-Hellenic  work,  and  less 
emphasis  should  be  placed  on  rushing  as  such. 
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Each  delegate  then  presented  a  report  from  her  fraternity, 
giving  convention  action  on  subjects  of  Pan-Hdlenic  interest, 
and  presenting  recommendations  from  her  fraternity  to  the 
National  Pan-Hellenic  Conference. 

These  reports,  together  with  the  Secretary's  report,  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Recommendations. 

Special  reports  were  presented  as  follows:  Woman's  Col- 
lege of  Baltimore,  University  of  California,  Washington  Uni- 
versity of  St  Louis,  Washington  State  University,  Syracuse 
University,  Northwestern  University,  Barnard  College. 

These  reports  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Recom- 
mendations. 

The  reports  from  editors  of  fraternity  magazines  were  read. 

EXCHANGE  OF  FRATERNITY   MAGAZINES 

Motion  carried  that  the  plan  of  exchange  be  continued ;  that 
the  Secretary  of  the  Pan-Hellenic  Conference  be  authorized 
to  write  to  all  librarians,  asking  if  magazines  will  be  received, 
"  and  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  same;  that  the  lists  of 
libraries  willing  to  receive  magazines,  together  with  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  grand  officers  of  the  fraternities,  be  sent 
to  the  editors  of  the  magazines ;  that  the  corresponding  secre  • 
taries  of  the  chapters  of  all  fraternities  represented  in  the 
Conference  be  required  to  report  to  their  editors  concerning 
the  arrival  and  disposition  of  their  magazines  in  the  college 
libraries;  and  that  the  editors  report  the  results  of  such  inves- 
tigation to  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Pan-Hellenic 
Conference. 

The  Conference  voted  that  three  copies  of  each  magazine  be 
sent  as  exchange,  including  the  ones  sent  to  the  Conference 
delegate  and  the  editor,  the  other  to  be  decided  upon  by  the 
Grand  President 

Adjournment 

Second  Session 

The  second  session  was  called  to  order  at  lo  a.  m.,  Satur- 
day, September  i8^  igog. 

RUSHING  POLICY  AT  YALE 

Mrs.  McElroy,  Alpha  Phi,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Rushing  Policy  at  Yale,  presented  her  very  able  report,  the 
conclusion  of  which  follows: 
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"In  this  brief  and  imperfect  study  of  clubs  and  fraternities 
famous  at  Yale  and  Harvard,  one  impression  is  fixed — ^that 
the  students  and  authorities,  because  of  experience,  have 
agreed  that  a  man  must  evince  some  ability  to  gain  election 
to  these  organizations,  and  these  influential  societies  must  have 
time — a  year  or  more — to  study  and  select  their  new  members." 

CHAPERONES 

The  Committee  on  Chaperones,  Mrs.  Tennant  of  Alhpa  Chi 
Omega,  presented  a  report  as  follows: 

"During  the  year  there  have  been  but  five  applications  for 
chaperones.  A  number  of  letters  regarding  the  duties  and 
requirements  of  chaperones  have  been  received.  Some  of 
these  have  been  from  women  wishing  positions,  but  more 
have  come  from  girls  asking  information.  It  has  been  a 
matter  of  surprise  to  learn  how  definite  the  expectations  on 
both  sides  are,  and  how  indefinite  the  requirements.  This 
evidently  comes  from  inexperience  on  the  part  of  those  most 
concerned.  The  Deans  seem  to  regard  the  chaperone  as  a 
kind  of  shadow  or  shade,  and  the  girls  appear  to  regard  the 
same  individual  as  a  person  with  whom  they  must  deal  very 
indirectly.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  whole  matter  has  not 
had  a  'square  deal.'  Just  so  long  as  the  chapter  house  is  a 
necessity,  the  chaperone  is  a  necessity.  In  my  judgment,  no 
fraternity  should  attempt  to  afford  a  chapter  home  until  it  is 
able  to  employ  a  woman  whose  dignity  and  character  can  and 
will  be  a  helpful  influence  and  power  in  the  home,  and  whose 
personal  qualities  command  a  social  standing  in  the  college 
community.  No  organization  is  worthy  of  support  whose 
whole  object  is  to  shelter  and  entertain  itself.  The  true  fra- 
ternity has  for  its  purpose  the  betterment  and  improvement 
of  its  members.  This  involves  adherence  to  principles  of 
living  and  conduct  that  society  will  respect  and  admire.  Gentle 
manners  and  good  breeding  come  from  the  right  kind  of 
environment — from  the  home  in  which  the  girl  lives.  To 
the  better  management  of  that  home,  the  committee  recom- 
mends: (i)  That  a  small  salary  in  addition  to  board  and 
room  be  offered  the  chaperone;  (2)  that  the  chaperone  be 
required  to  confer  twice  a  month  with  the  Dean  of  Women, 
and  once  a  month  with  the  social  committee,  where  one 
exists;  (3)  that  a  definite  and  clear  agreement  be  entered 
upon  on  the  part  of  chapter  and  chaperone,  and  that  a  printed 
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or  typewritten  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  sent  to  the  chapter's 
Gr^.nd  Council." 

The  report  of  the  committee  to  draw  up  an  inter-fraternity 
code  concerning  the  dismissal  of  members,  withdrawing  of 
invitations,  breaking  of  pledges,  was  presented  by  the  chair- 
man, Chi  Omega,  and  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Presidents 
for  action. 

NATIONAL    PAN-HELLENIC    CONSTITXTTION 

The  vote  of  the  delegates,  as  instructed  by  their  Grand 
Presidents,  made  it  possible  to  change  the  name  of  the  Con- 
ference to  National  Pan-Hellenic  Conference,  and  the  Secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  make  the  necessary  change  in  the  Con- 
stitution, substituting  the  new  form  for  "Inter- Sorority  Con- 
ference." 

The  Conference  recommends: 

1.  That  the  word  "fraternity"  be  substituted  for  the  word 
"sorority"  in  the  Constitution  of  the  National  Pan-Hellenic 
Conference. 

2.  That  to  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  be  added  a 
section  as  follows: 

"The  application  of  any  fraternity  for  membership  in  the 
National  Pan-Hellenic  Conference  shall  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  three,  which  shall  investigate  the  standing  of  the 
petitioning  body,  and  report  on  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
National  Pan-Hellenic  Conference.  The  Secretary  shall  refer 
the  report  to  the  Grand  Presidents,  whose  unanimous  vote 
shall  be  required  to  admit  the  petitioner  to  the  Conference. 
If  elected,  full  membership  shall  be  accorded  the  petitioner 
at  the  first  Conference  following  the  election." 

These  recommendations  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Grand 
Presidents  for  a  vote  before  the  changes  can  be  made  in  the 
Constitution. 

LOCAL  PAN-HELLENIC  CONSTITUTION 

It  is  recommended  to  the  Grand  Presidents  that  there  be  a 
revision  of  the  local  Pan-Hellenic  constitutions,  in  order  that 
certain  points  not  included  in  the  present  constitutions  may 
be  provided  for.  This  work  is  now  in  the  hands  of  a  com- 
mittee, and  will  first  be  presented  to  the  Grand  Presidents, 
and,  if  an  affirmative  vote  is  received,  instructions  will  be 
sent  to  the  local  Pan-Hellenic  Associations. 
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On  instructions  from  their  Grand  Presidents  the  delegates 
decided  that  each  National  Pan-Hellenic  delegate  shall  have 
control  of  the  distribution  of  National  Pan-Hellenic  reports 
and  papers,  within  the  fraternity,  and  of  instructing  the  chap« 
tcrs  as  to  the  use  of  the  same.  She  may,  at  her  discretion, 
delegate  the  work  of  distribution  to  another  officer  of  her 
fraternity. 

The  Conference  adjourned  to  attend  the  luncheon  for  fra- 
ternity women,  at  which  there  were  100  representatives. 

Third  Session 

The  third  session  was  called  to  order  at  4:30  p.  m.,  Satur- 
day, September  i8»  1909. 

MICHIGAN   PAN -HELLENIC 

The  petitibn  from  the  Michigan  Pan-Hellenic  Association 
was  granted  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  delegates,  acting  on 
instructions  from  their  Grand  Presidents.  During  the  next 
year,  until  September,  1910,  the  fraternities  at  Michigan  may 
pledge  girls  in  Senior  year  oi  high  school :  Provided,  that  if 
a  pledge  is  not  initiated  within  a  year,  she  is  regarded  as 
dropped. 

The  Conference  desired,  however,  to  go  on  record  as 
opposing  any  further  dispensation  to  Michigan,  and  desired 
that  the  recommendation  be  made  to  the  Grand  Presidents 
that,  if  the  Michigan  Pan- Hellenic  again  petitions  for  a  dis- 
pensation, it  be  not  granted. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  TO  FRATERNITIES 

The  following  recommendations  were  adopted  by  the  Eighth 
Pan-Hellenic  Conference : 

1.  That  the  fraternities  be  asked  to  vote  on  the  following 
question:  That  there  be  no  rushing  before  matriculation. 
Matriculation  to  be  defined  as  the  day  of  enrollment  as  a 
student  in  the  university  or  college. 

2.  That  the  delegates  to  the  National  Pan-Hellenic  be  mem- 
bers of  the  national  governing  bodies  of  the  fraternities,  or 
ex-council  members,  or  persons  well  versed  in  Pan-Hellenic 
matters. 
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3.  That  there  be  no  initation  of  any  pledge  until  ten  hours' 
work  is  completed,  and  that  there  be  a  common  entrance 
requirement  made  by  the  fraternity.  To  assist  in  this  work, 
the  Conference  appointed  a  committee  to  investigate  the  schol- 
arship  requirements  of  Conference  fraternities. 

4.  That  each  fraternity  make  a  report  at  each  Conference  on 
chapters  added  to  roll  or  dropped  from  it  during  previous 
year. 

5.  That  each  delegate  file  with  the  Secretary  of  Pan-Hellenic 
the  date  of  her  next  convention. 

6.  That  chapters  send  copies  of  local  Pan-Hellenic  Con- 
stitution and  Contract  to  all  alumnae. 

7.  That  all  fraternity  conventions  held  during  college  year 
in  college  locations  shall  be  entertained  by  local  Pan-Hellenics 
instead  of  local  chapters  of  various  fraternities,  in  order  to 
save  expense,  and  to  promote  more  general  acquaintance 
among  college  fraternity  women. 

CONTRACTS  WITHIN  CONTRACTS 

Motion  carried  that  Conference  disapproves  of  the  con- 
tracting, by  two  or  more  fraternities  making  only  a  part  of 

the   local   Pan -Hellenic  Association,  to  keep  some  rules  or 

♦ 

regulations  not  accepted  by  the  local  Pan-Hellenic  Association. 

SOCIAL 

Motion  carried  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  investigate 
the  facilities  offered  by  various  colleges  and  universities  for 
formal  entertainments  given  by  students.  The  committee  is 
to  inquire  as  to  where  entertainments  are  now  held,  and  what 
is  being  done  by  faculties  to  improve  conditions.

Committee  on  Scholarship  Standards  in  Conference  Fra- 
ternities— Kappa  Kappa  Gamma,  Zeta  Tau  Alpha,  Gamma 
Phi  Beta. 
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Committee  on  List  of  Qiaperones — Alpha  Chi  Omega. 

Committee  to  Report  on  Deans'  Conference — Delta  Delta 
Delta,  Alpha  Phi,  Alpha  Omicron  Pi. 

Motion  carried  that  next  Conference  hold  its  first  session 
on  Friday  morning. 

Motion  carried  that  the  National  Pan- Hellenic  Constitu- 
tion be  reprinted,  separately,  as  soon  as  the  vote  of  the  Grand 
Presidents  on  constitutional  changes  can  be  taken. 

Motion  carried  that  each  fraternity  be  assessed  five  dollars 
($5)    for  Pan-Hellenic  Conference  expenses. 

The  Pan-Hellenic  Conference  was  declared  adjourned  until 
September,  1910.

WORK  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  PREVIOUS  CONFERENCES 

The  National  Fraternities,  on  recommendations  from  the 
National  Pan-Hellenic  Conferences,  have  passed  the  follow- 
ing regulations: 

1.  That  Pan-Hellenic  Associations  shall  be  formed  in  every 
institution  where  two  or  more  National  Sororities  exist;  and 
they  shall  consist  of  one  active  and  one  alumna  member  of 
each  sorority. 

2.  A  pledge  day  shall  be  adopted  by  the  National  Sororities 
in  each  college  where  two  or  more  of  them  exist. 

3.  The  pledge  day  in  each  college  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Pan-Hellenic  Association   existing  there. 

4.  No  student  shall  be  asked  to  join  a  Sorority  before  she 
has  matriculated. 

5.  Matriculation  shall  be  defined  as  the  day  of  enrollment 
as  a  student  in  the  university  or  college. 

The  National  Pan-Hellenic  Conference  has  made,  among 
others,  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  Pan-Hellenic  Associations  shall  consist  not  only 
of  the  National  Sororities,  but  also  of  such  locals  as  they 
may  see  fit  to  admit.     (Report  of  Sixth  Conference.) 

2.  That  Pan-Hellenics  endeavor  to  restrict  the  expense, 
nimiber,  and  duration  of  social  functions  and  engagements 
by  women's  fraternities  as  far  as  is  compatible  with  local  con- 
ditions.    (Seventh  Conference.) 
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3.  That  Pan-Hellenics  be  careful  not  to  create  feeling 
between  fraternity  and  non-fraternity  college  women  througli 
too  many  or  through  inopportune  Pan- Hellenic  meetings  and 
functions.     (Seventh  Conference.) 

4.  That  Pan-Hellenics  are  urged  to  avoid  all  public  press 
notoriety  and  to  endeavor  always  to  keep  the  respect  of  their 
university  and  town  communities.     (Seventh  Conference.) 

5.  That  each  Pan-Hellenic  have  some  general  meetings 
to  which  all  fraternity  members  are  invited  and  allowed  to 
take  part  in  discussions;  meetings  to  read  and  discuss  Pan- 
Hellenic  Conference  Reports;  shortcomings  of  our  last  com- 
pact; effects  of  a  Sophomore  pledge  day  in  our  college,  etc 
(Seventh  Conference.) 

6.  That  Pan-Hellenics  have  meetings  twice  a  month. 

7.  That  Pan- Hellenics  have  a  conference  with  Deans  of 
Women  and  other  faculty  members  at  least  once  a  semester. 

8.  That  Pan-Hellenics  have  an  "annual"  to  which  all  women 
of  the  college  are  invited. 

9.  That  Sororities  take  some  pains  to  inform  alumnae  that 
ten  years  have  wrought  great  changes  in  conditions  with  the 
growth  of  chapter  houses  and  the  multiplication  of  sororities.
